For the past twenty-three years, he has 
been a citizen of Lansing and prominent

sonality, he held sales positions with Reo, 
Duplex, Motor Wheel, Oldsmobile and the 
Lansing Oldsmobile Company. Probably 
no one in the community had more per- 
sonal friends. A member of Kiwanis, the 
Elks and the Moose, he had been President 
of the Lansing Shrine Club and _ com- 
mander of John C. Durst Camp, United 
Spanish War Veterans. 


In November, 1940, the people of Lan- 
sing elected him as their mayor but a fatal 
illness intervened.

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persons as pay the service charge as 
provided for in this ordinance shall further 
agree with the garbage department of 
the City of Lansing that they will be 
responsible for the loss of cans left for 
their use and will reimburse the city in 
case said cans are lost or destroyed by 
reason of the fault of the user thereof.

‘An ordinance relative to the collection, 
purchase and sale of junk, rubber, rags, 
paper, iron, brass, copper, tin, and other 
materials and licensing persons engaged 
therein,’’ are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“Title. 


An ordinance relative to the collection, 
purchase, storage or sale of junk, rubber, 
rags, paper, iron, brass, copper, tin, and 
other materials, and old automobiles for 
the purpose of dismantling same and 
licensing persons engaged therein. 


Section 1. No person shall engage, in, 
exercise or carry on the business of keeper 
of a junk shop or junk yard for the pur- 
chase or storage or sale of junk, rubber, 
rags, old rope, paper, bagging, old iron, 
brass, copper, tin, empty bottles, slush or 
lead or for the dismantling of old automo- 
biles, nor draw or drive or procure to be 
drawn or driven through the streets or 
alleys of the city any wagon, hand cart, 
wheelbarrow, truck or other vehicle for 
the purpose of collecting or disposing of 
said articles without a license. 


Section 2. Application for the license 
above referred to shall be made to the City 
Clerk on blanks to be by him furnished 
and shall be at once referred by him to the 
Chief of Police for investigation as to the 
moral character and previous record of the 
applicant, said Chief to report his findings 
as speedily as possible to the City Council. 
Such application shall contain the name or 
names of the applicant and the place pro- 
posed to be operated by him as a junk 
shop or yard or place for the dismantling 
of automobiles, and shall be accompanied 
by a bond executed by a surety company 
authorized to do business in this state in 
the sum of $200.00, conditioned for the 
faithful observance of all laws of this state, 
the City Charter, this ordinance, and all 
regulations and conditions passed by the 
City Council hereunder. If the investiga- 
tion shall show the applicant to be a good 
moral character, the Council shall author- 
ize the Clerk to issue said applicant a 
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license to operate a junk shop or yard or a 
place for the dismantling of automobiles 
upon the payment of a license of not to ex- 
ceed $5.00. The license granted hereunder 
shall expire on April 3lst following.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
Gas Inspector’s report for the month 


ending January 31, 1941, was received and 
placed on file. 
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Lansing, Michigan, 
January 31, 1941. 


To the Members of the City Council: 


Every year for the past decade upward 
from ten persons of all ages and from all 
walks of life have lost their lives in traffic 
accidents on the streets of Lansing. Be- 
sides those whose injuries proved fatal, 
several hundred others were injured, many 
permanently. Property damage from 
street mishaps amounts to a_ staggering 
figure. All this represents a huge eco- 
nomic loss to the City of Lansing. 


Cities all over the United States are an- 
nually demonstrating to us that the number 
of traffic deaths and injuries in Lansing 
are unnecessarily high and that, by adopt- 
ing an effective program of traffic accident 
prevention, the number of traffic casualties 
and the amount of property loss here can 
be materially reduced. Several of these 
cities who are nationally recognized for 
their successes along accident prevention 
lines are located in Michigan and many of 
those in the nation are similar in size and 
character to Lansing. 


It is true there has been a steady de- 
cline in the number of accidents fatalities 
in Lansing since 1987. This decline can- 
not be taken as an indication that there 
has been a proportionate improvement in 
traffic conditions in view of the fact that 
there has been no reduction in the number 
of traffic mishaps, a much more dependable 
index. 


It has been called to my attention that 
traffic accident prevention procedures have 
made rapid forward strides in the past few 
years. Many national organizations, such 
as The National Safety Council, The In- 
ternational Association of Chiefs of Police, 
The Northwestern University Traffic Insti- 
tute, The Automotive Safety Foundation 
and others have, by the trial and error 
method, developed proven traffic accident 
prevention programs for cities. The serv- 
ices of these organizations are available to 
Lansing without cost. 


These organizations feel as I do, that an 
obligation rests with each city administra- 
tion to do everything within its power to 
minimize the number of traffic casualaties 
and the amount of property loss from acci- 
dents. For an example, it is no longer 
necessary to install traffic control devices 
on a “guess work’’ basis. Studies of a lo- 
cation, following relatively simple formula 
can determine accurately what type of 
traffic control, if any, the location war- 
rants. 


Cities with modern traffic control programs 
use traffic acidents which have happened 
as a basis for eliminating future accidents. 
Causes of these accidents are determined 
and, when possible, eliminated. Past acci- 
dents are used as a basis for all future ac- 
tivity along traffic enforcement, engineer- 
ing and educational lines. Before this can 
be accomplished there must, of necessity, 
be proper and thorough investigation of 
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each traffic accident, complete reporting 
and an efficient record set up. Traffic en- 
forcement, engineering and education pro- 
grams must be correlated. 


These are only a few of the possibilities 
under a definite program of accident’ pre- 
vention. 


I have been of the opinion for some time 
that the city council of Lansing should 
officially recognize the fact that we have 
a serious traffic condition and that we 
should give serious consideration to this 
problem. I feel further, that the city coun- 
cil should avail itself of any and all outside 
assistance there may be at its disposal. 


Therefore, I proposed to name a commit- 
tee, to be composed of three members of 
the city council and a committee of lay- 
men, to study conditions as they now exist 
in Lansing relative to traffic control and 
traffic accident prevention, and to make 
recommendations to the city council as to 
what, in the opinion of the committee, 
should be done to improve traffic conditions 
in Lansing.

To the Members of the City Council: 


I am taking this opportunity to call your 
attention to the work being done by twe 
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of the Council Committees, one on Labor 
Relations, and second, the Special Commit- 
tee appointed to make a study and report 
on a pension plan. 


The city has been delinquent in the past 
in assuming any responsibility for encour- 
aging those employed by the city to make 
systematic savings or provide insurance 
for their retirement or death. In fact, 
the city jis maintaining on its payroll today 
a number of men who have given faithful 
service, but who should be, or could have 
been, retired if a portion of their weekly 
pay had been set aside, over their years of 
employment on a planned program. 


Various plans for insurance, savings and 
retirement are in effect today in a great 
many cities and approximately three-fifths 
of our present employees are already cov- 
ered under existing plans. In fairness to 
the balance of our employees a_ careful 
analysis should be made and a sound plan 
based upon actuarial principles should be 
adopted. 


Inasmuch as such a plan must consider 
the age of the employee, length of service, 
type of employment, life expectancy and 
various other factors it is necessary that 
a detailed analysis be made by an actuary 
who could then prepare a plan based upon 
accepted insurance procedures, and in order 
that this may be accomplished, I recom- 
mend that limited funds be made available 
to the committee for such use at once. 


In order that all the necessary informa- 
tion as to age, period of service, class of 
employment, rates of pay, etc., may be 
compiled for use of the actuary, I request 
that all departments not already covered 
by such a plan, cooperate in providing such 
information as the committee may require 
in order that such a plan may become 
effective at the start of the new fical year 
on May Ist, 1941.

The 
fcorporation counsel of the City of Detroit 
feoncurred and submitted to the city council 
of Detroit a recommendation cancelling all 
of the assessments made for 1940 City of 
iDetroit taxes against all of the banks lo- 
icated in Detroit, both state and national, 
and ordering the refund of all such taxes 
itheretofore paid. The suggestion was car- 
fried out and the Wayne County Treasurer 
Icancelled the assessments for county taxes. 
4In view of the determination of the Attor- 
ney General I must recommend similar ac- 
tion in the present matter.

To the Members of the City Council: 


For nearly three years there has bee 
agitation for a trial of parking meters : 
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| Lansing. The situation regarding parking 
in the business sections of Lansing has 
been growing steadily worse during that 
time yet nothing has been done to correct 
it. 


There have been committees of the coun- 
| cil appointed to study the advisability of 
installing meters, and several technical 
committee have studied types of meters. In 
spite of this study, due to various reasons 
we still] have had no trial of meters, al- 
though many neighboring cities have in- 
stalled them since we began our study and 
are well satisfied with the results. Since 
becoming your Acting Mayor, I have had 
humerous people urge me to try to secure 
a trial installation. I have, therefore, de- 
cided to ask the City Council to delegate 
to me the power to order a trial installa- 
tion for a period not to exceed six months, 
the meters to be paid for out of the earn- 
ings of the meters themselves so that the 
tax rate will not be affected. As to the 
type of meter to be installed, I am willing 
to leave the choice to the same technical 
committee which made the last study, 
namely: 


Professor C. L. Brattin—Michigan 
State College.

College.

a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
on Friday, March 7, 1941, the follow- 
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ing matters which have been referred to 


. the Traffic Comisison by the City Council 


were acted upon: 


1. Request for traffic signal at Mount 
Hope Avenue and Logan Street. The Com- 
mission recommends the installttion of a 
traffic actuated signal at this intersection. 
It is believed that this type of signal would 
not interfere with the greater flow of traf- 
fic on Logan Street and still woud provide 
convenient crossing facilities for east and 
west traffic on Mount Hope Avenue. It is 
also considered that a signal at this inter- 
section would have a tendency to control 
the speed of traffic on Logan Street, which 
at the time the traffic study was being 
made, was observed as being well in excess 
of the 25 miles speed limit. It is quite pos- 
sible, however, that it will be necessary to 
install pedestrian push buttons in con- 
junction with this signal if it is found that 
operation of the traffic actuated signal does 
not provide for safe pedestrian control. 


2. Request for a traffic survey at the 
intersection of Grand River and Pennsyl- 
vania Avenues. The condition which exists 
at this intersection is the difficulty which 
northbound traffic on Pennsylvania Avenue 
has in making a right or left turn on to 
Grand River Avenue. Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue at this point is a dead end street. A 
nine hour traffic count at this intersection 
shows a total of 774 vehicles making a left 
turn on Grand River from Pennsylvania 
and 452 vehicles making a right turn on 
Grand River from Pennsylvania. The total 
thru eastbound traffic on Grand River is 
1964 vehicles while the total thru west- 
bound traffic is 1843 vehicles. These figures 
definitely indicate that Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue traffic would experience considerable 
difficulty in entering Grand River Avenue 
as was observed especially during the peak 
traffic hours Another factor entering into 
this picture is the average speed of traffic 
on Grand River Avenue at this point which 
can be safely estimated at 30 miles per 
hour. We question the value which any 
signs erected on Grand River might have 
since there is not a very strong obedience 
to SLOW signs. It is our opinion, there- 
fore, that in view of the fact that Penn- 
sylvania Avenue is one of the few thru 
streets from north to south on the east side 
of the city, the installation of a traffic actu- 
ated signal would be justified at this lo- 
cation. 


‘8. Request for traffic signal at Wash- 
ington Avenue and South Street. After 
studying traffic conditions at this intersec- 
tion the Traffic Commission determined 
that the main trouble existing at this inter- 
esction was the difficulty which South 
Street traffic experienced in making a left 
turn on to Washington Avenue. The num- 
ber of vehicles making a left turn was not 
very great and no doubt a number of the 
drivers are in a position to use the signal 
at Washington and Elm in order to make 
a left turn to Washington Avenue. Since 
South Street is a comparatively short 
street, being only four blocks long, the 
Commission is of the opinion that a traffic 
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signal is not justified at this location at 
the present time.

AGREEMENT 


Entered into on _........... day of ..... out 
19 _.. by and between the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, hereinafter referred to as the 


“City,”” and Local Union No. 288 of the ; 


State, County and Municipal Workers of 
America, affiliated with the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organization, hereinafter referred 
to as the ‘‘Union.” 


ARTICLE I 
Purpose 


It is the intent and purpose of the parties 
hereto that this agreement shall promote 
and insure a spirit of confidence and co- 
operation between the management of the 
City and its employees; set forth the gen- 
eral policy of the City on personnel and 
procedure; establish uniform and equitable 
rates of pay and hours tof work; and pro- 
vide a method for the redress of any 
grievances the employees may have by vir- 
tue of this agreement or otherwise. 


ARTICLE II 
Recognition 


The principle of collective bargaining has 
brought representatives of the organized 
employees and the administrative heads to- 
gether negotiating on personnel practices, 
conditions of work and wages. In recogni- 
tion of this principle, the City will deal 
with the duly chosen representatives of the 
Union on behalf of all its members in the 
adjustment of all grievances that may arise 
regarding hours, wages, and general work- 
ing conditions. It shall be the joint con- 
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cern of the Board and the Union that no 
discrimination will be exercised against any 
employee because of individual bias, race, 
creed, organizational activity. or member- 
ship in any specific group. The provisions 
of this agreement shall apply to all em- 
ployees of the City excepting Foremen and 
employees acting entirely in a supervisory 
capacity. 


ARTICLE III ; 
Strikes 


It shall not be a policy of the Union to 
engage in strikes as a means of achieving 
its objectives. 


ARTICLE IV 
Grievance Procedure 


Should differences of any kind arise be- 
tween the Union and the City as to mean- 
ing and application of this agreement, or 
should any grievances arise not specifically 
covered by this agreement, an earnest effort 
shall be made to adjust said grievances in 
an equitable manner as follows: 


(a) An effort should be made to adjust 
the grievance between the stewarc 
and the foreman. 


(b) If not adjusted as set forth in (a) 
between the Grievance Committee o: 
the Union and the Supervisor ir 
charge or Department Head. 


(c) If not adjusted as set forth in (b) 
by written appeal to the Labor Com 
mittee of the City Council. 


(d) If not adjusted as set forth in (c) 
by a committee of three members se 
lected by the Union, three member 
by the City Administration, to b 
known as the Board. Should th 
Board fail to agree the matter sha 
be referred to an umpire selected b 
the Board. The umpires decisio 
shall be final. 


(d) Any and all grievances must be tal 
en up within five days. 


ARTICLE V 
Seniority 


Section 1. Seniority standing shall 
granted to all employees. This standing 
to be determined on the basis of tot 
length of employment for the City. 


Section 2. An employee shall lose ft 
seniority standing upon voluntary resign 
tion from employment with the City. 


Section 3. In the reduction of staff 
any category of work, a senior employ 
shall be given preference over a jun: 
employee on any job in the category 
work involved. 
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Section 4. In the rehiring of employees, 
the senior employee shall be given prefer- 
ence over the junior employee. 


Section 5. In cases of transfer from 
one category of work to another, em- 
ployee involved in the transfer shall not 
} lose seniority standing. - 


Section 6. A seniority list shall be pre- 
sented to the Union upon request. 


Section 7. It shall be the policy of the 
Board to fill vacancies by promotion. All 
other considerations being equal, preference 
shall be given to the senior employee in the 
same category next below that in which 
the vacancy occurs. 


ARTICLE VI 
Hours 


Section 1. The schedule of the work 
eek in effect at present shall remain un- 
hanged in the various departments. 


Section 2. There shall be established two 
ontinuous weeks of annual vacation at the 
average weekly rate of pay for all em- 
ployees who have worked twelve months, 
and one week for those who have worked 

ore than six months and less than twelve 

onths by July Ist, annually. 


_ Section 3. Ten days sick leave, cumula- 
ive to fifteen days, shall be allowed each 
mployee after one year service. 


Section 4. Three days leave with pay 
hall be granted to an employee in case of 
he coon of a member of his immediate 
amily. 


Section 5. A minimum of two hours 
ork shall be given an employee for re- 
orting to work. Employee shall not lose 
me because of machinery breakdown. 


ARTICLE VII 
Wages 


Effective March 1, 1941 wages shall be 
hised to the following:

The City agrees to enter negotiations 
with the Union for the purpose of com- 
pletely revising the wage schedules in De- 
partments not here listed. Any agreement 
that will be reached will automatically be- 
come a part of this agreement. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Dismissals, Demotions, Transfers 


Section 1. Discharges, demotions, 
changes in classification and transfers shall 
be made only for just cause. 


Section 2. In cases of personnel changes 
stated in Section 1, the employees shall be 
furnished with a written notice of such 
changes. Such notice shall set forth clear- 
ly and in reasonable detail the reason for 
the discharge, demotion or other change in 
classification and/or transfer. The em- 
ployee shall be notified of personnel 
changes by registered mail. 


Section 3. The employee shall. be entitled 
to representation duly authorized represent- 
atives of the Union at all hearings, and 
may file request for hearings through the 
Union. The employee and his representa- 
tive or representatives shall have the right 
to present witnesses and to introduce evi- 
dence, to examine witnesses and evidence 
presented against him. <A tenographic rec- 
ord of the hearing before the City shall be 
taken. The employee and his representa- 
tives shall be entitled to a copy of this 
record. 


Section 4. In case of dismissals, the 
salary of the employee shall be suspended 
during the period in which the hearing 
takes place, but his name shall not be 
removed from the payroll. In case of re- 
instatement after the hearing, the em- 
ployee shall be given all the back pay 
withheld during the period of suspension. 


Section 5. In the case where a demotion 
has been proved unjustified, and the em- 
ployeee returned to his former status, the 
loss of pay involved shall be restored. 


Section 6. All claims for redress under 
this article must be filed within 10 days 
of the date of the receipt of the registered 
letter provided for in Section 2 of this 
Article. Hearings shall be held by the 
City and a decision made within 20 days 
from the receipt of the claim. The Union 
agrees not to claim more than 30 days 
back pay as a result of any one period 
of suspension. 
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ARTICLE IX 


Pensions 


Section 1. The City agrees to enter into 
negotiations with the Union regarding the 
establishment of a practical pension system 
for all employees. 


Section 2. Negotiations shall continue 
until such system is established. 


ARTICLE X 


General Provisions 


Section 1. There shall be no replacement 
of regularly employed workers by volunteer, 
emergency or relief workers, or WPA 
workers. 


Section 2. The Union shall be permitted 
to post notices of union activities upon the 
employees’ bulletin boards. 


Section 3. Any employee of this City 
who is called upon to participate in the 
National Defense Program shall be return- 
ed to his position upon the expiration of 
said national defense. 


Section 4. Nothing in this agreement 
shall be so construed or so interpreted 
as to result in an increase in hours or 
decrease in salary for any person presently 
employed. 


Section 5. In the event of reduction of 
force in the Department of Public Works, 
men with less than four years seniority 
shall first be laid off according to provisions 
of Article VIII. Remaining work is to be 
shared by men with over four years of 
seniority working 32 hours a week for the 
first 30 days. If further reduction of force 
is then necessary, 24 hours a week for 
the next 30 days. Reinstatement to work 
in the Department shall be according to 
seniority provision of this Contract. 


Section 6. Foreman shall not be used 
to replace laborers, and Foreman regularly 
assigned to labor work shall be reduced in 
pay and shall be subject to all provisions 
of this contract. 


Section 7. The Garbage Service Depdrt- 
ment shall use a four-man crew on each 
truck. The truck drivers in this crew are 
to perform no work other than driving 
the truck. 


This agreement shall continue in full 
force and effect until... ‘ 
BN , and from year to year thereafter 
unless either party hereto shall give notice 
sixty days prior to the annual expiration 
date of a desire to terminate said agree- 
ment.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the City Council: 


It has been suggested that the Traffic 
and Safety Study Committee did not fully 
advise your honorable body of the merits 
of the proposed street traffic survey that 
was not approved on March 3, 1941. We 
herein set forth the reasons we believe the 
resolution should be further considered and 
favorably acted upon: 


Purpose of Survey 


General——-A traffic survey of a very com- 
prehensive nature and scope is the only 
means of obtaining factual information for 
the use of all departments charged with 
the responsibility of reducing and prevent- 
ing accidents, the control of moving and 
parked vehicles, and the allocating of funds 
for proper improvement of the present 
street system, future major street plans, 
and intelligent city planning. Without the 
factual information and resulting recom- 
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mendations obtained by a comprehensive 
street traffic survey, all future decisions 
affecting the expenditure of large sums of 
the taxpayers’ money, and the future con- 
trol and improvement of Lansing’s trans- 
portation facilities can only be based upon 
opinion.. There are as many opinions on 
a subject as there are individuals consider- 
ing that subject. Therefore ,the future of 
ing that subject. Therefore, the future of 
reduction or elimination can only result 
in a chaotic condition. 


The survey will be the means of secur- 
ing factual information, not otherwise 
available, so that traffic planning may be 
based on facts rather than unscientific 
opinions. The command of facts is the 
only assurance against haphazard planning. 
Recommendations resulting from a survey 
are made, (1) which. will effect the greatest 
good for the greatest number of citizens; 
(2) that specifically conform to local con- 
ditions whereby existing facilities may be 
utilized more efficiently; and, (3) which 
provide a long range traffic plan. 


The factual data obtained by such a 
survey will enable the departments in the 
city government to plan intelligently future 
improvements in the street system because 
the relative importance of all streets and 
intersections will be known. This can re- 
sult in improved routing of through traffic, 
improved signalization, proper regulation 
of turning movements, and the subsequent 
pepuetion of delays, congestion and acci- 

ents.

Effect of the Survey 


Traffic Accidents—Such a survey will 
result in reducing the number of personal 
injury, fatal and property damage acci- 
dents. The correctness of this statement 
has been demonstrated in cities where such 
surveys have been made. Jackson, Mich., 
Toledo and Youngstown, Ohio, Louisville, 
Ky., and many others. 


Existing traffic hazards will be revealed 
and eliminated; vehicular traffic will be 
routed with the view of avoiding conges- 
tion; the flow of traffic will be smoothed 
out and properly distributed, all of which 
will reduce the probability of accidents. 


It will provide information for guidance 
in handling of traffic and safety problems 
and it will provide the basis for a scientific 
answer to any individual or group of in- 
dividuals who may demand an undesirable 
and perhaps expensive traffic change. 


It will furnish factual information fo. 
the use of those charged with responsibility 
of preventing accidents and _ controlling 
street traffic which will enable them to per 
form their duties more efficiently and effec 
tively. 


Safety routes for school children canno 
be intelligently and safely mapped withou 
factual information concerning the volume 
speed, turning movements and acciden 
hazards which are revealed by a traffi 
survey. 


The publicity and activity during th 
conduct of the survey and after it is com 
pleted will make the public traffic an 
safety conscious which can become a grez 
force in promoting safe and efficient traff 
movement. 


Traffic Congestion—The proposed surve 
will provide factual information for tl 
relief of congestion and delay of vehicul: 
traffic. 


‘' A properly planned and well direct 
survey, such as is proposed, permits i 
telligent analysis of the entire transport 
tion and traffic problem, and will disp« 
any erroneous opinion of the past and pr 
vide data for intelligent city planning 
the future. 


Routes for industrial employees may 
laid out to eliminate congestion and del, 
to the employees themselves and the genex 
movement of traffic. 


The staggering of the times of emplc 
ment reduces congestion and delay wi 
resulting improvement in accident expe 
ence. 


Because of increased industrial activ 
and motor vehicle registrations, tra 
problems are expected to become incre% 
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ingly more difficult to handle unless and 
until a policy of logical correction is ap- 
Po age to the subject. 


68,000 man-hours of W.P.A. labor will 
gather facts covering the items included 
in the “outline of studies” for a thorough 
street traffic survey, and on the basis of 
the information obtained, an analysis and 
recommendations will be made based on 
sound and tried engineering principles to 
correct and improve traffic conditions gen- 
erally, and in particular, move traffic more 
evenly, thus preventing congestion with 
resultant accidents. 


Cost of the Survey 


City’s Contribution—The sum necessary 
to obtain this survey at present is $6,000.00. 
The additional money to complete such a 
survey can be contributed by the Federal 
Government as a W.P.A. project. This sum 
will be $40,000.00, making the total cost 
of the survey, $46,000.00. 


The cost of the survey to the taxpayers 
of Lansing will be less than 71% cents 
jper capita, and will be returned many 
times over through: A reduction of traffic 
accident expenditures and losses such as 
hospital and doctor bills, property damage, 
loss. of lives, time, wages, etc.; Providing 
Ia basis for a reduction of automobile in- 
surance rates which are based on accident 
experience; Unnecessary waste of time, 
basoline, and wear and tear on automobiles 
by elimination of traffic congestion and 
Helay. 


Some money is now being spent for traffic 
ftontrol which a survey will disclose is not 
fbnly unnecessary, but is undesirable and 
‘is itself a menace to traffic and pedestrian 
fafety because of lack of actual informa- 
ion. Assistance in determining the kind 
‘$f pavement to lay for streets based on 
Ihe nature and volume of traffic using 
jhem, as the survey will disclose. 


It is recognized that such a traffic survey 
ill be required at some future date. A 
raffic survey of such a comprehensive 
lature will require large groups -of em- 
oyees .working simultaneously throughout 
e city. The City of Lansing now has the 
Wpportunity of obtaining large groups of 
Imployees from the W.P.A. If the city 
pes not now take advantage of such funds 
Ind labor, the survey will cost the city 
¥#6,000.00 at some future date and the 
buree of present labor may not be avail- 
ble. 


Long Range Traffic Planning 


The City Plan—The City Plan Commis- 
bn has informed the committee that ‘“The 
sults of this proposed traffic survey will 
sist the Commission in determining the 
major street program for the city.” The 
rvey will be used to coordinate its activi- 
Ps to known or anticipated traffic con- 
ions. 
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Long-range traffic planning, as will be 
included in such a survey, is necessary in 
the development of a proper and sound 
city plan. It will provide a solution for 
problems that arise concerning highway 
and travel conditions. 


Such information as contained in a traffic 
survey is basic to all considerations ‘for 
the allocation of funds for street lighting, 
intersection improvements,  signalization, 
pavement markings, sign installation, police 
duty and city planning. 


Likelihood of W.P.A. Approval 


Need for Immediate Action—This com- 
mittee is advised by W.P.A. officials that 
there is at present no project pending in 
this district in the clerical classification 
within which this project falls and that 
if application be made now for funds for 
the proposed survey, and the same be 
granted, work would be commenced as 
soon as labor and funds are available. 
Because of the uncertainty of both funds 
and personnel being made available due 
to national defense needs and requirements, 
any delay in submitting an application may 
prejudice W.P.A. assistance in carrying 
out the proposal. However, every encour- 
agement was given that an application for 
a street traffic survey would be favorably 
acted upon. The engineering firm of 
Jensen, Bowen & Farrell was highly recom- 
mended as nationally known and competent 
to conduct the survey and would receive 
full cooperation from W.P.A. 


Cost of Carrying Out Recommendations 


After the proposed street traffic survey 
has been completed and recommendations 
made it is expected that some of the sug- 
gestions will be followed. It is impossible 
to estimate the probable cost of a program 
that will be outlined, but the experience 
of the City of Jackson, Mich., may serve 
as a fair example of what we may expect. 
Of the 24 recommendations, all but one 
involved only nominal cost. The one im- 
provement of street widening and extension 
was a part of the long-range program, not 
contemplated to be done in the immediate 
future. The other 23 improvements were 
basic and fundamental, did the most good 
2 correcting traffic problems and cost the 
east. 


There have been recent street widening 
projects in Lansing, and should it be 
recommended that in the interests of traffic 
and safety certain streets should be 
changed, it would then be done with facts 
and figures to support the need. 


Conclusions 
The reduction of the fatal accident rate 
in the City of Lansing by one death will 
more than pay for the entire cost of the 
survey. 


We should not take the position of the 
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ailing man who refused to spend $2 to con- 
sult a physician because he feared his 
‘condition was such that hospitalization 
would be recommended and additional cost 
involved. He preferred to save the $2 
and gamble with his life rather than sub- 
ject himself to an examination which would 
disclose his true condition and indicate 
corrective treatment. 


The proposed survey has been considered 
only as a sound dollars and cents invest- 
ment. It appears clear that improvement 
of street traffic conditions as herein out- 
lined will reduce accidents and congestion 
to an amount far exceeding the cost of 
the survey and carrying out of the recom- 
mendations. 


If, however, this conclusion is challenged 
on the basis that it is cheaper to continue 
to have traffic accidents and congestion 
than to appropriate money necessary to 
provide a street traffic survey and follow 
recommendations to eliminate the hazards 
which contribute to their occurance (Such 
a contention would seem untenable, even 
if it were correct.) then we suggest that 
consideration be given the victims—Those 
persons whose lives might have been saved, 
the injured and the crippled, the pain and 
the suffering and heartaches resulting from 
many accidents which might have been 
avoided had street traffic hazards been dis- 
covered and corrected. 


A doctor cannot successfully prescribe 
treatment for a patient until after a 
thorough examination and diagnosis. It 
is equally true that the City of Lansing 
cannot properly diagnose and correct traf- 
fic problems until after a thorough street 
traffic survey has been made and the 
factual information analyzed. 


Many things now intended to improve 
such problems may unnecessary or might 
be accomplished better in another way, as 
disclosed by the survey, and at a lesser 
cost. 


The human element which enters into 
the happening of many accidents cannot 
be removed by a survey. However, educa- 
tion which is incident to and a part of the 
survey will make citizens more safety 
minded. Accidents will continue to happen 
regardless of the survey, but we can be 
assured there will be fewer of them if 
we eliminate known and, at the present, 
unknown hazards. 


This committee is convinced that the 
street traffic survey is a good investment 
from an economic satndpoint and that an 
application for a W.P.A. grant for the sur- 
vey should be made now while the funds 
and labor are available, rather than delay 
the mater until some future date when we 
may not be so fortunate. 


We are now working in the dark as 
far as traffic and safety is concerned in 
Lansing, and we propose that the light be 
turned on so that something can be done 
about our accident toll. In the light of 
the above facts, the Traffic and Safety 
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Study Committee feels that further con- 


sideration should be given the resolution.

Referring to your telephonic inquiry of 
even date concerning bond for new Justice 
of the Peace to be appointed to succeed 
Judge Sam Street Hughes, you are informed 


‘that Judge Hughes was included for $2,500.00 


under schedule bond covering officials and 
employees of the City of Lansing and in 
addition thereto he “had a separate bond 
as Justice of the Peace as required by 
State law. 


As to the coverage for Municipal Judge 
under the city’s schedule bond, the substi- 
tution of new coverage for the new Justice 
when appointed can be made in the same 
manner as other changes on the schedule 
are made. Simply send us notice deduct- 
ing Judge. Hughes’ name and adding the 
name of the new Judge and change will be 
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made without additional premium for the 
balance of the premium year. 


As to the bond of Justice of the Peace 
as required by State law, that is in statu- 
tory form and if open in amount the prem- 
jum thereon will be $25.00 per annum, but 
if bond in fixed amount of $1,000.00, as 
was heretofore arranged for Judge Hughes, 
it can be written for an annual premium 
of $10.00 per $1,000.00. However, in order 
to limit the amount of bond to $1,000.00 it 
‘is necessary that the City Council pass 
a resolution fixing the amount at $1,000.00 
in order to effect savings in bond premium. 
There is sent you herewith copy of appro- 
priate resolution. A similar resolution was 
adopted by the Council] on April 6th, 1933 
in connection with Judge Hughes’ bond.

ARTICLE I 


Name and Date of Establishment 


A Retirement System for employees : 
the City of Lansing is hereby establishes 
for the purpose of providing retireme: 
allowances and death benefits for employe 
of the City under the provisions of th 
Ordinance adopted by the City Council 
the City of Lansing. The effective da 
of the Retirement System shall be the fir 
day of July, 1941. 


ARTICLE II 
Administration 


Section 1. There is hereby created 
Board of Trustees of the Retirement S: 
tem, in whom is vested the general adm‘ 
istration, management and _ responsibil 
for the proper operation of the Retireme 
System and-for making effective the p 
visions of this Retirement System. 17 
Board of Trustees shall be organized imr 
diately after three (3) of the Trustees, p 
vided in this Article, have qualified ¢ 
taken the oath of office. 


Section 2. The Board of Trustees st 
consist of seven (7) Trustees, as folloy 


(a) The Mayor of the City, ex-officio. 


(b) Chairman, Ways and Means Comn 
tee of the City Council, ex-officio. 


, (e) The City Treasurer, ex-officio. 
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(d) Three (3) members of the Retirement 
System to be elected by the membership of 
the Retirement System under such rules 
and regulations as may be adopted by the 
Board of Trustees to govern such election ; 
except that no City Department shall have 
more than one (1) representative. 


(e) The Mayor shall appoint a citizen of 
the City who is not an employee of the City 
nd/or who is not eligible to receive bene- 
fits under the Retirement System. 


(f) Until the first election is held, the 
ayor shall appoint three (3) City em- 
loyees from the classifications required 
erein to serve as Trustees for a period of 
ne (1) year. The Board of Trustees are 
o constituted shall order and arrange for 
n election, by the employees, to be held 


erm of office for such elective trustees and 
ppointive citizen shall be for a period of 
our (4) years. At the first election, the 
itizen, appointed by the Mayor, shall serve 
me (1) year; the member Trustee with the 
reatest number of votes shall serve four 
4) years; the member Trustee with the 
ext greatest number of votes shall serve 
ree (3) years; the member Trustee with 
e next greatest number of votes shall 
rve two (2) years. 


Section 3. If a vacancy occurs in the 
ce of Trustee, through dismissal from 
rvice or for other reasons, the vacancy 
all be filled within sixty (60) days after 
e date of the vacancy, for the unexpired 
rm in the same manner as the office was 
eviously filled. 


Section 4. Each Trustee shall, within 
(10) days after his appointment or elec- 
n, take an oath of office to be admin- 
ered by the City Clerk. 


Section 5. The Board of Trustees shall 
ct from its members a Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman. It shall adopt its own 
les of procedure and shall keep a record 
its procedure and shall keep a record of 
proceedings. The Board of Trustees 
ll] hold meetings regularly, at least one 
in each month, and shall designate the 
e and plaée thereof. All meetings of 
Board shall be public. 


ection 6. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
one (1) vote in the meetings of the 
rd of Trustees. Four (4) members of 
Board of Trustees shall constitute a 
rum, and a majority of concurring votes 
ll be necessary for a decision by the 
stees at any meeting of the Board of 
stees. 


ection 7. The members of the Board 
Trustees shall serve without additional 
pensation. The City Comptroller shall 
ex-officio Secretary of the Board of 
stees. The Board of Trustees may em- 
such special actuarial, medical, and 


d by the Board of Trustees, subject to 
approval of the City Council. 
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Section 8. The Board of Trustees shall 
keep, or cause to be kept, in convenient 
form, such data as shall be necessary for 
the actuarial valuation of the various funds 
of the Retirement System and for checking 
and compiling the experience of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Section 9. The Board of Trustees shall 
render a report to the Mayor and City 
Council on or before the fifteenth day of 
July, showing the fiscal transactions of 
the Retirement System for the year ending 
on the preceding thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber, the amounts of the accumulated cash 
and securities in the various funds of the 
Retirement System, and the last balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of 
the Retirement System by means of an 
actuarial valuation of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the Retirement System. 


Section 10. The City Attorney shall be 
Legal Advisor to the Board of Trustees. 


Section 11. (a) The Board of Trustees 
shall appoint as Medical Director a physi- 
cian who has not at any time been regu- 
larly or permanently employed by any 
Department, Board, or Commission of the 
City, County, or State and/or who has not 
at any time filled an elective, appointive, 
or salaried office of the City, County, or 
State Governments, and who is not eligible 
to participate in the Retirement System; 
provided, that service as interne in any 
City, County, or State hospital or sani- 
tarium and service in any State or Federal 
military body shall not disqualify a physi- 
cian for appointment as Medical Director. 


(b) The Medical Director shall arrange 
for and pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this Retire- 
ment System; shall investigate all essential 
statements and certificates by or on. behalf 


' of a member in connection with his appli- 


cation for disability retirement, and in 
connection with all applications for acci- 


_dental death benefits; and shall report in 


writing to the Board of Trustees his con- 
clusions and recommendations on matters 
referred to him. 


(c) The Medical Director is directly re- 
sponsible to and shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the Board of Trustees. 


Section 12. The Board of Trustees shall 
appoint an Actuary who shall be the techni- 
cal advisor to the Board of Trustees on 
matters regarding the operation of the 
funds created by this Retirement System 
and shall perform such other duties as are 
required in connection therewith. 


Section 13. At least once in each five 
(5) year period, the Board of Trustees shall 
cause an actuarial investigation to be made 
into the mortality, service, and compensa- 
tion experience of the members and bene- 
ficiaries of the Retirement System, and 
shall make a valuation of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds of the Retirement 
Systems, and on the basis of such actuarial 
investigation and valuation, the Board of 
Trustees shall: 
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(a) Adopt for the Retirement System 
such mortality, service, and other tables 
as shall be deemed necessary; 


(b) Certify the rates of contribution pay- 
able by the City on acount of new entrants 
into the Retirement System at various 
ages; 


(c) Adopt for the Retirement System a 
regular rate of interest. 


Section 14. On the basis of such tables, 
adopted under. the provisions of Section 13 
of this Article, the Board of Trustees shall 
cause to be made an actuarial valuation 
of the assets and liabilities of the funds of 
the Retirement System. 


ARTICLE III 
Definitions 


The following words and phrases as used 
in this Retirement System, unless a differ- 
ent meaning is plainly required by the con- 
text, shall have the following meaning: 


Section 1. ‘Retirement System’’ shall 
mean the Retirement System for employees 
of the City of Lansing as defined in Article 
I of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. (a) “Employee” shall mean 
any regular and/or permanent officer, agent, 
servant, or employee of the City, but shall 
not include any employees who average less 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 
annum in a three (3) year period; nor shall 
it include elective officials of the City, ex- 
cept as provided in Paragraph (c) of this 
Section; nor shall it include the Medical 
Director of the Retirement System; nor 
shall it include persons employed by the 
Board of Water and Electric Light Com- 
missioners, and the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners; except as provided in 
Paragraph (b) of this Section. 


(b) The employees of any Board, Com- 
mission or Department of the City may be 
included as employees of the City, for the 
purposes of coming under the provisions of 
this Retirement System, at such time as 
they are eligible and is mutually agreeable 
between the City Council and their govern- 
ing body, Board, or Commission. However, 
if the employees of a Board, Commission, 
or City Department are permited to come 
under the provisions of this Retirement Sys- 
tem, then all employees of the Board, Com- 
mission, or Department, within the mean- 
ing of this Section, shall be included. 


(c) Any elective official, excluded from 
membership in the Retirement System ac- 
cording to the provisions of Paragraph (a) 
of this Section, shall be considered an 
employe within the meaning of this Retire- 
ment System, upon his written application 
filed with the Board of Trustees. 


(d) In all cases of doubt, the Board of 
Trustees shall decide who is an employee 
within the meaning of this Retirement Sys- 
tem. 
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Section 3. ‘‘Member’’ shall mean any 
person included in the membership of the 
Retirement System as provided in Article 
IV, Section (1) of this Retirement System. 


Section 4. “‘City’’ shall mean the City of 
Lansing, State of Michigan. 


Section 5. ‘“‘The Counceil’’ shall mean the 
City Council of the City of Lansing. 


Section 6. ‘Medical Director’? shall mean 
the physician provided for in Article II, 
Section 11 of this Retirement System. 


Section 7. ‘‘Service’’ shall mean service 
rendered as an employee of the City and 
paid for by the City. 


Section 8. ‘“‘Prior Service’’ shall mean 
service rendered prior to the effective date 
of this Retirement System. In the case of 
employees of the City who may come under 
the provisions of this Retirement System. 
according to the provisions of Section (2) 
Paragraph (b) of this Article, ‘Prior Serv: 
ice’’ shall mean service rendered prior t¢ 
the date of the agreement as fixed by thr 
City Council. 


Section 9. ‘‘Membership Service” shal 
mean service rendered as an employee sine 
last becoming a member. 


Section 10. ‘“‘Regular Interest”? shall b 
such rate of interest as the Board of Trus 
tees may determine subject to the approves 
of the City Council. For a period of fiv 
(5) years from the effective date of th 
Retirement System, “Regular Interest 
shall be interest at three (3) per centu 
per annum, compounded annually. 


Section 11. ‘‘Accumulated Contributions 
shall mean the sum of all amounts di 
ducted from the compensation of a membe 
and eredited to his individual acount in tl 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with regi 
lar interest thereon, as provided in Articl: 
VII and VIII of this Retirement System. 


Section 12. ‘‘Average Final Compens 
tion” shall mean the average annual pa 
salary, or compensation received by a mer 
ber during his last ten (10) years of ser 
ice as an employe; or if he has had le 
than ten (10) years of service, then t 
average annual pay, salary, or compens 
tion received by him during his total yea 
of service. In cases where compensation 
not all paid in money, the Board of Tn 
tees shall fix the value of that part of t 
compensation not paid in money. 


Section 13. ‘Final Compensation” sh 
mean the annual rate of compen: 
tion, pay, or salary earned by.a mem] 
at the time of termination of employme 


Section 14. ‘“‘Annuity’’ shall mean p: 
ments derived from the accumulated c 
tributions of a member. 


Section 15. ‘‘Pension’”’ shall mean p 
ments derived from money provided by 
City of Lansing. 
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Section 16. “Retirement Allowance’”’ 
shall mean the sum of the annuity and the 
pension and shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments. 


Section 17. ‘‘Retirement’’ shall mean 
withdrawal from active service with a re- 
tirement allowance granted under the fro- 
visions of this Retirement System. 


Section 18. ‘“‘Beneficiary’” shall mean 
any person in receipt of a pension, an an- 
nuity, a retirement allowance, or other 
benefit provided by the Retirement System. 


Section 19. The masculine pronoun shall 
include the feminine pronoun. 


ARTICLE IV 
Membership 


Section 1. The membership of the Re- 
tirement System shall consist of the follow- 
ing: 


(a) All persons who are employees of 
the City on the day preceding the effective 
date of this Retirement System and who 
continue in the employment of the City on 
and after the effective date of this Retire- 
ment System. 


(b) All persons who become employees 
fof the City on and after the effective date 
of this Retirement System shall thereupon 
become members of the Retirement System. 


(c) Any elective official of the City who 
shall become an employee of the City, with- 
in the meaning of this Retirement System 
s provided in Article III, Section 2, Para- 
raph (c) of this Retirement System, shall 
ecome a member of the Retirement Sys- 
m beginning with the terms of office to 
hich he may be elected next succeeding 
he effective date of this Retirement Sys- 
em. 


Section 2. Should any member in any 
eriod of five (5) consecutive years, after 
ast becoming a member, be absent from 
ervice more than four (4) years, or should 
e become a beneficiary or die, he shall 
hereupon cease to be a member. 


Section 3. The Board of Trustees shall 
lace the members in groups recommended 
y the Actuary on the basis of service and 
ortality experience. 


ARTICLE V 
Service Creditable 


Section 1. Under such rules and regula- 
ons as the Board of Trustees shall adopt, 
ch member shall file a detailed statement 
all service, rendered by him as an em- 
loyee prior to the effective date of this 
etirement System, for which he claims 
edit, and shall furnish such other facts 
the Board of Trustees may require for 
e proper operation of the Retirement Sys- 
m. 
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Section 2. The Board of Trustees shall 
fix and determine by appropriate rules and 
regulations how much service in any year 
is equivalent toe.a year of service, but in 
no case shall less than ten (10) days serv- 
ice in a calendar month constitute a month 
of service; nor shall less than eight (8) 
months service constitute one (1) year, nor 
shall more than one (1) year of service be 
creditable for all service in one (1) calen- 
dar year. The Board of Trustees shall not 
allow credit as service for any period of 
more than one (1) month’s duration dur- 
ing which the employee was absent with- 
out pay. 


Section 3. An employee of the City, who 
while employed by the City is/was called 
or enlists/enlisted into the military, naval, 
marine, or other service of the United 
States Government during time of war, or 
other national emergency recognized by the 
Board of Trustees, and who is/was re- 
employed by the City within one (1) year 
from the date of termination of the em- 
ployee’s required enlistment, then such 
service shall be credited to his City service 
in the same manner as if he served the 
City uninterruptedly. During the period 
of a member’s service in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, his contributions into the An- 
nuity Savings Fund shall be suspended and 
his balance in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
standing to his credit as of the last pay- 
roll date preceding his leave of absence 
from City service, shall be accumulated at 
regular interest. 


Section 4. Subject to the above restric- 
tions and to such other rules and reegula- 
tions as the Board of Trustees may adopt, 
the Board of Trustees shall credit the 
member’s service account with the number 
of years and months of prior service to 
which he is entitled, and shall notify the 
member, in writing, of the prior service so 
credited. 


ARTICLE VI 
Part A—Service Retirement Allowance 


Section 1. (a) Any member who has 
attained age sixty (60) or over, or attains 
age sixty (60) in the service of the City 
may retire upon his written application 
to the Board of Trustees, setting forth at 
what time, not less than thirty (30) days, 
nor more than ninety (90) days subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, he de- 
sires to be retired. 


(b) Any member, other than an elective 
official of the City, who has attained the 
age of sixty-five (65) shall be retired forth- 
with or on the first day of the calendar 
month next succeeding that in which the 
said member shall have attained the age 
of sixty-five (65). 


(c) The Board of Trustees may permit 
an employee, who was in the service of the 
City prior to the effective date of this Re- 
tirement System, and who has attained age 
sixty-five (65), to continue in service for 
periods not to extend beyond four (4) years 
from the effective date of this Retirement 
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System. In the case of employees who 
come under the provisions of this Retire- 
ment System, according to the provisions 
of Article III, Section 2,, Paragraph (b) 
thereof, the Board of Trustees may permit 
an employee who was in the service of the 
City prior to the date of the agreement as 
fixed by the City Council, and who has 
attained age sixty-five (65), to continue 
in service for periods not to extend beyond 
four (4) years from the date of such agree- 
ment. 


Section 2. Upon retirement from service, 
a member shall receive a service retirement 
allowance which shall consist of: 


(a) An annuity which shall be the ac- 
turial equivalent of his accumulated con- 
tributions at the time of his retirement; 
and 


(b) A basic service pension, subject to 
the provisions of Paragraph (e) of this Sec- 
tion, of one hundred Dollars ($100.00) per 
annum; and 


(c) A membership service pension, sub- 
ject to the provisions of Paragraph (e) 
of this Section, which shall be equal to 
one-one hundred thirty fifth (1/35) of his 
average final compensation for each year 
of membership credited to the member’s 
service account, not to exceed thirty (30) 
years; provided that the membership serv- 
ice pension when added to the basic service 
pension, provided for in. Paragraph (b) of 
this Section, shall not exceed nine hundred 
dollars ($900.00) per annum; and 


(d) A prior service pension which shall 
be equal to two-one hundred thirty fifths 
(2/135) of his average final compensation 
for each year of prior service credited to 
the member’s service account; provided, 
that if the membership service when added 
to the prior service exceeds thirty (30) 
years, then the membership service shall be 
reduced so that the total of membership 
service and prior service is not greater than 
thirty (30) years; provided further, that 
the total pension portions, provided by the 
City in Paragraphs (b), (c), and (d) of 
this Section, shall not exceed eighteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1800.00) per annum. 


(e) To be eligible to receive the pension 
portions provided by the City in Para- 
graphs (b) and (c) of this Section, a mem- 
ber without prior service credit, must have 
at least ten (10) years of membership serv- 
ice credited to his service account, unless 
he or his dependents, as defined in this Re- 
tirement System, become eligible for bene- 
fits provided for herein under Parts B and 
D of this Article. 


Part B—Accidental Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


Section 1. Subject to the provisions of 
Part H of this Article, upon application 
of a member, or of the head of his depart- 
ment, a member who becomes totally in- 
capacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual performance 


s 
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of duty, without willful negligenece on his 
part, shall be retired by the Board of 
Trustees; provided the Medical Director 
after a medical examination of such mem- 
ber, shall certify that such member is 
mentally or physically totally incapacitated 
for the further performance of duty to the 
City and that such member should be 
retired. 


Section 2. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part B, 
a member who has attained age sixty (60) 
shall receive a service retirement allowance 
as provided in Part A, Section 2 of this 
Article. 


Section 8. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part B, 
a member who has not attained age sixty 
(60), shall receive the following benefits, 
subject to the provisions of Part H of this 
Articles: 


(a) The disabled member shall receive a 
disability retirement pension of sixty-six 
and two-thirds percent (66 2/3%) of his 
average final compensation from the date 
of his application for disability benefits 
to his attainment of age sixty (60), subject 
to the provisions of Part G of this Article. 
The pension provided by the City shall not 
be in excess of eighteen hundred dollars 
($1800.00) per annum. 


(b) Upon attaining age sixty (60), the 
disabled member shall receive a pension 
as provided for in Part A, Section 2, Para- 
graphs (b), (c), and (d) of this Article, 
together with an annuity which shall be 
the equivalent of the annuity he would have 
received had he continued contributions to 
th Annuity Savings Fund, said contribu- 
tions to be based upon his final compensa- 
tion at the time of his disability. 


(c) During the period a disabled member 
is receiving a disability pension, as pro- 
vided for in Paragraph (a) of this Section, 
his contributions into the Annuity Savings 
Fund shall be suspended and his balance in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, standing to his. 


credit as of the date his disability pension’ 


is to begin, is to remain in the Annuity 
Savings Fund; provided that if the disabled 
member should die before attaining age 
sixty (60), while a disability beneficiary, 
his accumulated contributions standing to 
his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund, as 
of the date his disability pension began, 
shall be paid to such person or persons 
having an insurable interest in his life as 
he shall have nominated by written desig: 
nation duly executed and filed with the 
Board of Trustees. 


Part C—Ordinary Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


Section 1. Subject to the provisions 0; 
Part H of this Article, upon application o: 
a member, or of the head of his depart 
ment, a member who has served the Cit: 
at least fifteen (15) years, becomes totall: 
and permanently incapacitated for duty a 
the result of causes occurring not in th 
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actual performance of duty to the City, 
may be retired by the Board of Trusteés; 
provided the Medical Directors’, after a 
medical examination of such member, shall 
certify that such member is mentally or 
physically incapacitated for the further 
performance of duty, and such incapacity 
is likely to be permanent and that such 
member should be retired. 


Section 2. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part C of 
this Article, a member shall receive the 
following benefits: 


(a) Upon retirement any member on or 
after age sixty (60) shall receive a service 
retirement allowance as provided in Part 
A, Section 2 of this Article. 


(b) Upon retirement any member prior 
to age sixty (60) shall receive a disability 
retirement allowance, subject to the pro- 
visions of Part H of this Article, from the 
date of his application for disability bene- 
fits to the attainment of age sixty (60). 
Upon attaining age sixty (60) he shall 
receive a service retirement allowance, as 
provided in Part A, Section 2, of this 
Article. His disability retirement allowance 
shall consist of: 


(1) An annuity, which shall be the 
actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
contributions at the time of his retirement; 
and 


(2) A pension, in addition to the annu- 
ity, equal to one-one hundred thirty fifths 
(1/185) of his average final compensation 
or each year of City service credited to 
is service account, not to exceed thirty 
(30) years. The pension provided by the 
ity under this provision shall not exceed 
fteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per an- 
um. The total disability retirement allow- 


ne-half (1%) of the retiring member’s 
verage final compensation, whichever is 
he lesser. 


Part De Aecidental Death Benefits 


Section 1. If a member be killed in the 
erformance of his duty or dies as a result 
f illness contracted or injuries received 
hile in the performance of his duty to 
e City, and such death, illness, or injuries 
sulting in death, be found by the Board 
f Trustees to have resulted from the per- 
rmance of his duty to the City, there 
all be paid: 


(a) The amount of his accumulated 
ntributions in the Annuity Savings Fund 
such person having an insurable interest 
his life as he shall have nominated by 
ritten designation, duly executed and filed 
ith the Board of Trustees, or if there 
no such designated person, then to his 
gal representatives, and 


(b) A pension of one-third (1/3) of the 
al compensation of such member to be 
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paid to his widow, if he leave a widow, to 
continue during her widowhood. If a child 
or children, under the age of eighteen (18) 
years also survive the deceased employee, 
each child under age eighteen (18) years 
shall receive a proportionate share of 
one-fourth (144) of the deceased member’s 
final compensation. If any child dies or 
attains age eighteen (18), there shall be 
a redistribution by the Board of Trustees 
to the surviving children under age eighteen 
(18), but in no event shall any child receive 
more than one-fourth (%4) of final com- 


' pensation. The total amount to be paid 


under this Paragraph shall not exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per 
annum. 


(c) If there be no widow or if the 
widow dies or remarries before the young- 
est surviving child of such deceased mem- 
ber shall have attained the age of eighteen 
(18) years, then his child or children under 
such age, if he leave children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided in Paragraph (a) of this Sec- 
tion, an pension equal to one-fourth (44) 
of the deceased member’s final compensa- 
tion, but in no event shall the total so 
paid, in any one year, exceed one-half 
(%4) of his final compensation. If there 
be more than two (2) surviving children 
under age eighteen (18), each child shall 
receive a proportionate share of such one- 
half (14) of his final compensation. If 
any child dies or attains the age of eighteen 
(18) years, there shall be a redistribution 
by the Board of Trustees to the surviving 
children under such age, but in no eveent 
shall any child receive more than one- 
fourth (4%) of his final compensation in 
any one (1) year. The total amount to be 
paid under this Paragraph shall not ex- 
ceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per 
annum. 


(d) If there be no widow or if there be 
no children under age eighteen (18) sur- 
viving the deceased member, then there 
shall be paid to his dependent father and/or 
dependent mother as the Board of Trustees 
after investigation shall determine to have 
been actually dependent upon such deceased 
member through absence of earning power 
due to physical disability, a pension of one- 
sixth (1/6) of the deceased member’s final 
compensation for each dependent parent; 
provided that in no event shall the amount 
to be paid to either parent exceed six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) per annum, nor 
shall the total amount to be paid to both 
parents exceed nine hundred _ dollars 
($900.00) per annum. *‘ 


(e) If a member dies intestate, without 
having nominated a person or persons as 
beneficiary, as provided in Paragraph (a) 
of this Section, and without heirs, the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
in the Annuity Savings Fund, not to ex- 
ceed a reasonable sum as determined by 
the Board of Trustees, shall be used to pay 
his burial expenses, provided he leave no 
other estate sufficient for such purpose. 
Any balances credited to such member in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, and not used 
for burial expenses, shall remain a part 


o 
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of the funds of the Retirement System and 
shall be transferred to the Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund. 


(f) The benefits provided in this Section 
shall be subject to the provisions of Part 
G of this Article. 


Part E—Return of Accumulated 
Contributions 


Section 1. (a) Should a member cease to 
be an employee before attaining age sixty 
(60), for reasons other than death or 
disability as provided in Parts B, C, and 
D of this Article, he shall be paid all or 
part of the accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, with regular interest credited 
to the thirty-first day of December preced- 
ing the date his name last appeared on 
the payroll, as he shall demand, in writing 
on forms furnished by the Board of 
Trustees. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of Parts B, 
C, and D of this Article, should a member 
die before his service retirement becomes 
effective, as provided in Parts A and F of 
. this Article, the amount of the accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, at the date of his 
death, shall be paid to such person or 
persons as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and 
filed with the Board of Trustees, or if there 
be no such designated person or persons, 
then to his legal representatives. 


(c) The Board of Trustees may, in its 
discretion, withhold for not more than three 
(3) years after a member has ceased to 
be an employee, all or part of his accumu- 
lated contributions. 


Part F—Optional Retirement ANowances 


No option election shall be effective in 
case a member dies within thirty (30) 
days after retirement; such a member shall 
be considered an active member at the 
time of his death. Until th first payment 
on account of any benefits becomes norm- 
ally due, any member may elect to receive 
his benefit in a retirement allowance pay- 
able throughout life; or he may elect to 
receive the actuarial equivalent, at that 
time, of his retirement allowance in a re- 
duced retirement allowance payable through- 
out life with the provision that; 


Option 1. Cash Refund Annuity 


If he dies before he has received in pay- 
ment of the annuity portion of his retire- 
ment allowance, the present value of the 
annuity portion of his retirement allowance 
as it was at the time of his retirement, the 
balance shall be paid in single sum to 
such person or persons as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board of 
Trustees, or if there be no such designated 
person or persons, then to his legal repre- 
sentative; or 
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Option 2. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity 


Upon his death his reduced retirement 
allowance will be continued throughout the 
life of and paid to such person as he shall 
have nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board of 
Trustees at the time of his retirement; or 


Option 3. Modified Joint and Last 
Survivorship Annuity 


Upon his death, one-half (1%) of his 
reduced retirement allowance shall be con- 
tinued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Trustees at the time 
of his retirement. 


Part G—Pensions Offiset by Compensation 
Benefits 


In case the present value of the total 
benefits which may be paid or payable 
under the provisions of any workmen’s 
compensation, or pension, or similar law to 
a member, or to the dependents of a mem- 
ber on account of any disability or death, 
is less than the pension reserves for bene- 
fits otherwise payable from funds of the 
City under this Retirement System then 
the present value of the total benefits which 
may be paid or payable under any work- 
men’s compensation, or pension, or similar 
law, shall be deducted from the pension re- 
serve for benefits otherwise payable from 
funds provided by the City ‘under this 
Retirement System, and ‘such benefits as 
may be provided by the pension reserve 
so reduced, shall be payable under the pro. 
visions of the Retirement System. 


Part H—Re-Examination of Beneficiarie 
Retired on Account of Disability 


Section 1. (a) Once each year durin; 
the first five (5) years following retiremen 
of a member on a disability retiremen 
allowance, and at least once in every thre 
(3) year period thereafter, the Board o 
Trustees may, and upon the member’ 
application shall, require any  disabilit 
beneficiary, who has not attained age sixt 
(60) to undergo a medical examination 
such examination to be made by or unde 
the direction of the Medical Director =: 
the place of residence of said beneficiar: 
or other place mutually agreed _ upo1 
Should any disability beneficiary, who hs 
not attained age sixty (60), refuse to sul 
mit to such medical examination in ar 
such period by or under the direction + 
the Medical Director, his disability retir 
ment allowance may be discontinued unt 
his withdrawal of such refusal, and shou 
such refusal continue for one (1) year, ‘ 
his rights in and to his pension may 
revoked by the Board of Trustees. If upc 
such medical examination of a beneficiar 
the Medical Director reports: and his repc 
is concurred in by the Board of Trustes 
that the beneficiary is physically able a: 
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capable of resuming employment, he shall 
be restored to active service with the City 
and his disability retirement allowance 
shall cease. 


- (b) Should the Medical Director report 
and certify to the Board of Trustees that 
such disability beneficiary is engaged in a 
gainful occupation paying more than the 
difference between his disability retirement 
allowance and his final compensation, and 
should the Board of Trustees concur in such 
report, then the amount of his pension 
shall be reduced to an amount which to- 
gether with his annuity, if he has an 
annuity, and the amount earned by him 
shall equal the amount of his final com- 


pensation. Should his earnings be later - 


changed, the amount of his pension may be 
further modified in like manner. 


(c) A disability beneficiary who has been 
or shall be reinstated to active service, as 
provided in this Section, shall from the 
date of such restoration again become a 
member of the Retirement System; and he 
shall contribute to the said System there- 
after in the same manner as prior to his 
disability retirement. 


ARTICLE VII 
Method of Financing 


All of the assets of the Retirement 
System shall be credited to one of four 
funds, according to the purpose for which 
they are held, namely, the Annuity Savings 
Fund, Annuity Reserve Fund, Pension 
Accumulation Fund, and Pension Reserve 
Fund. 


Annuity Savings Fund 


Section 1. (a) The Annuity Savings 
Fund shall be a fund in which shall be 
accumulated, at regular interest the con- 
tributions from the compensation of mem- 
bers to provide for their annuities. The 
contribution of a member to the Annuity 
Savings Fund shall be five per cent (5%) 
of his annual compensation not in excess of 
hirty-six hundred dollars ($3,600.00). 


(b) The City Comptroller or officer re- 
sponsible for making up the payroll shall 
ause the contribution to be deducted from 
he pay of each member on each and every 
payroll, for each and every payroll period, 
rom the date of his entrance in the System 
o the date of his retirement. The contribu- 
ion from the pay of a member may be 
bmitted for any period less than a full 
payroll if an employee was not a member 
bn the first day of the payroll period. 


(c) The contribution provided for hereien 
shall be made, notwithstanding that the 
minimum compensation provided for by 
aw for any member shall be changed 
hereby. Every member shall be deemed 
o consent and agree to the deduction made 
nd provided for herein and shall receipt 
or his full salary or compensation, and 
bayment of his salary or compensation less 
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said deduction for his contribution shall 
be a full and complete discharge and ac- 
quittance of all claims and demands what- 
soever for the services rendered by such 
person during the period covered by such 
payment, except as to the benefits provided 
under this Retirement System. The City 
Comptroller or officer responsible for mak- 
ing up the payroll shall certify to the Board 
of Trustees, on each and every payroll, 
the amounts of contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member and 
each of said amounts shall be deducted by 
the City Comptroller, and when deducted 
shall be paid into said Annuity Savings 
Fund, and shall be credited to the individual 
account of the member from whose com- 
pensation said deduction was made. 


(d) In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the compensation of a member 
as hereinbefore provided, any member may 
redeposit in the Annuity Savings Fund by 
a single payment, or by an increased rate 
of contribution, an amount equal to the 
total amount,. or any part thereof, which 
he may have previously withdrawn there- 
from as. provided in this Retirement 
System. 


(e) Upon the retirement of a member, 
his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings Fund 
to the Annuity Reserve Fund, described in 
Section (2) of this Article. At the expira- 
tion of a period of five (5) years follow- 
ing the date a member’s name last appear- 
ed on the payroll, any balance of accumu- 
lated contributions standing’ to his credit 
in the Annuity Savings Fund shall be 
transferred to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. 


Annuity Reserve Fund 


Section 2. The Annuity Reserve Fund 
shall be the fund from which shall be. paid 
all annuities and all benefits in lieu of 
annuities, payable as provided in this Re- 
tirement System. Should a_ beneficiary, 
retired on account of disability, be restored 
to active service with a compensation not 
less than his average final compensation 
at the time of his last retirement, his 
annuity reserve shall be transferred from 
the Annuity Reserve Fund to the Annuity 
Savings Fund and credited to his individual 
account therein. 


Pension Accumulation Fund 


Section 3. The Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall be the fund in which shall be 
accumulated reserves for the payment of all 
pensions and other benefits payable from 
contributions made by the City and from 
which shall be paid all pensions and other 
benefits on account of members with prior 
service credit. Contributions to and pay- 
ments from the Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables 
as the Board of Trustees shall adopt, upon 
recommendation of the Actuary, the Actu- 
ary shall annually compute the amount of 
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contribution, which if paid annually by 
the City during the entire prospective City 
service of members, would be sufficient to 
provide for the pension reserves required, 
at the time of their discontinuance from 
City service, to cover the basic service 
pension, membership service pension, and 
disability pensions to which they might be 
entitled or which might be payable because 
of their City service as members and for 
the aniounts of cash benefits and accidental 
death benefits which might be payable on 
their account by the City. The Board of 
Trustees shall have appropriated annually 
the amount ascertained and the City shall 
pay into this fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year the amount so determined. Upon the 
retirement of a member, without prior ser- 
vice credit, or upon his death in the per- 
formance of duty, an amount equal to the 
pension reserve for the pension payable 
by the City, on account of his service as 
a member, shall be transferred from the 
Pension Accumulation Fund to the Pension 
Reserve Fund, described in Section (4) of 
this Article. 


(b) Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board of Trustees shall adopt upon 
recommendation of the Actuary, the Actu- 
ary shall compute annually the reserve 
liabilities, as computed, shall be amortized, 
assuming regular interest, over a period of 
years to be determined by the Board of 
Trustees, but not to exceed thirty (30) 
years. The Board of Trustees shall have 
appropriated annually and the City shall 
pay into the Pension Accumulation Fund, 
the amortization payment so determined. 


(c) If the amounts appropriated in 
the budget for any year is insufficient to 
pay in full the amount due in said year to 
all beneficiaries of the Pension Accumula- 
tion Fund directly or the Pension Reserve 
Fund indirectly, the amount of such insuf- 
ficiency shall thereupon be provided by the 
appropriating authorities of the City. 


Pension Reserve Fund 


Section 4. The Pension Reserve Fund 
shall be the fund from which shall be paid 
the pensions of members, without prior 
service: credit and benefits in lieu thereof. 
Should such a beneficiary retired on ac- 
count of disability, be restored to active 
service with a compensation not less than 
his final compensation at the time of his 
last retirement, the pension reserve thereon 
shall be transferred from the Pension Re- 
serve Fund to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. Should the pension of such a dis- 
ability beneficiary be reduced as a result 
of an increase in his earning capacity, the 
amount of the annual reduction in his 
pension shall be paid annually into the 
Pension Accumulation Fund during the 
period of such reduction. 


Expense Fund 


Section 5. The Expense Fund shall be the 
fund to which shall be credited all money 
provided by the City to pay the adminis- 
tration expense of the Retirement System, 
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and from which shall be paid all the ex- 
penses necessary in connection with the 
administration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Appropriations 


Section 6. (a) The Board of Trustees 
shall certify the amount of appropriation 
necessary to pay into the various funds of 
the Retirement System, as enumerated in 
this Retirement System, according to legal 
budget procedure. 


(b) To cover the requirements of the 
Retirement System temporarily, such 
amounts as shall be necessary to cover the 
needs of the Retirement System shall be 
paid into the Pension Accumulation Fund 
and the Expense Fund by special appro- 
priations or transfers to the Retirement 
System. 


Maintenance of Reserves 


Section 7. The maintenance of the an- 
nuity reserves in the Annuity Reserve 
Fund and the pension reserves in the Pen- 
sion Reserve Fund are hereby made obliga- 
tions of the Pension Accumulation Fund. 
All income, interest, and dividends derived 
from deposits and investments arising from 
the operation of the funds of this Retire- 
ment System, which are not required for 
the allowance of interest to the funds of 
the System as provided herein, shall be 
credited to the Pension Accumulation Fund. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Management of Funds 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall 


be the Trustees of the several funds pro- 
vided for in Article VII of this Retirement 
System and shall have full power to invest 
and reinvest such funds subject to all 
terms, conditions, limitations, and restric- 
tions imposed by the law of the State of 


‘Michigan upon life insurance companies 


in the making and disposing of their in- 
vestments, except that notes, bonds, or obli- 
gations of any county, city, village, or dis- 
tricts in the State of Michigan shall not 
be subject to said restrictions or limitations, 
The Board of Trustees shall have the power 
to purchase notes, bonds, or obligations oi 
the City of Lansing before or after the 
same are offered to the public and with 01 
without advertising for bids. 


Section 2. The Board of Trustees shal 
have full power to hold, purchase, sell 
assign, transfer and dispose of any of th: 
securities and investments in which an}; 
of the funds created herein shall have bee 
invested as well as the proceeds of said in 
vestments and any moneys belonging t 
said funds. 


Section 3. The Board of Trustees annu 
ally shall allow regular interest on th 
mean amount of assets in each of the fund 
for the preceding year. The amounts s 
allowed shall be due and payable to sai 
funds, and shall be credited thereto ar 
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nually by the Board of Trustees from in- 
terest and other earnings on the moneys 
of the Retirement System. Any additional 
amount, required to meet the regular in- 
terest on the funds of the Retirement Sys- 
tem shall be paid by the City and any 
excess of earnings over such amount re- 
quired shall be credited to the Pension 
Accumulation Fund. 


Section 4. The City Treasurer shall be 
custodian of the several funds. All pay- 
ments from said funds shall be made ac- 
cording to Charter provisions only upon 
regular City vouchers signed by two (2) 
persons designated by the Board of Trus- 
tees. A duly attested copy of a resolution 
of the Board of Trustees, designat- 
ing such person and _  ~»bearing upon 
its face specimen signatures of such 
ersons, shall be filed with the City Treas- 
urer as his authority for making payments 
upon such vouchers. _No voucher shall be 
drawn unless it shall have been previously 
authorized by resolution of the Board of

ARTICLE IX 
Assignments Prohibited 


Section 1. The right of a person to a 
ension, an annuity, or a retirement allow- 
nee, to return of contributions, the pen- 
ion, annuity, or retirement allowance 
self, any optional benefit, any other right 
ccrued or accruing to any person under 
he provisions of this Retirement System 
nd the moneys in the various funds of 


arnishment, attachment, the operation of 
ankruptcy or insolvency law, or any other 
ocess of law whatsoever and shall be un- 
signable except as specifically provided in 
is Retirement System. 


Protection Against Fraud e 


Section 2. Whoever, with intent to de- 
ive, shall make any statements and/or 
ports required under this Retirement 
stem which are untrue, or shall falsify 
permit to be falsified any record or 
cords of this Retirement System, or who 
all otherwise violate with intent to de- 
ive, any of the terms or provisions of 
is Retirement System, shall be fined not 
exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
ninety (90) days imprisonment, or both. 


Errors 


ection 3. Should any change or error in 
records result in any member or bene- 
iary receiving from the Retirement Sys- 
more or less than he would have been 
itled to receive had the records been cor- 
t, the Board of Trustees shall correct 
h error, and as far as practicable, shall 
just the payment in such a manner that 
actuarial equivalent of the benefit to 
ich such member or beneficiary was cor- 
tly entitled shall be paid. 


’ 
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Limitation of Other Statutes 


Section 4. Should the employees of the 
City be required, by law now enacted or 
which may be enacted, or any amendments 
or rulings in connection therewith having 
the force of law, to accept coverage under 
any Federal or State annuity, pension, re- 
tirement or old age security system; and 
should the City and/or employees of the 
City be required to make contributions or 
be subject to payroll taxes in support of 
such system; then all benefits of what- 
ever nature, contained in this Retirement 
System, accrued or accruing to members 
or beneficiaries of the Retirement System, 
including the right to refund of a member’s 
accumulated contributions in the Annuity 
Savings Fund, shall be modified in such 
manner as is recommended by the Board 
“a Trustees and approved by the City Coun- 
cil. 


Section 5. (a) No other provision of 
law, charter, or ordinance which provides 
wholly or partly at the expense of the City 
for pensions or retirement benefits for 
employees of the City, their widows, or 
other dependents, shall apply to members 
or beneficiaries of the Retirement System, 
their widows or other dependents. 


(b) All provisions of law inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such in- 
consistency. 


(c) If any part, article, chapter, section, 
sub-section, sentence, clause, or phrase of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held to 
be unconstitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining parts, 
articles, chapters, sections, sub-sections, 
sentences, clauses, and phrases of this 
Ordinance, or the Ordinance as an entirety.

ORDINANCES 


Ordinance Committee introduced’ the 

bllowing ordinance which was read a first 
d second time by its title and referred to 
e Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to provide for the estab- 
shment of a Bureau of Fire Prevention 
d to provide officers therefore and to 
bfine their powers and duties; to prescribe 
pnalties for the violation of the provisions 
this ordinance and to repeal all ordin- 
ces inconsistent with this ordinance. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


1. A Bureau of Fire Prevention in the 
re Department of the City of Lansing is 
reby established which shall be operated 
der the supervision of the Chief of the 
re Department. 


he Chief of the Fire Department shall 
ignate an officer (or member) of the 
re Department as Chief of the Bureau 
Fire Prevention, who shall hold this 
ce at the pleasure of the Chief of the 
e Department. 


The Chief of the Fire Department may 
ail such other members of the fire de- 
rtment as inspectors as shall from time 
time be necessary. The Chief of the 
e Department shall recommend to the 
y Council the employment of technical 
spectors, who, when such authorization 
made, shall be selected through an ex- 
ination to determine his fitness for the 
sition. The examination shall be open 
members and non-members of the fire 
partment and appointments made after 
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examination shall be for an indefinite term 
with removal only for cause. 


2. It shall be the duty of the officers of 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention to enforce 
all laws and ordinances covering the fol- 
lowing: : 


1. The prevention of fires; 


2. The storage and use of explosives and 
flammables ; 


3. The installation and maintenance of 
automatic and other private fire alarm 
systems, and fire extinguishing equip- 
ment ; 


4. The maintenance and regulation of 
fire escapes ; 


5. The means and adequacy of exit in 
case of fire, from factories, schools, 
hotels, lodging houses, asylums, hos- 
pitals, churches, halls, theatres, am- 
phitheatres, and all other places in 
which numbers of persons work, live 
or congregate, from time to time, for 
any purpose; 


6. The investigation of the cause, origin, 
and circumstances of fires. 


They shall have such other powers and 
perform such other duties as are set forth 
in other sections of this ordinance, and 
as may be conferred and imposed from 
time to time by law. 


3. The Chief of the Fire Department, 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention or 
any Inspector may, at all reasonable hours, 
enter any building or premises within his 
jurisdiction for the purpose of making any 
inspection, or investigation which, under 
the provisions of this ordinance, he or they 
may deem necessary to be made. 


A. The Chief of the Fire Department, 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 


or an Inspector specially designated there- ~ 


to shall inspect, as often as may be neces- 
sary, but not less than four times a year, 
all specially hazardous manufacturing pro- 
cesses, storages or installations of gases, 
chemicals, oils, explosives and flammable 
materials, all interior fire alarm and auto- 
matic sprinkler systems, and such other 
hazards or appliances as the Chief of the 
Fire Department shall designate, and shall 
make such orders as may be necessary for 
the enforcement of the laws and ordinances 
governing the same and for safeguarding 
of life and property from fire. 


5. It shall be the duty of the Chief of 
the Fire Department to inspect, or cause 
to be inspected by the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
vention, or by the Fire Department officers 
and members, as often as may be necessary, 
but not less than twice a year in outlying 
districts and four times a year in the 
closely built portions of the city all build- 
ings and premises except the interiors of 
private dwellings, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining and causing to be corrected any 
conditions liable to cause fire, or any viola- 
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tions of the provisions or intent of any 
ordinance of the city affecting the fire 
hazard. 


Whenever any Inspector, as defined above, 
shall find in any building or upon any 
premises, combustible or explosive matter 
or dangerous accumulations of rubbish or 
unnecessary accumulation of waste paper, 
boxes, shavings, or any highly flammable 
materials, and which is so situated as to 
endanger property; or shall find obstruc- 
tions to or on fire escapes, stairs, passage- 
ways, doors or windows, liable to interfere 
with the operations of the Fire Department 
or egress of occupants in case of fire, he 
shall order the same to be removed or 
remedied. 


6. The Chief of the Fire Department, 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention or 
an Inspector upon the complaint of any 
person or whenever he or they shall deem 
it necessary, shall inspect all buildings and 
premises within their jurisdiction. When- 
ever any of said officers shall find any 
building or other structure which, for want 
of repairs, lack of sufficient fire escapes, 
automatic or other fire alarm apparatus 
or fire extinguishing equipment or by 
reason of age or dilapidated condition, or 
from any other cause, is especially liable 
to fire, and which is so situated as to en- 
danger other property or the occupants 
thereof, and whenever such officer shall 
find in any building combustible or explo- 
sive matter or flammable conditions dan- 
gerous to the safety of such building or the 
occupants thereof he or they shall order 
such dangerous conditions or materials 
to be removed or remedied. 


7. The service of such orders as men- 
tioned in Sections 4, 5, and 6 may be made 
upon the occupant of the premises to whom 
it is directed, either by delivering a copy 
of same to such occupant personally or by 
delivering the same to and leaving it with 
any person in charge of the premises, or 
im case no such person is found upon the 
premises, by affixing a copy thereof in a 
conspicuous place on the -door to the en- 
trance of the said premises. Whenever it 
may be necessary to serve such an order 
upon the owner of premises such order 
may be served either by delivering to and 
leaving with the said person a copy of the 
said order, or, if such owner is absent from 
the jurisdiction of the officer making the 
order, by mailing such copy to the owner’s 
last known post office address. 


-Any such order shall forthwith be com- 
plied with by the owner or occupant of 
such premises or building. If such order is 
made by the Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention or one of the Inspectors, such 
owner or occupant may within twenty-four 
hours appeal to the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, who shall, within five days, re- 
view such order and file his decision there- 
on, and unless by his authority the order is 
revoked or modified it shall remain in full 
force and be complied with within the time 
fixed in said order or decision of the Chief 
of the Fire Department. 


Provided, however, that any such owner 
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or occupant may, within five days after the 
making or affirming of any such order by 
the Chief of the Fire Department, file his 
petition with the Municipal Court, praying 
a review of such order and it shall be the 
duty of such court to hear the same within 
not less than five days nor more than ten 
days from the time the petition is filed, and 
to make such order in the premises as 
right and justice may require and such 
decision shall be final. Such parties so 
appealing to the Municipal Court shall file 
with said court within two days a bond 
in an amount to be fixed by the court, to 
be approved by the court, conditioned to 
pay all the costs of such appeal in case 
such appellant fails to sustain his appeal 
or the same be dismissed for any cause. 


8. The Bureau of Fire Prevention shal] 
investigate the cause, origin and circum- 
stances of every fire occurring in the city 
by which property has been destroyed or 
damaged and, so far as possible shall de. 
termine whether the fire is the result of 
carelessness or design. Such investigations 
shall be begun immediately upon the occur. 
rence of such a fire by the Inspector ir 
whose district the fire occurs, and if it ap. 
pears to the officer making such an investi: 
gation, that such fire is of suspicious origin 
the Chief of the Fire Department shal 
be immediately notified of the facts; hi 
shall take charge immediately of the physi 
cal evidence, shall notify the proper au 
thorities designated by law to pursue th: 
investigation of such matters, and shal 
further co-operate with the authorities ii 
the collection of evidence and in the prose 
cution of the case. Every fire shall be re 
ported in writing to the Bureau of Fir 
Prevention within two days after the o¢ 
currence of the same, by the officer i 
whose jurisdiction such a fire has occurre¢ 
Such report shall be in such form as sha 
be prescribed by the Chief of the Fire De 
partment, and shall contain a stdtemer 
of all facts relating to the cause, origi 
and circumstances of such fire, and exter 
of the damage thereof, and the insuranc 
upon such property, and such other iz 
formation as may be required. 


9. The City (Prosecuting) Attorne 
upon request of the Bureau of Fire Pr 
vention, shall assist the Inspectors in tt 
investigation of any fire which, in the 
opinion, is of suspicious origin. ; 


10. It shall be the duty of the Chief . 
the Fire Department to require teache 
of public, private and parochial schools art 
educational institutions to have one fi 
drill each month and to keep all doors ar 
exits unlocked during school hours. 


11. The Chief of the Fire Departme: 
shall keep in the office of the Bureau 
Fire Prevention, a record of all fires a1 
of all the facts concerning the same, i 
cluding statistics as to*the extent of su; 
fires and the damage caused thereby, ai 
whether such losses were covered by i 
surance and if so, in what amount. Su, 
record shall be made daily from the repo 
made by the Inspectors under the provisi 
of this ordinance. All such records sh: 
be public.

REGULATIONS PROVIDING FOR FIRE 
PREVENTION AND: PROTECTION IN 


ONNECTION WITH HAZARDOUS MA- 


TERIALS AND PROCESSES. 


Part 1. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


101. Nothing contained in this ordinance 
all be construed as applying to the trans- 
ortation of any article or thing shipped 

conformity with the regulations pre- 
ribed ‘by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
ission, nor as applying to the military 
r naval forces of the United States. 


102. The word ‘“‘person’’ wherever used 
this ordinance shall be construed to in- 
ude person, persons, firm or corporation. 


103. “‘Approved’’ when applied to ma- 
trials, type of construction and appliances 
bfers to approval by the Chief of the 
reau of Fire Prevention as a result of 
vestigations and tests conducted by him 

by reason of accepted principles or 
sts by the National Board of Fire Under- 
riters or the Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
c., or the U. S. Bureau of Standards. 


104. A permit is the written authority 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention, issued 
irsuant to this ordinance, to have, keep, 
re, use, manufacture, sell, handle and 
ansport explosives, flammable materials 
d rubbish, as hereinafter defined, and to 
struct, operate or maintain establish- 
pnts hereinafter specified. 


105. Whenever the Bureau of Fire Pre- 

tion shall reject or refuse to grant a 
rmit, or when it is claimed that provi- 
ns of this ordinance or any ordinances 
ating thereto do not apply, or when it is 
imed that the true intent and meaning 
this ordinance or any regulations have 
pn misconstrued or wrongly interpreted, 
d the permit applied for having been re- 
sed by the Bureau of Fire Prevention, 
bn the person may appeal from the de- 
ion of the Bureau of Fire Prevention, in 
iting, as outlined in Section 7. 


06. In determining the flash point of 
mable liquids, either the Elliott, Abel- 
sky or Tag. Closed Testers shall be used, 
the Tag. Closed Tester (standardized 
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by the United States Bureau of Standards) 
shall be authoritative in case of dispute. 
All tests shall be made’ in accordance with 
the methods of tests as adopted by the 
‘American Society’ for Testing Materials. 


107. The Director of Public Safety, the 
Chief of the Fire Department and the Chief 
of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall act 
as a Committee on determination, and 
specify any new materials, processes or 
occupations, and trades which shall require 
permits, in addition to those now enumer- 
ated in this ordinance. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention -shall post such 
list in a conspicuous place in his office, and 
shall also maintain in his office details and 
descriptive drawings showing approved and 
acceptable methods of storing, handling or 
protecting such materials as shall be deem- 
ed as requiring a permit. 


108. The intent of this ordinance is to 
safeguard and restrict the storage, handling 
and use of dangerous and hazardous mater- 
ials to a reasonable degree with respect to 
injury to persons and destrcution of prop- 
erty. Installation, construction and safe- 
guards shall be provided in a standard 
modern and approved manner. Compliance 
with Standards of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of such approved manner. The chief 
of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall 
maintain a public file of the Standards of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
which shall be deemed as advisory require- 
ments to this ordinance insofar as they 
can be applied to each particular installa- 
tion for which a permit is required. 


109. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention shall have power to modify any 
of the provisions of this ordinance upon 
application in writing by the owner or 
lessee, or his duly authorized agent, when 
there are practical difficulties in the way 
of carrying out the strict letter of this 
ordinance, provided that the spirit of this 
ordinance shall be observed, public safety 
secured, and substantial justice done. The 
particulars of such ‘modification when 
granted or allowed and the decision of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
thereon shall be entered upon the records 
of the department and a signed copy shall 
be furnished the applicant. 


110. Before permits may be issued, the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention, 
or his assistants, shall inspect and approve 
the receptacles, vehicles, buildings or stor- 
age places to be used. 


111. All applications for permits ‘re- 
quired by this ordinance shall be made to 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention in such form 
and detail as it shall prescribe. 


112. Every permit granted by the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be for such period 
as the Chief of the Bureau may determine, 


not to exceed one year. Such permit must : 


at all times be kept on the premises desig- 
nated therein, and shall at all times be sub- 
ject to inspection by any officer of the 
fire or police departments. 
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113. One permit only shall be required 
by retail establishments dealing in, or 
manufacturing plants using, two or more 
flammable combustible or explosive ma- 
terials to be kept in. the establishment at 
any one time.

Part 2. 
EXPLOSIVES. 


201. The term ‘“explosive’’ or ‘‘explo- 
sives’”” whenever used in this ordinance 
shall be held to mean and include any 
chemical compound or mechanical mixture 
that contains any oxidizing and combustible 
units, or other ingredients, in such pro- 
portion, quantities or packing that an 
ignition by fire, by friction, by concussion, 
by percussion, or by detonator of any part 
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of the compound or mixture may cause 
such a sudden generation of highly heated 
gases that the resultant gaseous pressures 
are capable of producing destructive effects 
on contiguous objects or of destroying life 
or limb. 


202. Nothing in this part shall be held 


to mean and include any small arms am- 
munition or signal rockets, or devices or 
compositions used to obtain visible or 
audible pyrotechnic effects, which are 
covered in Part 3. 


203. It is prohibited for any person to 
manufacture any explosives, except that 
any explosives may be manufactured in the 
laboratories in colleges and similar insti- 
tutions for the purpose of investigation and 
instruction. 


204. It is prohibited for any person tc 
transport or carry any explosive in or upor 
any public conveyance which is carrying 
passengers for hire. 


205. It is prohibited for any person t 
have, keep, use, store or transport an! 
explosives, except under permit therefor. 


206. It is prohibited for any person t 
have, keep, store, sell, offer for sale, giv 
away, use, transport, or manufacture an: 
of the following explosives in any quan 
tity: Liquid nitroglycerine; high explosive 
containing over 60 per cent of nitroglycer 
ine (except gelatin dynamite) ; high exple 
sives having an unsatisfactory absorbent o 
one that permits leakage of nitroglycerin 
under any conditions liable to exist durin 
transportation or storage; nitrocellulose i 
a dry condition, in quantity greater tha 
ten (10) pounds in one exterior package 
fulminate of mercury in bulk in a dry cor 
dition, and fulminate of all other meta 
in any condition, except as a component « 
manufactured articles not hereinafter fo 
bidden; or explosives containing an an 
monium salt and a chlorate. 


207. Every vehicle while carrying e& 
plosives shall have painted on its fron 
sides and back, in easily legible white le 
ters at least six inches high, the word 
“EX PLOSIVES—DANGEROUS,”’ or in lie 
thereof shall display upon an erect pd 
on the front end of such vehicle and 
such height that it shall be visible fra 
all directions, a red flag with the wo 
“DANGER” printed, stamped or _ sev 
thereon in white letters. Such flag shall 
at least eighteen inches by thirty in si: 
and the letters thereof shall be at les 
six inches high. 


(a) It is prohibited for any person 
charge of a vehicle containing such ¢ 
plosive to smoke in or upon such vehic 
to drive the vehicle while intoxicated, 
drive the vehicle or to conduct himself 
a careless or reckless manner, to load 
unload such vehicle in a careless manr 
or while smoking or intoxicated. 


(b) It is prohibited for any person 
place or carry in the bed or body, or cai 
to be placed or carried in the bed or bc 
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of any vehicle containing such Linlgateas, 
any metal tool or other piece of metal. 


(c) It is prohibited for any person ,to 
lace or carry or cause to be placed or 
arried, in the bed or body of any vehicle 
ontaining explosives, any exploders, de- 
onators, blasting caps or other similar 
xplosive material, or to carry in or upon 
ny such vehicle any matches. 


(d) The permit for transporting explo- 
ives shall designate the time when, and 
ay designate the route whereon the same 
ay be transported. 


208. All explosives must be stored in a 
agazine complying with the requirements 
f this ordinance, unless such explosives 
re being transported or used as prescribed 
nd authorized by this ordinance; and an 
ecurate record showing the disposition of 
ch container or package of explosives 
ored, transported or used shall be kept, 
ch record to be subject to inspetcion by 
cers of the Bureau of Fire Prevention at 
1 times. 


209. (a) All factory buildings and mag- 
ines in which permissible explosives are 
d, kept or stored, must be located at 
stances from neighboring buildings, high- 
ays and railroads in conformity with the 
merican Quantity and Distance table.

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Part 3. 


PYROTECHNICS AND SMALL ARMS 
AMMUNITION. 


301. Pyrotechnics whenever used in this 
ordinance shall be held to mean any 
sparkler, squib, rocket, firecracker, roman 
candle, fire balloon, signal lights, railroad 
track torpedo, flashlight composition, fire- 
works or other devices or composition used 
to obtain visible or audible pyrotechnic 
display. 


302. No person shall have, keep, store, 
use, manufacture, sell, handle or transport 
any pyrotechnics; provided, however, 


(a) That nothing in this ordinance shall 
be held to apply to the possession or use of 
signaling devices for current daily con- 
sumption by railroads, vessels and others 
requiring them. 


(b) That the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
may, upon due application, issue a permit 
to a properly qualified person for giving 
a pyrotechnic display of fireworks in the 
public parks or other open places. Such 
permits shall impose such restrictions as 
in the opinion of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention may be necessary to 
properly safeguard life and property in 
each case. 


(c) That nothing in this ordinance shall 
be held to apply to the possession, sale or 
use of normal! stocks of flashlight composi- 
tions by photographers or dealers in photo- 
graphic supplies. 


303. Small arms ammunition whenever 
used in this ordinance shall be held to mean 
any shotgun, rifle, pistol or revolver cart- 
ridges. 


304. No person shall manufacture within 
the limits of the city any small arms am- 
munition. 


305. No person shall store for sale, sell 
or offer for sale any small arms ammuni- 
tion without a permit. 


Part 4. 
NITRO-CELLULOSE MOTION PICTURE 
FILM 


401. It shall be a misdemeanor for any 
person, firm or corporation to sell any toy 
or miniature motion picture machine con- 
taining nitro-cellulose motion picture film, 
or to sell, lease or otherwise dispose of any 
nitro-cellulose motion picture films to any 
person not having a permit to handle, use 
or display such film. 


402. A permit shall be required for the 
storage of nitro-cellulose motion picture 
film in quantities greater than five reels, 
or aggregating more than 25 pounds in 
weight. No permit shall be issued for any 
building unless the rooms in which film is 
handled or stored are protected by auto- 
matic sprinklers; provided that this does 
not include projection boths covered in 
Section 405. 
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403. Storage. Nitro-cellulose motion pic- 
ture film in other than the original ship- 
ping cases conforming to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission regulations, in amounts 
in excess of 25 pounds but not in excess of 
1,000 pounds shall be kept in approved 
eabinets if not in vaults; amounts in ex- 
cess of 1,000 pounds shall be kept in vaults. 


Note: The standard roll of film 1% 
inches (35 mm.) wide and 1,000 feet 
long weighs about 5 pounds. 


404. Film Cabinets and Vaults. (a) Cab- 
inets shall be of approved construction and 
shall not have a capacity in excess of 375 
pounds of film. 


(b) Cabinets having a capacity of over 
50 pounds of film shall be provided with a 
vent from each compartment to the out- 
side of the building. The vent shall have 
a minimum effective sectional area or 14 
square inches per 100 pounds of film capa- 
city. 


(c) Cabinets holding over 75 pounds of 
film shall be provided with at least one 
automatic sprinkler; provided that a cab- 
inet constructed so that each roll is in a 
separate compartment and will burn out 
without communicating fire to film.in any 
other compartment, need not be provided 
with an automatic sprinkler. 


(d) Film vaults shall be constructed, 
vented and sprinklered in accordance with 
the requirements for standard film vaults 
and in a manner satisfactory to ‘the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention. 


405. Every picture machine using nitro- 
cellulose film shall be installed or operated 
within a booth, to be not less than 48 
square feet in size and 7 feet high. If 
more than one machine is to be operated an 
additional 24 square feet shall be provided 
for each additional machine. The booth 
shall be built of brick, tile or plaster 
blocks, plastered on both sides, or of con- 
crete, or of a rigid metal frame, properly 
braced, and sheathed and roofed with sheet 
iron of not less than No. 20 U. S. metal 
gauge, or with 44-inch hard asbestos board, 
securely riveted or bolted to the frame, or 
2 inches of solid metal lath and Portland 
cement plaster. All joints shall be suf- 
ficiently tight to prevent the discharge of 
smoke. 


(a) The entrance door into the booth 
shall be at least 2 feet by 5 feet, of con- 
struction equivalent to the sheathing per- 
mitted above for rigid frame booths, and 
shall be so arranged as to close auto- 
matically, and shall be kept closed at all 
times when not used for egress or ingress. 


(b) Two orifices or openings for each 
picture machine may be provided; one for 
the operator’s view shall be not larger than 
10 inches by 20 inches, and the other 
through which the picture is projected 
shall be not larger than 8 inches in great- 
est dimension. Where separate stereopticon, 
spot or flood light machines are installed 
in the same booth with picture machines, 


+ 
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not more than one opening for each ma- 
chine shall be provided for both the opera- 
tor’s view and for the projection of the 
light, but two or more machines may be 
operated through the same openings; such 
openings shall be as small as practicable 
and shall be capable of being protected by 
approved automatic shutter. Each opening 
shall be provided with a gravity shutter of 
approved fireproof material. Shutters shall 
be suspended, arranged and interconnected 
so that all openings will close upon the 
operating of some suitable fusible or me- 
chanical releasing device, designed to operate 
automatically in case of fire or other con- 
tingency requiring the immediate and com- 
plete isolation of the contents of the booth 
from other portions of the building. There 
shall also be provided suitable means foi 
manually closing all shutters simultane 
ously from a point near the door. Shutter: 
on openings not in use shall be kept closed 


(c) All shelves, furniture and fixture 
within the booth shall be constructed of in 
combustible material, and no combustibl 
material of any sort whatever shall be per 
mitted or allowed to be within such bootk 
except the films used in the operation o 
the machine, and film cement. 


(d) Ventilation shall be provided by on 
or more mechanical exhaust systems whic 
shall draw air from each are lamp housin 
and from one or more points near the cei 
ing. Systems shall exhaust to outdoo) 
either directly or through a non-combus’ 
ible flue used for no other purpose. 


Exhaust capacity shall be not less tha 
15 nor more than 50 cubic feet per minuw 
for each arc lamp plus a minimum of 2( 
cubic feet per minute for the room itsel 


Exhaust ducts shall be of non-combustib 
material, and shall either be kept 1 in 
from combustible material or covered wi 
14-inch of non-combustible heat insulati1 
material. 


(e) )An approved film cabinet shall 
provided in projection booths where t 
amount of film exceeds 40 pounds (8,0 
feet of 35 mm. film). All film not bei 
used: shall be kept in the cabinet or 
Interstate Commerce Commission shippi: 
containers, but not over 40 pounds of fi 
shall be permitted to remain in the sh/ 
ping containers. 


Part 5. 
PYROXYLIN PLASTIC. 


501. The term ‘‘Pyroxylin Plastic” 
used in this ordinance shall be held 
mean and include any plastic substan 
material or compound, other than nit 
cellulose film as provided for in the ff 
storage regulations, having soluble cot 
or similar nitro-cellulose as a base, incl 
ing celluloid, fiberloid, pyralin, viscol« 
zylonite and similar products, materi: 
and compounds by whatever name kno. 
when in the form of blocks, slabs, she 
tubes or fabricated shapes. 
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502. All retailers, jobbers and whole- 
salers storing or handling more than 100 
pounds of pyroxylin plastic shall obtain 
a permit; a permit shall also be required 
for the manufacture of articles of pyroxylin 
plastic, which shall include the use of 
pyroxylin plastic in the manufacture or 
assembling of other articles. . 


503. All display of pyroxylin plastic 
articles in stores shall be in show cases 
or show windows except as permitted below. 


(a) Articles may .be placed on _ tables 
ut.no table shall be over 3 feet wide and 
0 feet long, and tables shall be spaced 
t least 3 feet apart. Where articles are 
isplayed on counters, they shall be ar- 
anged in like manner. 


(b) Spaces underneath tables shall be 
ept free of storage of any kind and of 
ccumulations of paper, refuse and other 
ombustible material. 


(c) Sales or display tables shall be so 
cated that in the event of a fire at that 
able, the table will not interfere with 
ree exit from the room, in at least one 
irection.

504. All new and existing buildings shall 
ave all parts of the building used for the 


atic sprinklers; buildings over two stories 
igh used in part for such manufacturing 
all have all other parts of the building 
uipped with a standard system of auto- 
atic sprinklers. 


505. All raw pyroxylin plastic material 
factory buildings shall be kept as fol- 
ws: 


(a) Where raw material in excess of 25 
unds is received in any building or fire 
ea, an approved vented cabinet or vented 
d sprinklered vault shall be provided for 
e storage of the material. 


(b) Not more than 1,000 pounds of raw 
terial may be stored in cabinets in any 
e workroom, but not more than 6500 
unds in any one cabinet, nor more than 
0 pounds in one compartment. 


(c) All raw material in excess of that 
rmitted above must be kept in vented 
ults not exceeding 1500 cubic feet capa- 
y and with one automatic sprinkler head 
each 125 cubic feet of total vault space 
d with construction and venting in con- 
mity wtih standard practice for such 
and satisfactory to the Bureau of Fire 
evention. 


06. In factories manufacturing articles 
pyroxylin plastic such sprinklered and 
ted cabinets, vaults or storage rooms 
ll be provided as may be necessary to 
vent the accumulations in work rooms,

Part 6. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC AND X-RAY NITRO- 
CELLULOSE FILM. 


601. In hospitals and similar institutions, 
doctors’ offices and x-ray laboratories, all 
unexposed nitro-cellulose photographic and 
x-ray film, unless in unopened I.C.C. ship- 
ping containers, shall be stored in cabinets 
or vaults, as outlined below; all exposed 
nitro-cellulose photographic and x-ray film 


shall be kept in outside storage houses or. 


in not more than one cabinet within the 
building, constructed as outlined below. 


602. In portrait and commercial studios, 
all exposed nitro-cellulose photographic 
and x-ray film shall be stored in cabinets, 
vaults or outside storage houses, as outlined 
below ; storage of unexposed film in excess 
of 50 cubic feet, unless in unopened I.C.C. 
shipping containers, shall be in a room 
equipped with automatic sprinklers. 


603. Cabinets. 


(a) Cabinets shall be of approved in- 
sulated ‘construction and shall not exceed 
10 cubic feet capacity. 


(b) Cabinets shall be equipped with at 
least one automatic sprinkler in each com- 
partment unless specifically approved for 
use without automatic sprinklers. 


(c) Each cabinet shall be provided with 
a vent to the outside of the building. The 
vent shall be so constructed or protected 
by a substantial metal grid as to prevent 
stoppage of vent in case of combustion 
or decomposition of film contents. For a 
cabinet having 10 cubic feet inside volume 
the vent area shall be not less than 56 
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square inches. For smaller cabinets the 
vent area shall be proportional except that 
no cabinets shall have a vent area of less 
than 14 square inches. 


(d) Vent flues inside the building shall 
be of a construction equivalent to No. 18 
U. S. gauge metal covered with 1 inch 
of heat insulating material. j 


604. Vaults and Outside Storage Houses. 


Vaults and outside storage houses shall 
be sprinklered and vented and in strict 
accordance with the standard requirements 
for vaults or for outside storage houses, 
and satisfactory to the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
vention; provided, however, that outside 
storage houses which are not within 100 
feet of any other building are not required 
to have automatic sprinkler protection. 


605. All wiring and electrical equipment 
in rooms or vaults where film is stored 
shall conform to the National Electrical 
Code; only incandescent electric lights shall 
be permitted and in vaults these shall be 
protected by wire guards, vapor-proof 
globes or both. Portable or extension cords 
shall not be used in any storage vault. 


606. Smoking shall be prohibited in 
rooms where film is stored or in developing 
or similar work rooms. Conspicuous ‘‘No 
Smoking” signs shall be posted in promi- 
nent places. 


607. No film shall be stored within 2 
feet of steam pipes, radiators, chimneys or 
other source of heat. 


608. Fire pails or extinguishers shall be 
provided as required by the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention. 


Part 7. 
CALCIUM CARBIDE AND ACETYLENE. 


701. No person shall store or keep cal- 
cium carbide in excess of one hundred 
pounds, nor operate an acetylene genera- 
tor having a carbide capacity exceeding 5 
pounds, without a permit. Acetylene gen- 
erators shall be of approved type. 


702. Calcium carbide in excess of 600 
pounds but not in excess of 5,000 pounds, 
may be stored in a separate room or com- 
partment inside a one-story building con- 
taining other occupancy, provided such 
room or compartment is separated by a 
fire-resistive partition from other parts of 
the building, and without cellar or base- 
ment underneath such carbide storage sec- 
tion. This room or compartment may also 
be used for storage of fuel gas cylinders. 
Adequate ventilation shall be provided. 


703. Not to exeeed 5,000 pounds of cal- 
cium carbide may also be stored within an 
inside generator room or compartment of 
construction as above mentioned when such 
generator room or compartment is located 
in a one-story building without cellar or 
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basement underneath the generator section. 
Such generator room or compartment may 
also be used for the storage of fuel gas 
cylinders. 


704. Calcium carbide in excess of 5,000 
pounds shall] be stored above ground in one- 
story buildings without cellar or basement, 
and used for no other purpose, except the 
storage of fuel gas cylinders, or an out- 
side generator house. 


Location of such storage buildings shall 
be outside congested merchantile and manu- 
facturing districts. 


Construction used shall be such as ta 
ensure a dry, water-proof building. Ade- 
quate ventilation shall be provided. 


If storage building is of incombustible 
construction, it may adjoin other one-story 
buildings if separated therefrom by un.- 
pierced fire walls. If detached less than 1( 
feet from such building or buildings, there 
shall be no opening in any of the mutually 
exposing sides of such buildings withix 
said distance. 


If the storage building is of combustibl: 
construction it shall not be within twent: 
(20) feet of any other one- or two-storm 
building, nor within thirty (30) feet of an; 
other building exceeding two stories. 


705. Stationary generators shall be in 
stalled either in an outdoor, undergroun: 
pit, or in a well ventilated fire-resistiv 
outbuilding, the size of which shall nc 
exceed that required to allow free opers 
tion of the apparatus and the storage c 
the necessary carbide; provided that suc 
generators may be installed inside building 
if within a well ventilated, fire-resistiv 
enclosure either in a one-story buildin 
or on the top floor or roof of a mult 
storied building. 


706. Portable generators shall not ft 
used inside buildings except in rooms ,¢ 
total volume at least 35 times the nomin: 
aggregate gas-generating capacity of tl 
unit or units used therein. 


Part 8. 


COMPRESSED AND LIQUEFIED GASE 
OTHER THAN ACETYLENE. 


801. This ordinance shall apply to tl 
use, storage and handling of compress 
or liquefied petroleum or other flammat 
gas. 


802. (a) No person, firm or corporati: 
shall engage in the business of installi: 
liquefied petroleum or other type of co! 
pressed gas system or equipment used 
connection with such systems without fir 
sceuring a license from the Chief of t 
Fire Prevention Bureau. Such licens 
shall be renewed annually and _ shall 
subjejct to revocation on violation of a 
of the provisions of this ordinance affe 
ing such systems. 
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(b) An application for a permit accom- 
panied by plans shall be made to the Chief 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau for all sys- 
tems connected to liquefied petroleum or 
other compressed gas storage container or 
containers exceeding an aggregate of 150 
gallons water capacity. 


(c) In the case of systems of 150 gal- 
lons or lesser capacity the installer shall 
file a written notification with the Chief of 
the Fire Prevention Bureau indicating the 
date of each installation and the location 
f the premises where such installation 
as been made.

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806. No liquid storage container shall 
exceed 30,000 gallons water capacity, and 
no container shall be located under or in- 
side any building. 


807. Aboveground storage containers 
shall be located with respect to nearest 
building or group of buildings, or line of 
adjoining property which may be built 
upon, in accordance with the following 
table except that the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention may exempt minor out- 
buildings and buildings devoted exclusively 
to gas manufacturing and _ distributing 
operations, from this requirement: 


Water Capacity Minimum Distance 
126-500 gals 25 feet 
over 500 gals. 50 feet 


808. No underground container shall be 
located closer than 10 feet to a building. 
No underground container exceeding 500 
gallons water capacity shall be located 
closer than 25 feet to a building, and no 
underground container exceeding 1,200 gal- 
lons water capacity shall be located closer 
than 50 feet to a building. These distances 
may be reduced at the discretion of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
when the container is placed in a reinforced 
concrete pit and surrounded by at least 6 
inches of sand on the sides and with not 
less than 12 inches of sand on the top pro- 
vided that in no case shall a container be 
located closer than 10 feet to a building. 


809. Installation of Storage Containers. 


(a) Tanks installed aboveground shall be 
properly supported with anchorage which 
will permit thermal expansion. Structural 
steel supports shall not be permitted, un- 
less properly fireproofed. 


(b) Containers buried underground shall 
be placed at least 2 feet below ground, or 
under 12 inches of earth and a 5-inch con- 
crete slab carried one foot beyond the out- 
line of the container. Containers shall be 
securely anchored to prevent floating. They 
shall be coated with a suitable protective 
material to prevent corrosion. 


810. Valves and regulating, gauging 
and other accessory equipment shall be 
protected against tampering and mechani- 
cal damage. The Chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention, where the slope of the 
ground or other local conditions, would 
permit aboveground containers, in case of 
rupture or overflow, to endanger adjacent 
property, shall require each container to be 
surrounded by a dike of such capacity as 
may be considered necessary but not more 
than the capacity of the container. 


811. Piping shall be wrought iron, steel, 
brass, or copper pipe; or approved seamless: 
copper, brass or other approved non-ferrous 
tubing which shall have a wall thickness 
of not less than 0.049-inch. All piping for 
conveying gas or liquid shall be suitable 
for a safe working pressure of not less 
than 125 pounds. All piping for convey- 
ing gas or liquid shall be tested and proven 
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free from leaks at 1% times the pressure 
to which it may be subjected. 


Joints in wrought iron and steel piping 
shall be of welded construction, or shall be 
made with fittings capable of withstanding 
a pressure of at least 125 pounds per square 
inch for pressures less than 100 pounds per 
square inch; extra heavy fittings shall, be 
used for pressures exceeding 100 pounds 
per square inch. Cast-iron fittings shall 
not be used. Joints on brass or copper 
pipe, or approved seamless copper, brass or 
other approved non-ferrous tubing shall be 
by means of approved fittings. 


In any system in which compressed gas 
in liquid form without pressure reduction 
enters the building only heavy walled seam- 
less brass or copper tubing shall be used, 
with an internal diameter not greater than 
3/32-inch, and a -wall thickness not less 
than 3/64-inch; provided that this require- 
ment shall not apply to commercial gas 
plants, bulk stations where cylinders, 
drums or tank trucks are filled, nor to in- 
dustrial vaporizer buildings. 


Piping or tubing shall be run as directly 
as practicable without sags, or traps; pro- 
vision shall be made for expansion, con- 
traction, jarring and vibration and for 
settling of container. At points where 
piping passes through walls, suitable provi- 
sion shall be made to insure gas tightness 
and all piping and tubing shall be tested 
and proven tight after all connections have 
keen made. F 

Piping outside buildings shall be protected 
against mechanical injury. 


812. The filling pipe inlet terminal shall 
not be located inside a building. .On all 
containers where inlet terminal prevents its 
location adjacent to the container, the inlet 
terminal shall be enclosed in a substantial 
manner so as to prevent mechanical injury 
and tampering by unauthorized persons. 
Such terminal shall be located not less than 
10 feet from any building and where prac- 
ticable not less than 5 feet from any drive- 
way and shall be kept locked when not 
in use. 


All containers, other than cylinders and 
drums complying with I. C. C. specifica- 
tions, shall have all connections, except 
relief connections, equipped with approved 
automatic excess flow valves, provided, 
however, that fill connections shall be 
equipped with approved back-pressure check 
valves, to prevent discharge of contents in 
case connections are broken. These excess 
flow and back-pressure check valves shall 
be located inside of the container or at a 
point outside where the line enters the con- 
tainers ; in the latter case, installation shall 
be made in such a manner that any undue 
strain beyond the excess flow valve will 
cause breakage on the discharge end of the 
excess flow valve and not between the con- 
tuiner and such valve. Gauging devices 
which do not involve the flow of liquid or 
which are so constructed that outward flow 
of container contents shall not exceed that 
passed by a No. 54 drill size need not be 
equipped with excess flow valves. 
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All connections to containers, except 
gauge connections and safety relief connec- 
tions, shall be provided with shut-off valves 
close to the container. 


813. Safety Devices. Every storage and 
supply container, and every vaporizer shall 
be provided with sufficient relief area 
which cannot be shut off by stop valves. 
Discharge shall be at a pressure not more 
than 125 per cent of the designed working 
pressure. The area of the relief and the 
size and length of the discharge piping, 
which shall extend to the outside air, shall 
be such that a pressure in excess of 150 
per cent of the designed working pressure 
will not be developed. Relief areas shall 
be as calculated by Fetterly’s formula for 
uninsulated pressure vessels and an ex- 
posure temperature of 1,200 degree Fahren- 
heit as promulgated by the Bureau of 
Explosives of the American Railway Associ- 
ation. Underground storage containers 
need have only 30 per cent of the specified 
relief area. 


814. Vaporizing and Housing. 


(a) In domestic installations no _ liquic 
or gas shall be led into the building at e¢ 
pressure exceeding 20 pounds gauge. The 
initial pressure reducing device shall be 
installed outside of building, except in the 
case of a vaporizer house. 


(b) The vaporizer shall be located out 
side of buildings except those building: 
devoted exclusively to gas manufacturin; 
and distribution operations; but may b 
located in a house or shed, of fireproo 
construction, well ventilated from point 
near the floor and roof. Except that o: 
systems of small volume utilizing vaporiza 
tion supplied without artificial means, the 
may be installed in basements of building: 
provided such vaporizers are located clos 
to point at which pipe to vaporizer enter 
building. 


(c) Where a device is employed for pre 
mixing ‘the gas with air, such device sha 
be provided with means for automaticall 
shutting off the gas mixing device befoi 
a combustible mixture is generated, exce} 
where the combustible mixtures are desire 
and generated, in which case flame arreste) 
shall be installed. 


815. Approved gauging devices shall | 
employed on all storage containers oth: 
than cylinders and drums. 


816. The charging of customers’ co 
tainers or the changing or charging 
evlinders or drums should preferably be | 
deylight only. No artificial light, involvit 
flames or sparks, shall be used in t 
vicinity of the charging operation. <A 
proved explosion-proof flashlights may 
employed. 


817. In the immediate vicinity of stora 
containers, in vaporizer or pump hous: 
in cylinder filling plants, in gas plants, a 
similar locations where liquefied gases 2 
in liquid form in large quantities, all el« 
trical] installations shall be in strict acco!

818. The total amount of liquefied gas, 
by weight, shall be limited to the following 
percentages of the weight of the water 
capacity of the container, depending upon 
the specific gravity at 60 degrees Fahren- 
heit of the liquid: For 0.400 specific 
gravity, 32 per cent for aboveground and 
35 per cent for underground; for 0.500 
specific gravity, 41 per cent for above- 
ground and 44 per cent for underground;

but in no case shall the amount of liquid 
e such as to fill the container at a tem- 
erature of 130 -degrees Fahrenheit for 
boveground, and 105 degrees Fahrenheit 
or underground.

820. Cylinders or Drums. 


(a) Cylinders or drums which are not 
cceptable for distribution in interstate 


ommission specifications and regulations 
all not be used. 


(b) When cylinders or drums are not in 
se, outlet valves shall. be kept tightly 


821. Location of Cylinders or Drums 
d Regulating Valves. 


(a) Cylinders or drums and regulating 
uipment shall be located outside of build- 


r the purpose. The discharge from safety 
liefs shall be located not less than 5 feet 
ay from any opening in any building 
hich is below the level of such discharge. 


(b) Systems shall be provided with a well 
ntilated housing for enclosing cylinders, 
ums and regulating valves, or otherwise 
otected from tampering or exposure to 
e weather. 


(c) Extra cylinders shall be stored in an 
proved ventilated enclosure located out- 
e of main building, and so designed and 
‘structed as to afford protection from 
pering, extreme heat and accumulations 
ice and snow. No readily combustible 
terial shall be stored within 10 feet of 
inders or drums. 


22. Valves. 


a) Valves in the assembly of multiple 
inder or drum systems shall be so ar- 
ged that the change of cylinders or 
ms may be made without shutting down 
system. 
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(b) Every system shall be provided with 
means for shutting off the gas supply to 
the building. 


823. In domestic installations no gas 
‘shall be led into the building at a pressure 
exceeding 5 pounds, and no liquid at a 
pressure exceeding 20 pounds. 


824. No tubing, valves, hose, pressure 
or other gauging devices, vaporizers, pumps 
and other parts of systems, or completed 
systems shall be used without the approval 
of the Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau, 
except that examination and listing of 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, Ine. will be 
accepted. 


825. Tank Trucks and Trailers. 


Tank trucks and trailers shall be classi- 
fied and constructed as described in Sec- 
tions 804 and 805. 


Piping, safety devices, filling and the 
loading and unloading of tank trucks and 
trailers shall be as specified for containers. 


Pumps of suitable design and properly 
protected may be mounted upon trucks and 
trailers and may be driven by the truck 
motor power take-off or proper mechanical 
means. The pumps shall be equipped with 
suituble pressure actuated by-pass valves 
permitting flow from pump discharge to 
pump suction when the pump discharge 
pressure rises above a predetermined point. 


Every tank truck and trailer shall be 
provided with properly attached rear steel 
bumpers. The rear bumpers or chassis 
extensions shall be so arranged as_ to 
adequately protect the tank, piping, valves 
and fittings in case of collision. 


Part 9. 
FLAMMABLE LIQUIDS. 


$01. Application to New and Existing 
Installations, Ete. 


This ordinance shall apply to all new 
plants, stores, equipments and installations ; 
and, except as otherwise specified to exist- 
ing plants, stores, equipments, and installa- 
tions which constitute a distinct hazard to 
adjoining property, in so far as the intent 
of the sections can be reasonably fulfilled. 
All persons and businesses storing, han- 
dling or using flammable liquids shall be 
governed by this ordinance whether or not 
specifically named in this ordinance. 


902. Classification of Flammable Liquids. 


For the purpose of this ordinance, flam- 
mable liquids are divided into three classes, 
according to the flash point, as follows: 


Class I. Liquids with a flash point below 
25 degrees Fahrenheit (—4 degrees Centi- 
grade) closed cup tester. 


Class II. Liqnids with flash point above 
that for Class and below 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit (21 degrees Centigrade) closed 
cup tester. 
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Class III. Liquids with flash point above 
that for Class II and below 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit (93.3 degrees Centigrade) closed 
cup tester. ‘ 


Representative examples of the classes of 
flammable liquids are: 


Class I. Class II. Class III 

Ether Alcohol Kerosene 

Gasoline Amy] Acetate Amyl 

Naphtha Toluol Aleohol 

Benzol. Ethyl Acetate Turpentine 

Collodion Methy] Fuel Oil 
Acetate 


Acetone 


903. Manufactured Liquid Commodities 
Included. 


Any manufactured liquid or fluid com- 
modity, such as paint, varnish, dryer, 
cleaning solution and polishing liquid which 
contains flammable liquids shall be con- 
sidered a flammable liquid and shall be 
classified by Section 902 according to the 
flash point of the mixture. 


904. Permits Required. 


Except as specified in Section 905, a per- 
mit (which shall be for one or more of the 
following subdivisions) shall be obtained: 


(a) For the storage or handling of a 
total quantity of Class I liquids in excess 
of one gallon in any dwelling, apartment 
house or tenement, and in excess of six 
gallons in any other building, and in ex- 
cess of ten gallons outside of any building. 


(b) For the storage or handling of a 
total quantity of Class II liquids in excess 
of five gallons in any dwelling, apartment 
house or tenement, and in excess of ten 
gallons in any other building, and in excess 
of twenty-five gallons outside of any build- 
ing. 


(c) For the storage or handling of a 
tcetal quantity of Class III liquids in excess 
of twenty-five gallons inside any building, 
and in excess. of fifty-five gallons outside 
of any building. 


905. Owner or Agent May Use Certain 
Flammable Liquids Without Permit. 


Unless a storage of quantities in excess 
of those given in Section 904 is to be 
maintained for at least thirty days, nothing 
in this ordinance shall require an owner 
or occupant or his agent to obtain a per- 
mii for the use of, nor does it prohibit the 
use by him, of paints, oils, varnishes and 
similar flammable mixtures. 


906. Permits for Different Occupations. 


All permits shall state the nature of the 
business of the applicant, the maximum 
quantity of each class of liquid to be kept, 
and the location of the storage. Permits 
shall be listed as follows: 


Garage Permit (with or without 
storage) 

Storage Permit 

Retail Dealer’s Permit 
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Painter’s Permit, including Spray 
Painting 

Paint and Oil Dealer’s Permit 

Jobber’s Permit 

Manufacturer’s Permit 

Dry Cleaner’s Permit. 


907. Inspection Required Before Cover- 
ing Installation. 


Before any installation is covered from 
sight, a notification in writing shall be 
given the Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevetionn, who shall, within 48 hours 
after the receipt of such notification, inspect 
the installation and give his written ap- 
proval or disapproval. Upon failure of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
to inspect within the specified time, the 
installation may be covered but shall be 
subject to inspection by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention at the expense 
of the City. 


908. Hazardous Heating and Lightings 
Appliances May Be Prohibited. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Preven 
tion may prohibit the use of any type, kint 
or make of heating or lighting appliance 
using flammable liquids which has not bee 
tested by him or some competent authorit; 
and found to be properly safeguarded, o 
which is not installed so as to provid 
ns egg protection against life or prop 
erty. 


909. Class I and II Liquids Prohibite 
in Places of Public Assembly. 


No Class I nor Class II liquids shall b 
kept or stored in any schoolhouse, religiou: 
amusement or other building used for publi 
assembly, except in laboratories for exper 
mental purposes. 


' 910. Storage of Class I and II Liquic 
Near Exits, Etc. 


Except in sealed containers, no Class 
nor Class II liquids may be stored withi 
10 feet of any stairway, elevator or ex 
except when in a space separated from tt 
steirway, elevator or exit by a fire-resistix 
partition. 


911. Two Exits Required in Stores ar 
Jobber’s Plants. 


In all stores and in all jobber’s a1 
manufacturing plants in which flammak 
liquids are stored, at least two exits she 
be provided, one of which shall be remo 
from the point of storage. 


912. Handling Limited in Buildin 


Occupied by Families. 


The mixing, storing or handling of fla) 
mable liquids of Class I and II in op 
containers is prohibited in any store in a 
building housing more than two famili 
or in a frame building housing more th, 
ohne family, provided that this shal] r 
apply to drug stores where flammal 
liquids are used in making and compour 
ing medicines and prescriptions. 
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$13. Storage Limited in Frame and 
Other Buildings Not so Used on (Date of 
enactment of ordinance). 


The storage of flammable liquids inside 
buildings except in buildings so used (on 
date of enactment of ordinance) shall be 
as given under the following sub-sections: 
Provided that in a special storage room 
r fire-resistive building, conforming to 
equirements given in Section 915, an un- 
imited quantity may be maintained therein, 
xcept of Class I liquids: 


In frame buildings: 
Classes I and II prohibited. 


Class III. Maximum limit of any 
tank or container 60 gallons, ex- 
cept as permitted in Section 960. 


In other than frame buildings: 


Class I. In sealed containers or 
safety cans of not more than 1 
gallon capacity, and not exceed- 
ing a total of 10 gallons. 


Class IJ. In sealed containers or 
safety cans of not more than 5 
gallons capacity and in barrels, 
drums or tanks of not more than 
60 gallons capacity (total quanti- 
ty stored in this manner un- 
limited). 


Class III. In sealed containers of 
not more than 5 gallons capacity, 
in barrels and drums and in 
tanks not exceeding 120 gallons 
capacity, except as permitted in 
Section 960 (total quantity stored 
in this manner unlimited). 


(b) Outside the limits given in Section 
951. 


In frame buildings: 


Class I. In sealed containers or 
safety cans of not more than 1 
gallon capacity, and not exceed- 
ing a total of 10 gallons. 


Class II. In sealed containers of 
not more than 5 gallons capacity 
and in barrels, drums or tanks 
not exceeding 60 gallons capacity 
(total quantity stored in this 
manner unlimited). 


Class III. In sealed containers not 
exceeding 5 gallons capacity, in 
barrels and drums and in tanks 
not exceeding 120 gallons capaci- 
ty, except as permitted in Section 
960 (total quantity stored in this 
manner unlimited). 


(a) Within the limits given in Section : 
951. 
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In other than frame buildings: 


Class I. Not exceeding 50 gallons 
in sealed cgntainers or safety 
cans of not more than 1 gallon 
capacity. 


Class II. In sealed containers or 
safety cans of not more than 5 
gallons capacity, in drums and 
barrels and in tanks not exceed- 
ing 120 gallons capacity (total 
quantity stored in this manner 
unlimited). 


Class IIi. In sealed containers, 
drums and barrels and in tanks 
not exceeding 240 gallons capaci- 
ty, except as permitted in Section 
960 (total quantity stored in this 
manner unlimited). 


914. Storage Restrictions for Buildings 
Used for Storage on (Date of enactment 
of ordinance). 


In buildings now used for storage of 
flammable liquids, the storage (except in 
special rooms as given in Section 915) shall 
not exceed double the quantity specified in 
Section 9138. (Capacity of Individual tanks 
or containers may be double that specified 
in Section 913.) 


915. Special Storage Rooms or Buildings. 


Special rooms or buildings for storage ot 
flammable liquids and the handling and 
use of flammable liquids shall, where called 
for by other sections of this ‘ordinance, be 
constructed as follows; provided however 
that when in the opinion of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention the extent 
of the hazard formed is more than moder- 
ate, based upon a consideration of the 
quantity and nature of flammable liquids 
involved and the extent of mixing opera- 
tions together with the character of con- 
struction, of the building in which the 
proposed storage and mixing operations are 
to be located, and of exposed buildings, 
construction affording a greater degree of 
protection shall be required. 


Walls shall be of a construction which 
will afford at least one hour protection 
when classified in accordance with the 
standard fire test specifications; they shall 
be continuous from floor to ceiling and shall 
be securely anchored. 


The following types of construction will 
be acceptable: 


Metal lath encased in solid cement or 
gypsum plaster not less than 214 
inches thick. 


Gypsum or cement plaster at least %4- 
inch thick on metal lath on each side 
of stud partitions. 


Tile, gypsum or concrete block (cement 
plaster on each side to thickness of 
%4-inch). 


Ceiling shall be of construction equiva- 
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lent to not less than %4-inch of cement or 
gypsum plaster on metal] lat. 


Floors if of wood should be protected 
with not less than 2 inches of concrete. If 
situated over damageable materials or 
products, floors should be waterproofed and 
Bvesicns made for drainage to a safe 
place. 


Door openings to other rooms or buildings 
shall be provided with non-combustible sills 
raised 6 inches. Such openings shall be 
protected by standard fire doors of approved 
automatic or self-closing type. 


Where other portions of the building or 
other properties are exposed, windows shall 
be protected in a standard manner. 


Shelving shall be non-combustible. 


916. Storage of Class I Liquids. 


Except where kept in sealed containers, 
Class I Liquids shall be kept in storage 
tanks underground or outside the building 
and no discharge system shall have outlet 
inside building unless in a specia] room in 
accordance with Section 915. Safety cans 
of not over ten gallons capacity may be 
used in any part of buildings except that 
if of over one gallon capacity, they shall 
be kept and used in special] rooms in accord- 
ance with Section 915. 


In garages and manufacturing plants 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
may permit the storage of Class I liquids 
in approved portable wheeled tanks, where 
the nature of the business requires such 
storage and the discharge therefrom. 


917. Storage of Class II Liquids. 


No container containing Class II liquids, 
of over five gallons capacity, may be used 
to: fill other containers and appliances un- 
less outside the building or in a special 
room in accordance with Section 915, and 
all drawing, except from safety cans, shall, 
where the nature of the liquid permits, be 
as provided for in Sections 981 and 982. 


At service stations the dispensing of 
alcohol and other flammable anti-freeze 
solutions from drums shall be done : outside 
the building, using pump or gravity dis- 
charge. Air pressure discharge shall not 
be used. ' 


918. Exposed Windows Must Have Wired 
Glass. 


Any building, other than a frame build- 
ing, within the limits given in Section 951, 
containing more than 500 gallons of flam- 
mable liquids in other than sealed con- 
tainers, shall have all windows in side and 
rear walls and above the first floor on street 
fronts, exposed by other buildings within 
fifty feet, provided with wired glass in 
metallic sash and frame. 


919. New Manufacturing Plants. 


Any manufacturing plant established 
after (date of enactment of ordinance) in 
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a building in which persons are employed 
abcve the second story, shall have all 
rooms, in which Class I and II liquids are 
mixed or stored in receptacles permitting 
the escape of vapor, constructed in accord- 
ance with Section 915. 


920. Existing Manufacturing Plants. 


In existing manufacturing plants where 
persons are employed above the second floor, 
all elevator, stair and other wells or ver- 
tical openings communicating to rooms in 
which Class I and II liquids are mixed or 
stored in receptacles permitting escape of 
vapor, shall be enclosed and provided with 
self-closing fire doors or trap doors with 
heat releasing devices arranged to close 
doors automatically in case of fire. 


921. Manufacturing Plants Prohibited ir 
Buildings Occupied as Dwellings. 


No manufacturing plant shall be locatec 
in any building used as a dwelling for mor 
than one family unless all Class I liquid: 
are kept in saety cans, not exceeding om 
quart in capacity, or in outside storag: 
teunks as given in Section 951, with no dis 
charge inside the building. 


922. Kettles, Vats, Etc. 


Kettles, vats, saturators and other vessel 
used in manufacturing processes, and con 
taining more than five gallons of flammabl 
liquids, shall not be located within five fee 
oi combustible material nor within fiv 
feet of any exit. unless two or more exit 
are provided, and all combustible floc 
thereunder within a radius of ten feet sha 
be protected with non-combustible cove: 
ings. All kettles and other open vesse 
shall be provided with substantial cove: 
arranged to close automatically in case < 
fire or which can be easily and readi. 
placed in position, or shall be provided wit 
an adequate automatic extinguishing devic 


923. Ventilation. 


Rooms in which Class I and II liqui' 
are used in open vats, pans or other vesse’ 
or in which Class I, II and III liquids a 
heated or otherwise ‘treated in such mann 
as to produce flammable vapor, shall 
well ventilated. Where natural ventilati 
is not sufficient the Chief of the Bureau 
Fire Prevention may require forced venti] 
tion with a vent opening of at least 
square inches in the wall at the floor ley 
near each open receptacle containing su 
liquids, or each heating device from whi 
vapors may escape and opposite to a 
door, or other air inlet. Such openin 
shall be covered with 2 x 2 mesh No. 16 g, 
vanized wire web and shall be kept cle 
of all obstructions. From each vent ope 
ing a flue, of at least 20 square inches a: 
and of non-combustible material, built ir 
the wall or floor or securely fastened ther; 
and so arranged as not to be subject 
mechanical injury, shall conduct to a 
through a sparkless exhaust fan, to be r 
continuously, and which shall be of su 
cient size to change the air in the ro 
completely every five minutes. All ¢ 
charge outlets of vent pipes shall be p 
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vided with 12x 12 mesh or equivalent non- 
corrodible wire screen and shall be so 
located that they will not expose surround- 
ing property and shall be acceptable to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 
Any other equivalent system of ventilation 
may be used when approved by the Chief 
of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


924. Extinguishers Required. 


Where ‘flammable liquids are kept, used 
or handled a quantity of loose non- 
combustible absorbents, such as dry sand 
or ashes, together with pails or scoops; and 
chemical extinguishers or other extinguish- 
ing devices or materials shall be provided 
in such quantities as may be directed by 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


Every marketing station, wholesale stor- 
age, port terminal, and other property 
here flammable liquids are stored in quan- 
ities in aboveground tanks shall, as a 
1inimum requirement, be provided with 
portable foam fire extinguishing equipment. 


925. Storage of Barrels and Drums 
imited, . 


Within tthe limits given in Section 951, 
barrels and drums containing Class I, II 
br III liquids stored outside any building 
hall not be piled upon each other nor 
tored in a passageway or beneath any win- 
ow and no open lights shall be permitted 
m any such storage yard. 


926. Drums and Barrels Must Be Kept 
losed. 


Drums or barrels for flammable liquids 
all have caps, plugs and bungs replaced 
mediately after package is emptied. 


927. Smoking Prohibited. ‘ 


In all rooms or parts of buildings which 
ontain flammable liquids in open contain- 
3 or in which the vapors from flammable 
quids are present, or in which flammable 
aquids are used in any manufacturing pro- 
bss, the carrying of matches is prohibited 
d smoking shall be a misdemeanor. Suit- 
ble ris SMOKING” signs shall be dis- 
ayed.

' 928. Lighting Shall Be by Electricity. , 

Flammable liquids shall not be drawn 
nor handled in the presence of open flame 
or fire, but may be drawn and handled 
when lighting is by incandescent electric 
lamps installed in compliance with the

STORAGE TANKS. ; 
951. Storage Must Be Outside Buildings. 


Except as otherwise permitted in this 
ordinance, the storage of flammable liquids 
shall be outside buildings, in underground 
tanks or above ground tanks; except that 
the storage in tanks above ground and out- 
side buildings is prohibited within the fol- 
lowing limits: (Note: These limits to be 
specified ; they should include the mercan- 
tile, and other congested districts and land 
near streams or other water ways which 
would carry burning liquid into congested 
district.) Provided that for existing tanks 
within such limits, which are properly 
safeguarded and do not involve a hazard to 
other property, a permit shall be granted. 


952. Underground Storage Limited. 


Tanks buried underground shall have the 
top of the tank not less than 2 feet below 
the surface of the ground, and below the 
level of any piping to which the tanks may 
be connected, except that, in lieu of the 
2-foot cover, tanks may be buried under 
12 inches of earth and a cover of reinforced 
concrete at least 5 inches in thickness pro- 
vided, which shall extend at least one foot 
beyond the outline of the tank in all direc- 
tions ; concrete cover to be placed on a firm, 
well tamped earth foundation. Where 
necessary to prevent floating, tanks shall 
be securely anchored or weighted. 


Where a tank cannot be entirely buried, 
it shall be covered over with earth to a 
depth of at least 2 feet with a slope on 
all sides not steeper than 1% feet horizontal 
to 1 foot vertical.

The limit of storage permitted shall 
depend upon the location of tank with re- 
spect to the building to be supplied and 
adjacent buildings, as follows:

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953. Capacity and location of Above 
Ground Tanks. 


(a) Outside the limits given in Section 
9E1, the distance of each outside above 
ground storage tank used, designed or in- 
tended for Class I, II or III liquids, from 
line of adjoining property or nearest build- 
ing. shall in no case be less than set forth 
in Table I. For tanks exceeding 45,000 
gallons capacity and in particular installa- 
tions for tanks of any size these distances 
shall be increased at the discretion of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention after considera- 
tion of the special features such as topo- 
graphical conditions; nature of occupancy 
end proximity to buildings on adjoining 
property, and height and character of con- 
struction of such buildings; capacity and 
construction of proposed tanks and charac- 
ter of liquids to be stored ; degree of private 
fire protection to be provided, and facilities 
of the fire department to cope with oil fires.

954. Openings in Above Ground Tanks. 


Each above ground tank, inside or outside 
buildings, over 100 gallons in capacity shall 
have vent openings, excepting emergency 
relief openings, provided with approved 
flame arresters. The covers for manholes, 
handholes and gauge holes shall be made 
tight fitting. 


(a) No form of emergency relief con- 
struction shall be required on vertical tanks 
with cone roofs having a slope of less 
than 244 incHes in 12 inches where the 
the strength of the joint between the roof 
and the shell is no greater than that of 
the weakest vertical joint in the shell. 


(b) Every other above ground tank use 
for the storage of Class I, II or III liquid 
shall have some form of relief for prevent 
ing the development of excessive interns 
pressure in case of exposure fire surrounc 
ing the tank. This may take the form c 
either a weak seam in the top or at th 
joint between the top and the shell of tk 
tank, or manhole covers kept closed b 
weight only, or some other form of eme!

(c) In tanks where entire dependence fc 
relief is placed upon some form of emer;

Tanks shall be constructed of galvanized 
steel, open hearth steel or wrought iron 
of a thickness not less than specified in 
Table 8.

A.P.I. tanks may be canstructed of con- 
crete in accordance with the Standards of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters.

Roofs or tops of tanks shall have no 
unprotected openings. Roofs or tops shall 
be firmly and permanently joined to the 
tank and all joints shall be riveted and 
caulked, brazed, welded or made tight 
by other process satisfactory to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


With the approval of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention tanks of copper 
or other suitable material or tanks of a 
special tested design may be used if after 
the necessary handling incident to installa- 
tion, they are equivalent in strength, 
rigidity, durability and tightness to the 
steel or iron tanks described above. 


958. Construction of Tanks. 


(a) Tanks shall be riveted, welded or 
brazed, and shall be soldered, caulked or 
otherwise made tight in a mechanical and 
workmanlike manner, and if to be used 
with a pressure discharge system shall 
safely sustain a hydrostatic test at least 
double the pressure to which tank may be 
subjected. Tanks shall be covered with 
asphaltum or other non-rusting paint or 
coating. All pipe connections shall be made 
through flanges or metal reinforcements 
securely riveted, welded or bolted to the 
tank and shall be made thoroughly tight. 


All openings shall be gas tight, except 
breuther vent, which shall be protected by 
flame arresters as provided in Section 954. 


(b) Where tanks are to be of welded 
construction, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention shall require evidence 
of the integrity and responsibility of the 
firm or individual doing the work, the de- 
gree to which welders are qualified and the 
character of supervision , maintained while 
welding is in process. 


(c) Where it is proposed to construct a 
tank tfor the storage of flammable liquid 
under pressure, the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention shall, prior to the issu- 
ance of a permit, require the submittal 
of detailed plans and specifications supple- 
mented by detailed information including 
the maximum pressure under which the 
liquid will be stored, and the size and 
setting of the safety valve, so as to enable 
him to determine whether compliance with 
the unfired pressure vessel code of the 
A. S. M. E. should be required. 


959 Foundations; Dikes. 


(a) In each case the bearing capacity of 
the ground shall determine the type of 
foundation to be employed. Where there 
is any doubt the Chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention may require borings ir 
order to ascertain the subsurface formation 
as a means of determining whether the pro- 
posed foundation is suited to ground con: 
ditions on the site. Tanks more than on 
foot above the ground shall have founda 
tions and supports of masonry or protectet 
steel, except that wooden cushions may bi 
used ; no combustible material shall be per 
mitted under or within ten feet of an; 
above ground outside storage tank. 


(b) All tanks containing crude oil o 
other liquids which have a tendency to boi 
over, and all tanks exceeding 50,000 gal 
lons (1,200 barrels). capacity shall be ade 
qustely and properly diked with a dik 
having capacity not less than equal i: 
vclume to that of the tank or tanks sur 
rounded; minimum height of earth dike 
to be 3 feet and of masonry dikes 30 inches 

(c) Tanks of less than 50,000 gallon 
(1,200 barrels) capacity shall, when deeme 
necessary by the Chief of the Bureau ¢ 
Fire Prevention, on account of proximit 
to streams, character of topography ¢ 
nearness to buildings of high value, I 
diked or the entire yard provided with 
curb or retaining wall or other suitab 
means taken to prevent the discharge « 
liquids on to other property in case of 
rupture in tank or piping. 


(d) Dikes or walls required by the pr 
ceding paragraphs (b) and (c) shall be : 
earth or masonry so constructed as 
afford adequate protection. When dikes su 
round tanks containing crude oil, thi 
shall have in addition to the above capacit 
suitable coping or deflector projecting i 
ward properly constructed tc minimize tl 
effect of a ‘boil over’’ wave. Dikes su 
rounding crude oil tanks shall be not le 
than 50 feet from the shell of the tank 
tanks surrounded. 


The capacity of dikes required by tt 


- Section shall be properly maintaine 
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Earthen dikes shall preferably have a flat 
section at top of not less than 3 feet 
and shall have a slope consistent with 
the angle of repose of the materials of 
which they are constructed. 


960. Stationary Tanks in Buildings; In- 
sulation of Tanks; Permissible Quantities. 


Tanks in buildings shall be constructed 
and installed as follows: 


(a) Tanks for Class II and II liquids 
of 180 gallons or less capacity, shall be 
of steel or of tin plate, suitable for the 
purpose, with all points locked, double 
seamed or riveted and also soldered or made 
tight by some equally satisfactory method ; 
aterial shall be of not less than No. 16 
auge U. S. Standard. Original barrels or 
lrums may be used until contents are 
rawn if substantially placed to prevent 
ipping or rolling, with pump _ inserted 
hrough a close fitting connection in side 
ry head. 


(b) Tanks for Class II and III liquids of 
81 to 275 gallons capacity shall be con- 
tructed of not less than No. 14 U. S&S.

(c) Tanks shall be located below the level 
f any piping to which they may be con- 
ected, or if this is impracticable, arrange- 
ents satisfactory to the Chief of the 
ureau of Fire Prevention shall be made. 


(d) Tanks shall be set on a firm founda- 

on and those exceeding 2,500 gallons 
pacity shall be supported independently 
the floor construction. 


(e) Tanks for Class III liquids used in 
nnection with oil burning equipment shall 
t exceed 275 gallons individual capacity 
550 gallons aggregate capacity (in one 
ilding), unless installed in an enclosure 
nstructed as follows:

nstead of an enclosure as above describ- 
‘the tank may be encased in reinforced 
crete not less than 6 inches in thickness, 
lied directly to the tank so as to com- 
tely eliminate any air space. 
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PIPING AND OTHER APPURTENANCES 


971. No Connections to Drains. 


All connections from tank to any house 
or sub-surface drainage system shall be 
so arranged as to prevent the flow of 
flammable liquid to any such system or 
the leakage of any flammable gases: from 
such liquids, or approved flammable liquid 
collectors shall be provided in such con- 
nection. 


972. Venting of Tanks. 


An open galvanized iron vent pipe ar- 
ranged for proper draining, or an auto- 
matically operated vent, shall be provided 
for every tank which may contain flam- 
mable vapor. The lower end of the vent 
pipe shall not extend through the top into 
as for a distance of more than one 
inch. 


Vent openings, except those on under- 
ground fuel oil tanks, shall be provided 
with approved fiame arresters. Vent open- 
ings and vent pipes shall be of sufficient 
size to prevent abnormal pressure in the 
tank during filling and except automatically 
operated vents, shall be not smaller than 
1%4-inch pipe size. Arresters shall be ac- 
cessible for examination and repair. Vent 
pipes shall be provided with weatherproof 
hoods and terminate outside of building 
and, if tight connection is made in filling 
line, shall extend to a point one foot 
above the level of the top of the highest 
reservoir from which the tanks may be 
filled and preferably not less than two feet, 
measured horizontally and _ vertically, 
from any window or other building open- 
ing. Where a power pump is used in 
filling storage tanks and a tight connection 
is made to the fill pipe, the vent shall be 
not smaller than the fill pipe. 


The vent pipe from two or more tanks 
may be connected to one upright with the 
ecnnection not less than one foot above 
the level of the top of the highest reservoir 
from which the tanks may be filled. 


973. Valve in Drawing-Off Pipes. 


All drawing-off pipes terminating inside 
of any building shall have valves at the 
discharge end; when delivery is by gravity, 
pipe shall have a shut-off valve (which 
shall preferably be of the automatically 
closing type) and in addition shall have an 
emergency valve. 


974. Valve Near Tank if Above Ground. 


Where tanks are above ground there 
stall be a valve located near the tank 
in each pipe. In case two or more tanks 
are cross-connected there shall be a valve 
near each tank in each cross-connection. 


975. Pumps. 


Pumps delivering to or taking supply 
from above ground storage tanks shall be 
provided with valves on both suction and 
discharge of pump, and in delivering to 
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tanks a check valve to prevent flow of 
liquid from tank to pump. Electric motors, 
unless of approved explosion-proof type, 
and internal combustion engines shall not 
be placed beneath tanks or elsewhere 
within the line of vapor travel. 


976. Requirements for Piping. 


Piping used for flammable liquids shall 
be standard weight wrought iron, steel or 
brass pipe or approved brass or copper 
tubing ; for working pressures in excess of 
100 pounds per square inch extra heavy 
fittings shall be used. No pipe or tubing 
‘less than one-quarter inch internal dia- 
meter shall be used. Outside piping shall 
be protected against any mechanical injury 
when within 5 feet of ground level. Inside 
piping shall be rigidly supported. 


977. Leaky Piping. 


Defective and leaking piping shall be 
made tight immediately or replaced. 


978. Pipes for Class I and II Liquids 
in Rooms Containing Open Flames. 


Piping carrying Class I and IIT liquids, 
unless without joints or connections, shall 
not extend through any room which con- 
tains any open light or fire. 


979. Filling Pipe. 


The end of the filling pipe for under- 
ground storage tanks for Class I and II 


Liquids shall be carried to an approved © 


location outside of any building, but not 
within 5 feet of any entrance door, or cel- 
Jar opening; this filling pipe shall be closed 
by a screw cap. 


980. Deliveries to Storage Tanks. 


Deliveries of flammable liquids of Class 
I and II, where practical, shall be made 
directly to the storage tank through the 
filling pipe by means of a hose or pipe 
between the filling pipe and barrel, tank 
wagon or tank car from which such liquid 
is being drawn. 


981. Pump Required. 


Except as permitted in Section 983, flam- 
mable liquids shall be drawn from tanks 
by pumps so constructed as to prevent 
leaking or splashing, or by some other 
system approved by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention, with controll- 
ing apparatus and piping so arranged as to 
allow control of the amount of discharge 
and prevent leakage or discharge inside the 
building by any derangement of the system. 
When inside a building, the pump or other 
drawing-off device for Class I or II Liquids 
shall be located on or above the grade 
floor, preferably near an entrance or other 
well-ventilated place. 


982. No Gravity Feed Permitted. 


Except as permitted in Section 983, no 
tanks, drums, nor other containers inside 
a building, or discharging inside a building 
‘Shall be provided with a faucet or other 
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bottom-drawing device which will permit 
the gravity flow of liquids inside the build- 
ing. Pipes shall not terminate at any 
point lower than the level of source of 
supply. 


983. Exceptions to Sections 981 and 982. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
vention may permit the storage and gravity 
flow of flammable liquids in connection 
with domestic oil burning equipments, in 
refineries, and in manufacturing and job- 
bing plants where the nature of the manu- 
facturing process requires such storage and 
flow, and also the storage and gravity flow 
of commodities of Classes IZ and III in 
stores, plants and establishments, where 
the nature of the liquid will not permit 
pumping; provided that the contents of 
tanks holding Class I liquid shall be suffi- 
cient only for one day’s operations and such 
storage shall be in a room in accordance 
with Section 915. 


984. Fuel Oil Equipments. 


An approved domestic type oil burnei 
may be supplied by gravity from two con- 
nected inside or outside storage tanks, pro- 
vided neither tank exceeds 275 gallon: 
capacity and they are connected to thi 
fuel line by an approved 3-way valve. 


NOTE: Requirements for the installa 
tion of equipments for the use of flam 
miable liquids as a fuel under boilers, furn 
aces, kilns, ovens and other apparatus ar 
covered in this ordinance under the follow 
ing Sections: 


904, 907 and 908: Permits and apprc 
vals; 918, 914, 952, 958, 954, 956, 95" 
958, 960, 972 and 980: location, cor 
struction and equipment of storag 
tanks ; 973, 974, 976, 977, 981, 983, 985 
valves, piping and pumps. 


Gravity feed to approved burners ir 
stalled in stoves and ranges is permitte 
subject to the following provisions: 


1. That no gravity tank exceed a cap: 
city of six gallons. 


2. That no glass bottle or metal tar 
of the vacuum feed type have a capaci 
in excess of 3 gallons, and that not mo 
than two such bottles or tanks be co 
nected to a single heating unit. 


3. That metal tanks as referred to 
Paragraph 1 above be substantially co 
structed and specifically approved for t 
purpose intended. 


4. That such systems be provided wi 
suitable automatic sofeguards to preve 
flocding of the burner.’ 


5. That such gravitv or’ vacuum tan 
be located not less tha.. +~wo feet from t 
device in which the mer is install 
provided the temperature rise of the, 
supply at this distance is not excess: 
when the burner is operated at full cay 
city. That supply tanks be securely atta: 
ed to non-combustible supports rigi 
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fastened to the floor or wall in such a 
manner as to minimize the possibility of 
mechanical injury due to accidental con- 
tact, jarring or vibration; and that such 
supply tanks be provided with means for 
determining the oil level which will not 
involve the possibility of leakage of oil. 


985. Relief Valves for Pumps for En- 
gines and Fuel Oil Equipments. 


In systems using pumps to supply auxili- 
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ery tanks or headers, which feed internal 
combustion engines or fuel oil burners, 
provision shall be made to return surplus 
oil to the supply tank; any valve installed 
in the line shall be of pressure relief type. 


986. Tank Trucks. 


Tanks shall be constructed of open hearth 
or blue annealed steel, or other suitable 
material of a strength equivalent to the 
following table: 





Aggregate 

Capacity 

(Gallons) Shell 
Up to 600 14 gauge 
600 to 1200 12 gauge 
Over 1200 10 gauge 


Tanks, exceeding 1200 gallons in capa- 
city, may be constructed with 12 gauge 
shells and 10 gauge heads provided they 
are sub-divided into compartments of 600 
gallons or less and are mounted on chassis 
equipped with low pressure balloon tires. 


Shell and head joints shall be welded, 
riveted and welded, brazed or riveted and 
brazed, riveted and calked, or made tight 
by some equally satisfactory process. 


Each compartment of the completed tank 
shall be tested and proven tight at 5 pounds 
minimum pressure. Fill openings shall be 
4 inches minimum diameter. 


Tanks in excess of 600 gallons capacity 
‘shall be subdivided into compartments, 
none of which shall exceed 600 gallons 
capacity. 


Each tank compartment shall be provided 
with a suitable operating vent, and in ad- 
dition thereto venting facilities of such 
size and capacity as will prevent rupture 
of the tank from such internal pressures 
as may be created by exposure fires. 


All draw-off valves or faucets shall have 
discharge end threaded or otherwise so 
designed as to permit of tight connection 

ith hose extending to fill-pipe. 


Every tank truck shall be provided with 
reperly attached rear steel bumpers. The 


lIraw-off valve or faucets in case of colli- 
ion. : 
Each compartment of a gravity dis- 
harge truck tank shall be equipped with 
reliable and efficient shut-off valve lo- 
ated inside the shell of the tank in the 
ompartment outlet, and except during de- 
ivery operations such valves shall be auto- 
atically -kept,.c!ased, or shall be so inter- 
focked with de*i;ry operation that it will 
e mechanically-ciosed when delivery opera- 
ions are completed, 


The operating mechanism for such valves 
hall be provided with a secondary control,

remote from the tank filling parts and 
discharge faucets for use in event of acci- 
dents or fire during delivery operations, and 
such control mechanism shall be provided 
with a fusible point which will cause valves 
to close automatically in case of fire. 


In every case there shall be provided 
between the shut-off valve seat and dis- 
charge faucet, a shear section which will 
break under strain and leave the shut-off 
valve seat intact. 


Tanks, chassis, axle and springs shall be 
metallically connected. Tank trucks shall 
be equipped with drag chains long enough 
to reach the ground. 


During the filling operation metallic con- 
tact shall be maintained between the fill 
pipe and the tank truck. 


The foregoing provisions shall also apply 
to,the construction and operation of trailers 
and semi-trailers. All trailers shal] be 
firmly and securely attached to the towing 
vehicle by means of suitable draw-bars, 
supplemented by safety chains. 


Every trailer shall be equipped with a 
reliable system of brakes with reliable pro- 
visions for operation from the _driver’s 
seat of the vehicle drawing it. 


Each trailer shall be provided with side 
lights and a tail light. 


Every tank truck and trailer shall be 
equipped with at least one approved hand 
fire extinguisher of a type suitable for ex- 
tinguishing oil fires. 
Painted 


987. Containers Distinctive 


Colors. 


Portable containers for Class I and II 
liquids shall be painted red (entire con- 
tainer or conspicuous band or stripe) and 
be conspicuously lettered in black, ‘‘Dan- 
gerous—Keep Lights and Fire Away.” It 
shall be a misdemeanor to keep or place 
the above mentioned liquids in containers 
other than those marked as designed, or 
to use the containers for any other liquids 
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or substances than those specified or fail 
to keep their exterior clean so that color- 
ing and lettering are easily distinguishable. 


The Bureau of Fire Prevention may 
specify the location of the building or 
gerage in which tank trucks and trailers 
may be stored when not in use or when 
undergoing repairs. 


988. Refineries. 


No permit shall be granted for the 
establishment of a new plant or an addition 
to a plant for refining, distilling or con- 
Censing petroleum and natural gas within 
the limits of the city until after a survey 
has been made by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention and an _ investigation 
made of all hazardous conditions connected 
therewith. If there are no schools, churches, 
hospitals or public halls within 300 feet, 
and no other buildings than those of the 
plant within 150 feet of the proposed dis- 
tilling or condensing plant, and other con- 
ditions are consistent with the spirit and 
intent of this ordinance, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention shall grant a 
permit for the location desired; provided, 
also, that a guarantee to maintain an 
open space 150 feet on all sides shall be 
given by the applicant. 


Part 10. 


THE APPLICATION OF FLAMMABLE 
FINISHES. 


General Requirements. 


1001. Definition. 


The term ‘finishing shop” shall mean a 
building or part thereof used for the appli- 
cation of flammable finishes by means of 
spraying or dipping. is 


1002. Permits. 


A permit shail be required for any finish- 
ing shop using more than 1 gallon of ma- 
terial on any working day, or storing in 
connecting with the use thereof, more than 
5 gallons of flammable finish. 


1003. Location. 


Finishing shops in buildings of wooden 
construction or in buildings used in whole 
or in part for human habitation or in con- 
nection with stores shall be suitably cut 
off by fire partitions or fire walls from 
other portions of the building, and shall 
be equipped with an automatic sprinkler 
system. 


1004. Storage of Flammable Finishes in 
Finishing Shops. 


The storage of flammable finishes inside 
of finishing shops shall be restricted as 
follows: 


(a) Not to exceed 20 gallons, with no 
container exceeding 1 gallon in capacity, 
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may be stored on a substantial shelf at 


- least 4 feet above the floor and with suit- 


able guard strips to prevent containers 
from falling. 


(b) Not over 50 gallons with no con- 
tainer exceeding 5 gallons capacity may be 
stored in a cabinet, entirely enclosed and 
made of suitably stiffened sheet iron of at 
least 18 U. S. gauge in thickness, and 
double walled with 14%4-inch air space or 
equivalent construction. Doors shall be of 
construction equivalent to the walls of the 
cabinets, be provided with 3-point lock, 
fit closely, and be kept closed when not in 
use. Door sills shall be raised at least 2 
inches above the bottom of the cabinet. 


(c) Quantities in excess of those given 
under (a) and (b) shall be in suitable 
storage and mixing rooms as specified in 
Section 915. 


1005. Mixing. 


(a) Mixing operations shall be carried 
on only in storage rooms as outlined in 
Section 915 or in special mixing rooms of 
equivalent construction ; provided that con- 
tainers of a total capacity not exceeding 2 
gallons may be opened and their contents 
mixed.in the finishing room, during such 
times as the ventilating system is in opera- 
tion. 


(b) Receptacles containing flammable fin- 
ishes shall be kept tightly covered. 


1006. Containers. 


(a) All containers of flammable finishes 
shall be of metal suitably constructed to 
prevent leakage: I. C. C. containers shall 
be acceptable for storage. 


(b) Containers used as part of the spray- 
ing outfit shall be .of metal, except that 
glass containers not exceeding 1 pint capac- 
ity, also containers with glass inner linings 
of not more than 1 gallon capacity (pro- 
tected with a metal holder or guard perma- 
nently fixed around the container) may be 
used. 


1007. Ventilation: 


(a) Unless suitable ventilated spray 
bocths are used for all finishing operations, 
finishing rooms shall be continuously venti- 
lated during operation. Ventilation shall 
be such as to effect at least one complete 
change of air every three minutes. 


(b) Exhaust outlets in finishing rooms 
shall be located not over 5 feet above the 
floor and shall discharge directly outside 
of building. Stacks and ducts shall be 
of substantial construction with joints 
riveted and soldered or otherwise made 
tight. They shall extend as directly as 
possible to the outside air and preferably 
not through other rooms, and be so ar 
ranged that the discharge of vapor an¢ 
residue or fire therefrom will not endange 
property. They shall not be connected t 
other ventilating or collecting systems. 
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1008. Lighting and Electrical Soa 


ment: : 


Artificial lighting ‘shall be by elaatrtalty: 


only. All electrical ‘wiring and equipment 


in finishing shops shall be in accord with 


the National Electrical Code rules for Haz- 
ardous Loéations. ~ 


Where spraying is done in phanedte ar- 
ranged spray booths, portions of the room 


more than 20 feet from a booth need not _ 
be considered Hazardous Locations under | 
the National Electrical Code unless such ~ 


portions are so classified as the result of 


other operations. In the area within 20 ~ 


feet of ‘properly arranged spray booths 


the National Electrical Code rules for | 


Hazardous Location may be modified to 


allow motors of the totally enclosed type 


or of the open induction type having no 
brushes, make or break contacts, collectors 


or. other arcing or sparking parts, and to’ 


allow ldmps of the enclosed vapor-tight 
type. 


1009. Housekeeping. 
(a) Finishing shops shall be kept free 


from all unnecessary combustible mate- 
rials ‘and refuse. — ; 


(b) Floors of finishing shops, drain. 


boards and the interior of spray booths 
shall be thoroughly cleaned at least once 
a day and all fans, ducts, side walls and 
ceilings kept as clean as may be _ practi- 
eable at all times. In cleaning, care shall 
be taken to use implements which will not 
create sparks. Wherever practicable sur- 
faces to be cleaned shall be sprayed or 
otherwise wet down with water before 
leaning. Sweepings or deposits from spray 
booths or rooms, ducts or stacks shall be 
immediately removed from the building 
and safely disposed of, 


(c) Metal waste cans with self-closing 
overs shall be provided for all waste and 
ags which have come in contact with 
paints, varnishes, and other finishing com- 
pounds. 


1010. Open Flames and Heating. 


No open fiame shall be permitted in 
torage or mixing rooms, storage cabinets, 
nishing rooms, or spray booths. For 
heating purposes indirect systems only, 
uch as steam, hot air or hot water, shall 
e used. 


1011. Grounding: 


All metal spray booths, dip tanks, bake 
vens, mixers, filters, pumps, motors and 
hafting shall be electrically grounded in 
n effective manner. 


1012. Fire Extinguishing Equipment. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
ntion shall require the installation of 
ortable fire extinguishers or other fire 
xtinguishing appliances as may be deemed 
ecessary in finishing rooms, or near stor- 
re cabinets and spray booths. 
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1013. Smoking. 


Smoking shall be prohibited in any room 
used for the storage of flammable finishes 
and in any finishing room. Suitable “NO 


SMOKING” signs shall be prominently dis-. 


played. 


SPRAYING. 


1014. (a) All spraying shall - be. per- 
formed in a spray room or spray booth as 
specified below or its equivalent. 


(b) If spraying is performed in a room 
not. provided with spray booths as here- 
in provided, such spray room shall be sepa- 
rated from the remainder of the building 
by partitions of fire-resistive construction 
equivalent to incombustible. wallboard on 
wooden studding, cement or gypsum plaster 
on metal lath on wooden studding or wood- 
en studding covered on both sides with 
sheet iron. Doors in openings in spray 
room partition shall. be equal in fire resist- 
ance to partition and shall be of the self- 
closing type or so installed as to close 
automatically in case of fire. 


(c) Spray booths shall be of metal or 
other non-combustible material and of 
ample size to accommodate the object to 
be sprayed. 


(d) Spray booths shall be provided with 
exhaust systems of sufficient capacity to 
adequately remove vapors or residues. Sup- 
ply of air entering the room where the 
spray booths are located shall be substan- 
tially equivalent to the exhaust capacity 
provided. Each spray booth shall have 
an independent stack or vent, except that 
not more than 3 booths each with less ‘than 
6 square feet frontal area may connect to 
one stack. They shall be properly sup- 
ported and shall have at least a 6-inch 
clearance where passing through wooden 
filcors, roofs, partitions or in close prox- 
al to them or other combustible mate- 
rial. 


(e) Ventilating fans in spray rooms and 
booths shall be kept in continuous opera- 
tion while spraying is being carried on and 
shall not be stopped until all flammable 
vapors have been removed. 


(f) Pails or receptacles shall. not exceed 
10 gallons capacity for gravity feed to 
spray guns and shall be kept covered 
with tight fitting non-combustible covers. 
Only wire cables or those containing 
stranded wire cores shall be used to sus- 
pend gravity-feed pails. 


Pails or receptacles containing flammable 
finishes shall be returned to the storage 
cabinet or storage room at the close of 
each day. 


(g) No portable lamps shall be used in- 
side spray rooms or booths. Lamps shall 
be prohibited inside spray booths and ducts 
and in any location where there is possi- 
bility of the spray coming into direct con- 
tact with lamp or fixture. 
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Electric motors shall not be placed inside 
booths or ducts. 


(h) Motor vehicles shall not be moved 
by their own power while in the finishing 
room. Electric storage batteries shall b 
removed. ; 


DIP TANKS. 


1015. Dip tanks having an area in excess 
of 10 square feet shall be provided with 
approved covers arranged to close auto- 
matically in case of fire and also arranged 
so that they can be closed manually. 
Smaller dip tanks shall be provided with 
suitable covers or with asbestos blankets 
which can be placed over the tanks. If 
dip tanks are protected by an approved 
autematic fire extinguishing system employ- 
ing a fire retardant chemical or gas or 
water spray the covers specified above may 
be omitted. 


JAPANNING AND ENAMELING. 


1016. Japanning and enameling drying 
ovens shall not be placed in contact with 
wood’ floors or other combustible material. 
Heating of ovens shall be done by steam 
coils, indirect hot air circulation through 
oven to outside, indirect hot oil circulating 
tipes, indirect gas burners or electricity. 
Open flames or fires shall not be in com- 
munication with the compartments where 
goods are being treated. 


Part 11. 
DRY CLEANING AND DRY DYEING. 


1101. Dry cleaning shall include the re- 
nmioval of dirt, grease, paints and other 
stains from wearing apparel, textiles, 
fabrics, furs, rugs and similar articles by 
immersion or agitation in flammable liquids 
or by brushing or scouring with such 
liquids. 


1102. Spotting is the local application 
of flammable liquids to spots of dirt, grease, 
paints or stains, and shall be limited to 
the use of one quart of such liquid, stored 
and applied from an approved safety can. 


1103. Dry dyeing is the process of dye- 
ing in a solution of dye colors and flam- 
mable liquids. 


1104... No dry cleaning or dry dyeing 
shall be permitted without a permit from 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention. 


1105. No permit shall be given for any 
dry cleaning or dry dyeing operation except 
in a plant conforming to the requirements 
of Part 11 of this ordinance. 


1106. Spotting is prohibited in any room 
not provided with a safe means of exit 
direct to the outside air. 


1107. Dry cleaning and dry dyeing build- 
ings shall be not closer than ten feet to 
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the line of adjoining property, except when 
the exposing wall of the dry cleaning build- 
ing is of standard brick or equivalent con- 
struction and without openings it may be 
located on the property line but in no case 
shall more than two sides have blank walls. 


Height shall be not over one-story, with- 
out attic, concealed roof space, basement 
or pits. 


Walls shall be brick, not less than 12 
inches thick, or equivalent construction. 
Wall finish shall be either plain or plas- 


tered without furring. Division walls be- 


tween this and other buildings shall be 
blank. Two exists shall be provided remote 
from each other and leading directly to 
the outside of the building. Wired glass 


for windows shall be in sash so hung that 


they will readily swing out in case of an 
explosion. Such sash shall not be secured. 
Glass area in walls shall be so located as 


to vent the force of any explosion in the 


direction or directions of least exposure. 
Doors shall be approved fire doors. 


Floor shall not be below grade and must 
be free from pits. wells and pockets. The 
wearing surface shall be of an incombus- 
tible material. 


Roof shall be flat, of fireproof construc- 
tion. If, due to local conditions, it is 
desirable to vent possible explosions up- 
ward the roof shall be of light construction 
and of incombustible material. 


Skylights shall be provided. They shall 
be constructed of metal frame and sash 
and be provided with wired glass. The 
sash shall be of the pivot type, and so hung 
as to readily swing out in case of an explo- 
sion. 


1108. Drying rooms if under the same 
roof as the dry cleaning and dry dyeing 
rocms shall be separated from such rooms 
by a fire-resistive wall. The entrance to 
such drying room or rooms shall be pro- 
vided with standard, self-closing fire doors. 
Ventilation of such drying rooms shall con- 
form to the requirements for ventilation 
of dry cleaning and dry dyeing buildings, 
and the provisions for fire extinguishment 
shall be complied with. If the drying 
room is in a separate building, it shall 
conform in construction and equipment to 
al] requirements for dry cleaning and dry 
dyeing buildings. 


1109. A mechanical system of ventila.- 
tion of sufficient capacity to insure com. 
plete and continuous change of air in dry 
cleaning and dry dyeing rooms once every 
three minutes shall be installed and shal 
be provided with means for remote control 


1110. All electrical equipment shall b: 
installed in accordance with the Nationa 
Electrical Code for hazardous locations. 


1111. The spiders, blades, and casing 
of all exhaust fans shall be of non-ferrou 
metal. 


1112. Heating shall be by steam or ho 
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water only. Steam and hot water pipes 
and radiators for heating and drying pur- 
poses shall be at least one inch from all 


woodwork and shall be protected by sub-' 


stantial metal screens arranged so as to 
prevent combustible goods or materials 
from coming in contact with such pipes 
and radiators. 


1113. Boilers when possible shall be 
lecated in a detached building. When in 
a building adjoining cleaning or dry dye- 
ing rooms the boiler room shall be cut off 
by an unpierced brick wall, at least twelve 
inches thick or equivalent. 


1114. All solvent storage tanks shall be 
underground, and installed and equipped 
in accordance with Part 9 of this ordi- 
nance. 


1115. All apparatus shall be in accord- 
ance with the following general require- 
ments: 


(a) The handitng. of solvents from and 
to the various machines shall be through 
closed circuits of piping. Pumps of posi- 
tive displacement type shall have a by-pass 
and relief valve. 


(b) Gauge glasses and look boxes or win- 
dows, the breakage of which would permit 
the escape of flammable liquids, shall be 
of a type not readily damaged by heat and 
shall be reliably protected against mechani- 
cal injury. 


(c) A separate suction and discharge 
connection shall be provided to the pump 
for removal of sludge from the under- 
ground treating and settling tanks. The 
suction pipe shall be carried to the tank 
bottom and the discharge connection to an 
approved oil separator. 


(d) All piping shall be tested to a pres- 
sure of at least fifty pounds and proven 
tight and otherwise protected against 
mechanical injury. 


(e) Individual button and lint traps shall 
be provided for each washer and a master 
strainer shall be installed in the main 
waste line. 


1116. Each washing machine shall be 
provided with an overflow pipe one size 
larger than the size of the solvent supply 
line to the machine. Such overflow pipe 
shall be connected to the shell of the 
washer so that the top of the overflow is 
below the bottom of the bearings, shall 
be without shut-off valves and shall be 
arranged to discharge to an underground 
tank. 


- 1117. Washing machines shall be pro- 
vided with liquid-tight doors of the outside 
case hinge type, arranged to be self-closing 
or to close automatically in case of fire. 


1118. Clarifiers, stills, condensers and 
treating tanks shall be of a type which 
will not expose the liquid during any part 
of the process of reclamation. Steam or 
hot water only shall be used to secure the 
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necessary temperature. Stills and condensers 
shall be liquid and gas tight. 


1119. Each still and other container of 
flammable liquid shall be provided with an 
automatic heat actuated emergency drain 
connection of ample capacity to discharge 
entire contents to underground storage 
tanks within a period of five minutes. 


1120. Dry tumblers shall be vapor-tight, 
and shall be provided with self-closing 
explosion hatches having an area equal to 
at least 10 per cent of the total area of 
the cylinders, excluding the ends. Hatches 
shall be arranged to open away from the 
operator. 


1121. Drying tumblers shall be provided 
with a steam jet, of not less than %-inch 
size, for steaming duging the drying 
process. 


1122. Drying tumblers shall be venti- 
lated to the outside air by means of proper- 
ly constructed pipes and ducts connected to 
an exhaust fan of sufficient capacity to 
remove all dust, vapors, or fibres gener- 
ated by the process. Such discharge pipes 
shall be carried to a height of not less 
than six feet above the roof. 


Discharge pipes shall not terminate with- 
in ten feet measured horizontally from any 
door, window or frame wall of any adjoin- 
ing or adjacent building. 


The fan shall be properly housed and 
kept in operation while the drying tumbler 
is in use. The fan blades and housing 
shall be constructed of non-ferrous metal. 


1123. Extractor baskets shall have a rim 
of non-ferrous metal and shall be well 
balanced. 


1124. Extractors shall be provided with 
a cover of non-ferrous metal or brass screen 
held in a substantial frame. 


1125. Extractors shall be provided with 
a drain pipe not less than 1%-inches in 
diameter connected direct to underground 
storage tanks or to the washer through an 
approved extractor pump with connections 
fitted with proper gate valves. 


Brakes, if used, shall be so designed as 
to prevent the striking of sparks or devel- 
oping excessive heat. 


1126. All scouring or brushing opera- 
tions shall be carried on in the dry clean- 
ing room or in a separate fire-resistive 
compartment with wall openings to the 
outside only. 


1127. The scouring or brushing table 
shall have a liquid-tight top with a curb 
on al sides not less than one-inch high. 
The top of the table shall be so pitched as 
to ensure thorough draining to a 11-inch 
drain connection with liquid seal trap direct 
to underground tank. Metal tops where 
used shall be liquid-tight, and permanently 
and effectively grounded. The table shall 
be secured to the floor or wall. 
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1128. The scouring or brushing table or 
serubbing tub shall be so located as to 
ensure thorough and effective disposal of 
vapors through the ventilating system. 


1129. Scrubbing tubs shall be secured 
to the floor and shall be provided with per- 
manent 14-inch trapped drains to under- 
ground tanks; the total amount of solvent 
used in such oren containers shall not 
exceed 3 gallons. 


1130. Suitable “NO SMOKING” signs 
shall be posted. 


1131. Approved extinguishing devices of 
a type suitable for use on oil fires shall be 
provided. These may be hand extinguishers 
and, if necessary, wheeled extinguishers, 
depending upon the size of the plant. In 
no case shall there be less than one foam 
extinguisher of the 2%4-gallon size at each 
entrance. 


1132. Each dry dyeing room, dry clean- 
ing room, and drying room and each wash- 
ing machine and dry tumbler shall be 
equipped with an approved extinguishing 
system employing a fire retarding chemi- 
eal or gas or steam. Supply pipes shall 
be of sufficient capacity to completely fill 
the room or space in less than one minute. 
Suitable operating valves shall be located 
outside the protected room; systems other 
than steam may be made to operate auto- 
matically. Such systems shall be eontinu- 
ally available while the plant is in opera- 
tion. 


1133. All machinery and all containers 
of flammable liquids. shall be rigidly 
fastened to a substantial foundation or to 
the floor, and shall be electrically grounded 
and all pulleys and belting in the dry 
cleaning room shall have grounded col- 
lectors or’ other suitable devices for the 
removal of static electricity. All revolving 
parts of machinery «shall. be grounded 
through the end of the shaft, in addition 
to grounding the shell of the container. 


1134. Systems Using Low-Hazard Sol- 
vents. 


(a) With systems utilizing only solvents 
rated as to hazard by Underwriters’ Labo- 
ratories, Inc., at 40 or below, and em- 
ploying approved dryers or approved equip- 
ment for washing and drying in the same 
machine, sections 1107, 1108, 1132 of .the 
foregoing rules may be waived and elec- 
trical equipment need not be on the basis 
of hazardous locations; also underground 
storage tanks are not required, and over- 
flow and drain pipes, where required, may 


be connected to suitable tanks provided for ‘ 


that purpose. 


(b) Dry cleaning or dry dyeing opera- 
tions as outlined in paragraph (a) above 
shall not be carried on in buildings of 
frame construction or of residential occu- 
pancy, and if in a building with other 
occupancy shall be separated therefrom by 
partitions having a fire resistance rating 
of not less than one hour with openings 
protected by fire doors, and by ceilings 
of not less than %-inch cement or gypsum 
plaster on metal lath. 
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.(c) Rooms used as above shall not have 
floors below grade or with pits, wells or 
pockets; the floors shall be of non-com- 
bustible construction or covered with non- 
combustible material. Such rooms _ shall 
not be located above another story other 
than a basement; if over a basement the 
floor shall be tight against passage of 
liquids or vapors to the basement. 


Part 12. 
PREVENTION OF DUST EXPLOSIONS. 


1201. The Bureau of Fire Prevention is 
hereby authorized to prohibit further oper- 
ation in any grain elevator, flour, starch 
or feed mill or plant pulverizing cocoa, 
sugar, spices, coal, or other material pro- 
ducing flammable dusts where: 


(a) Elevator legs, spouts, hoppers and 
other conveyors are not dust tight. 


(b) Accumulations of dust are permitted 
in the interior of the building and a suit- 
able dust removal system is not maintained. 


(c) Open flame or spark producing equip- 
ment is permitted in rooms containing 
dusty atmospheres. 


(d) Pneumatic or magnetic separators are 
not maintained ahead of all grinding or 
pulvering machines. 


(e) Operation is not under competent 
supervision. 


(f) Machinery and parts of the crushing, 
drying, pulverizing and conveying Sy eemaR 
are not adequately grounded.

Part 13. _ 
HAZARDOUS CHEMICALS. 


1301. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention shall be empowered to restrict 
the storage, handling and sale of chemicals 
and chemical compounds which are of a 
corrosive or poisonous nature, or which 
materially increase the fire hazard. Where 
kept in containers or packages usual to the 
retail trade, no general restriction shall 
apply other than shelving shall be substan- 
tial and storage shall be neat and orderly. 


1302. For storage of hazardous chemicals 
jin warehouses, factories and wholesale 
stores, material of an oxidizing nature, 
such as nitrates, nitrites, chlorates, etc., 
shall be stored in dry places, and 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
vention may require a separate room or 
building when the quantity stored consti- 
tutes a material hazard. 


1303. Bulk storage or storage of two or 
more carboys of acid shall be outside in a 
yard or an enclosure, or properly protected 
on the roof of the building, or in‘a special 
room provided with a suitable container for 
the character of acid in case of breakage 
or leak. 
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1304. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention may require the separation, or 
isolation of any chemical which is of a 
nature which in combination with other 
chemical or with organic matter may bring 
about a fire or explosion or may liberate a 
hazardous or poisonous gas. 


Part 14. 
COMBUSTIBLE FIBRES. 


1401. The term combustible fibres shall 
include cotton, sisal, henequen, ixtle, jute, 
hemp, tow, cocoa fibre, oakum, baled waste, 
kepok, hay, straw, Spanish moss and ex- 
celsior. 


1402. Loose fibres (not in suitable bales 
or packages), whether housed or in the 
open, shall not be stored within 100 feet 
oh ag building except as hereinafter spe- 
cified. 


1403. Not to exceed 100 cubic feet of 
loose combustible fibre may be kept in any 
building provided storage is in a metal- 
lired wooden bin, equipped with a self- 
clusing metal-lined cover. 


1404. Quantities exceeding 100 cubic feet 
of loose combustible fibre, but not exceeding 
500 cubic feet, may be stored in rooms or 
compartments having floor, walls and ceil- 
ing constructed of material possessing suf- 
ficient fire resistance to withstand a stand- 
ard one-hour fire test. For this purpose 
construction consisting of one-half inch 
approved asbestos or plaster board covered 
with sheet metal and securely fastened by 
2-inch nails will be considered satisfactory. 
Openings into such rooms or compartments 
shall be cut off from other parts of the 
building by approved fire doors. 


1405. Quantities exceeding 500 cubic 
feet of loose combustible fire may be stored 
in approved vaults, constructed as follows: 


(a) Storage vaults shall preferably be 
located outside of buildings. If located 
inside, safety vents to outside air shall be 
provided. 


(b) Walls, floors, and ceilings shall be 
constructed of brick or other approved non- 
combustible material. Roofs of outside 
vaults shall likewise be of non-combustible 
material but may be so constructed as to 
readily give way in case of an internal 
explosion. 


(c) Openings, if any, between vault and 
main building shall be protected on each 
side of the wall by an approved fire door. 
Wall openings in outside vaults exposing 
other property (not sufficiently detached to 
be considered cut off) shall be protected by 
approved fire doors or equivalent. 


(d) Vaults located within buildings’ and 
exceeding 1,000 cubic feet storage capacity 
shall be protected by approved automatic 
sprinklers, if possible. Where such protec- 
tion is not available steam jets or inert gas 
systems approved for fire extinguishing 
purposes shall be installed. 
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(e) Not to exceed 2,500 cubic feet of 
loose fibre may be stored in detached ‘‘loose 
house” suitably located, with openings 
properly protected against entrance of 
sparks. The ‘“‘loose house’ shall be used 
for no other purpose. 


1406. Blocks or piles of baled fibre shall 
be separated from adjacent storage by 
aisles not less than 5 feet wide; or by flash 
fire barriers consisting of continuous sheets 


of non-combustible material extending from - 


floor to a height of at least one foot above 
the highest point of piles and projecting 
< least one foot beyond the sides of the 
piles. 


1407. Sisal and other fibres in bales 
bound with combustible tie ropes, also jute 
and other fibres liable to swell when wet, 
shall be stored to allow for expansion to the 
extent of 20 per cent of their bulk in any 
direction without endangering building 
walls, ceilings or columns. Not less than 
3 feet clearance shall be maintained be- 
tweent sprinkler pipes and tops of piles. 
Not less than 3 feet clearance shall be left 
between walls and sides of piles, except that 
if storage compartment is not more than 
30 feet in width, one foot clearance at side 
walls will be sufficient, provided a center 
aisle not less than 5 feet wide is main- 
tained. 


' 


Part 15. 
REFRIGERATION. 


1501. (a) No installation of a refrigerat- 
ing unit or system containing in excess of 
20 pounds of refrigerant shall be made until 
a permit has been obtained from the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention, except that no permit 
shall be required for non-condensing re- 
frigerating systems using air as a refriger- 
ant. 


(b) Systems requiring a permit and con- 
taining any refrigerant which is harmful 
to health and the vapors of which are not 
readily apparent through odor or irritating 
effect shall have added to such refrigerant 
a suitable leak detecting agent which will 
give warning before dangerous concentra- 
tions are reached. This restriction shall not 
apply to systems employing carbon dioxide. 


(c) For the purpose of this ordinance a 
“toxic”. refrigerant is one falling in Under- 
writers’ Laboratories, Inc. toxicity classi- 
fication Groups 1 to 4 inclusive. The 
following refrigerants are toxic as thus 
defined, or are flammable or both toxic and 
flammable. 


Ammonia Methyl Bromide 
Butane | Methyl Chloride 
Dichlorethylene Methyl Formate 
Ethane Propane 

Ethyl Bromide Sulphur Dioxide 
Ethyl Chloride 


1502. Except in plants used exclusively 
for ice making, refrigeration or cold stor- 
age no system containing over 100 pounds 
of toxic or flammable refrigerant shall be 
installed unless it conforms to the follow- 
ing provisions: 
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(a) Refrigeration shall be by the indirect 
method, except that direct refrigeration 
will be permitted in rooms, vaults or other 
spaces used for storage only, or in connec- 
tion with a manufacturing process located 
on the ground floor only and with adequate 
exit facilities. No brine circulating system 
employing a brine having a flash point 
below 100° F. shall be permitted in any 
leeation in which an indirect system only 
is permissible. 


(b) Each compressor shall be in a special 
machinery room with suitable exit to the 
outside. Adequate means for ventilation 
shall be provided by a door or window open- 
ing to the outside or a mechanical system 
of ventilation shall be provided. 


(c) Remote control shall be provided such 
that all machinery can be shut down with- 
out entering the machinery room. 


(d) Suitable mask shall be provided, 
which shall be kept in operative condition 
in an easily accessible case or cabinet imme- 
diately outside the machinery room. 


(e) All doorways between the machinery 
room and other parts of the building shall 
be normally closed and shall be tight fitting. 
No other openings between the machinery 
room and other parts of the building shall 
be permitted. 


(f) No open flame or spark producing 
device shall be permitted in any refrigerat- 
ing machinery room with a system con- 
taining a flammable refrigerant. 


1503. (a) No system containing over 
1,000 pounds of butane, ethane, propane or 
other refrigerant having a flash point below 
25° F. shall be permitted within the follow- 
ing limits: (Boundary limits should include 
the mercantile and cosely built residential 
sections. } 


(b) No system of the intermittent absorp- 
tion type containing over 1,000 pounds of 
refrigerant shall be permitted, and no sys- 
tem of the intermittent absorption type 
containing over 100 pounds of refrigerant 
shall be permitted unless the heating 
medium is low pressure steam. 


(c) Coils carrying refrigerants which are 
flammable or which are toxic as defined in 
paragraph 1501 (c), shall not be placed in 
air ducts or other air circulating passages 
of air cooling systems. Brine or water 
cooled by such refrigerants may be sprayed 
into such air passages or may be circulated 
through coils located in such passages, but 
no such brine shall contain any flammable 
constitutent. 


1504. (a) All refrigerant piping, tubing 
and fittings shall be of a material suitable 
for the refrigerant employed. 


(b) Standard wall thickness pipe may be 
used where a test perssure of 300 pounds 
or less is required; where the test pressure 
is in excess of 300 pounds extra heavy pipe 
shall be used. If flanged fittings are used 
they shall be of the recessed gasket type. 
Piping shall be rigidly secured in place. 


(c) Approved seamless metal tubing of 
copper or other material suitable for the 
refrigerant may be used for refrigerant 
lines in systems containing not over 100 
pounds of refrigerant. 
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(d) Elevator, dumbwaiter or other shafts 
containing moving objects shall not be used 
for outlet or junction boxes, nor for tubing 
or piping carrying refrigerant. 


(e) Systems of more than 20 pounds 
capacity, or systems supplying two or 
more evaporators, and using seamless metal 
tubing for refrigerant lines, shall have all 
such tubing, except between the compressor 
and the nearest riser box or manifold, in- 
stalled in iron pipe or other metal enclo- 
sure, with suitablé metal outlet boxes for 
manifolds and for all valves except those 
at the evaporators. Flexible metal en- 
closures may be used at bends or at ter- 
minals if not exceeding 6 feet in length 
and rigidly fastened to connecting pipe 
aud/or valve boxes. Each run of pipe 
shall be sealed or plugged at each junction 
box inlet with a material not affected by 
moisture or the temperature of the line. 
All joints shall be accessible and shall be 
of sweated types, except that flared joints 
may be used for tubing not more than 
5g-inch in diameter and where the required 
test pressure does not exceed 180 pounds. 
Enclosures shall be rigidly secured to the 
walls or other support. Tubing shall be 
independently supported in such a manner 
as to prevent excessive vibration and strains 
at joints and connections. Valves, service 
connections and joints in tubing shall be 
rigidly secured in suitable metal boxes at 
accessible points. 


1505. No system shall be placed in opera- 
tion until the complete installation has 
been tested by the installer in the presence 
of the authority enforcing this code. A 
ccrtificate of approval shall be posted on 
the premises where the system is installed. 
Tests shall include a vacuum test of the 
complete piping system, preferably with the 
evaporators installed, but valves thereon 
may be closed to prevent withdrawal of 
the refrigerant; under this test a vacuum 
of 20 inches mercury shall be placed upon 
the system and shall be held for a period 
of 20 minutes, with no detectable drop, 
after the pump has been stopped. 


After the vacuum test, the system of 


piping shall be tested by application of the 
pressure indicated in the table following:

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1506. In system exceeding 20 pounds 
capacity, the compressor, if not located in 
@ machinery room, shall not be- located 
under stairways or near dumb waiter or 
elevator shafts; shall be located as nearly 
beneath the riser as practicable; shall 
preferably not be in a room containing 
‘storage of combustible material; shall in 
any case be located at least 10 feet from 
such storage; shall be located in an acces- 
sibe part of the building with adequate 
lighting facility provided; and shall be 
protected against mechanical injury by a 
nen-combustible partition, or by heavy 
metal netting secured to two by four-inch 
wooden studding or to metal posts. 


1507. Shut-off valves shall be installed 
at each service outlet in pressure and re- 
turn lines, and in each riser or manifold 
ecnnection at or near the compressor. 
These valves shall be fitted with a hand 
wheel or other means of ready operation as 
‘an integral part thereof. 


Valves in service connections shall be 
located outside of refrigerating unit and 
at such distance above the floor as will pro- 
vide ready accessibility. 


Evaporators which may be removed as a 
unit shall have valves permitting the re- 
moval of the evaporator with valves 
attached. 


1508. Service Connections. 


(a) Not more than a single tenant shall 
be supplied from an outlet box on a main 
riser. Such outlet box shall be located 
within the premises of the tenant served 
and so arranged as to be accessible at all 
times. 


‘(b) No outlet or junction box shall be 
permitted in any hallway, stairway or ver- 
tical shaft not cut off at each story. 


(c) Every refrigerator shall be rigidly 
secured in place. 


1509. Every system containing over 20 
pounds of refrigerant which operates above 
atmospheric pressure, and every water 
cooled system containing over 12 pounds of 
refrigerant and capable of producing a 
pressure in excess of the test pressure shall 
be provided with a pressure limiting device. 


1510. Each system containing over 100 
pounds of refrigerant shall have compressor 
or generator protected by a pressure-relief 
valve connected into the high pressure side 
between the main stop-valve and the com- 
pressor or generator to relieve excessive 
pressure into the low pressure side of the 
system or to the atmosphere. Where dis- 
charge is to the low pressure side, a relie 
valve shall be provided on the low pressure 
side of the system. 


1511. No stop-valve shall be located 
between a pressure relief device, or pressure 
limiting device and the part of the system 
protected thereby, unless two pressure relief 
devices of required size are used, and so 
arranged that only ,one pressure relief 
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device can be cut off for repair purposes 
at any one time. 


1512. Systems exceeding 20 pounds 
capacity shall have a pressure relief device 
on shell type apparatus, such as _ liquid 
separators, liquid receivers, condensers, 
evaporators and absorbers, which can be 
shut off by stop valves: 


1513. Every system containing more than 
100 pounds of refrigerant shall be provided 
with a hand-operated relief for discharging 
the refrigerant in case of fire, either to 
the atmosphere or to a suitable body of 
water. For systems containing irritant or 
flammable refrigerants, the discharge to the 
atmosphere shall be through a proper dif- 
fuser above the roof of buildings within 
50 feet. The hand-operated relief valve 
shall be located outside the machinery 
rocm, or shall be capable of operation from 
the outside. 


1514. A rupture member may be sub- 
stituted for the relief in carbon dioxide 
systems or systems operating below atmo- 
spheric pressure. 


Part 16. 
MATCHES. 


1601. No person shall manufacture, 
transport, store or sell matches exceeding 
in aggregate 60 matchman’s gross (14,400 
matches each gross) without securing a 
permit from the Chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention. 


1602. Application for permit shall be 
made in writing and shall set forth in de- 
tail location of proposed storage or place of 
sale, or method of transportation ; character 
of building construction, location of storage 
or place of sale within the building, kind 
of matches involved and type of containers. 
If, after an inspection of premises, the pro- 
visions of this ordinance are found to have 
been complied with, permit shall be issued. 


1603. Wholesale Storage.—At wholesale 
establishments and wherever matches ex- 
ceeding the quantity specified in Section 
1601 are stored, shipping containers con- 
taining matches shall be arranged in piles 
not exceeding 10 feet in height with aisles 
at least 4 feet wide. 


1604. Whether other materials or com- 
modities are stored on the same floor with 
matches, a corner, and/or other portion of 
the room shall be devoted to match storage 
exclusively, and a clear space of not less 
than 4 feet maintained between match 
storage and such other material or com- 
mcdities. 


1605. No matches shall be stored within 
10 feet of any open elevator shaft, elevator 
shaft opening, open stairway or other ver- 
tical opening. 


1606. Where shipping containers con- 
taining matches are opened, the contents of 
such broken containers shall be removed 
and stored in metal or metal lined bins 
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equipped with spring self-closing metal or 
metal lined covers. 


1607. Storage by Retailers—Where 
matches are sold at retail original sealed 
packages may be stored on shelves. When 
such packages are broken, individual boxes 
shall be stored in metal or metal lined bins 
as described in Section 1606 above. 


Part 17. 


AUTOMOBILE GARAGES AND AUTOMO- 
BILE REPAIR SHOPS. 


1701. The word “garage”? shall mean a 
building, or any part thereof, in which 
there shall be housed or kept one or more 
self-propelled vehicles, or automobiles, con- 
taining flammable liquids for fuel or power. 


1702. Before constructing or altering any 
garage, complete plans of such proposed 
work shall be filed with and approved by 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention. A permit 
shall be required for the operation of each 
public garage, but shall not be required 
for the use of a private garage. 


Class A—Private Garages. 


1703. A private garage is one in which 
there shall be housed or kept not more 
than three self-propelled vehicles, or auto- 
mobiles. 


1704. Gasoline in excess of 5 gallons, 
exclusive of that in the tanks of vehicles 
in storage, shall not be kept within any 
private garage. That quantity or less shall 
be kept only in cans approved by the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention and any quantity 
in excess of 5 gallons shall be kept in 
urderground tanks installed in accordance 
with Part 9. 


1705. (a) No private garage shall here- 
after be located beneath or attached to a 
building occupied for any other purpose 
unless it is so separated from such other 
occupancies as to restrict the passage of 
gases, smoke and odor from the garage to 
other portions of the building. 


In the case of a garage attached to a 
building this will require special construc- 
tion for the separating wall, and in the 
case of a garage beneath a building, similar 
construction for separating partitions and 
the ceiling. Materials and construction pro- 
vided for this purpose shall be at least 
equivalent in fire resistance and gas tight- 
ness to a l-inch tongue and groove wooden 
boards, on garage side of supporting studs, 
free of knot holes, with gypsum wall 
boards not less than %-inch in thickness 
nailed through the wooden boards into the 
studs and rafters, using 2-inch nails, and 
with 4-inch strips of gypsum wall board 
similarly nailed over all butting joints of 
the gypsum wall board. 


(b) Openings from dwelling into garage 
shall be restricted to a single doorway; 
such opening shaii be provided with a flush 
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type wooden door of not less than 1% 
inches norminal thickness equipped with an 
approved self-closing device. 


(c) When doorway connects directly with 
any room in which there is any direct-fired 
heating device or gas fixture, it shall have 
a sill raised at least 8 inches above the 
garage floor level; or the doorway : shall 
lead into a vestibule from which a second 
door connects with such room. 


(d) Garage fioor shall be of concrete, 
or equal fire-resistive and impervious ma- 
terial and shall have a slope sufficient to 
permit natural drainage of gases, oil and 
weter to the outside. 


1706. Except as: hereinafter provided 
there shall be no stove, furnace or similar 
neating device in any private garage unless 
installed in a heating room used for no 
other purpose. Such heating rooms shall 
be separated from all other portions of the 
garage by walls or partitions of construc- 
tion and fire resistance at least equal to 
the wall and partition construction pre- 
scribed in paragraph (a) of the preceding 
section. There shall be but one doorway 
in the aforesaid separating walls or parti- 
tion and such opening shall be provided 
with a flush type wooden door of not less 
than 13-inch nominal thickness equipped 
with an approved self-closing device and 
closing a sill not less than 8 inches above 
the floor at the foot of the door. 


As an alternative to the foregoing, the 
separate heating room may be omitted pro- 
viding heating is by means of unit gas or 


“electric heaters, of types approved for 


garage use, and installed approximately at 
the eave level or near the ceiling. 


There shall be no pit in any floor: nor 
shall there be any artificial light other than 
incandescent electric lights. 


Class B—Public Garages. 


1708. <A public garage is any garage not 
included in Class A. 


1709. Garages shall be of ‘“‘fireproof con- 
struction,” “‘semi-fireproof construction’”’ or 
of “‘theavy timber construction” as defined 
and limited as to heights and areas and 
all details of construction in the Recom- 
mended Building Code of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters; provided that 
one-story garages or the top story of 
garages of heavy timber construction may 
have roof of built-up wood truss construc- 
tion with no wooden member less than 2 
inches in minimum dimension. 


1710. Garages located in buildings with 
other occupancies shall be separated there- 
from by walls, floors and ceilings of “‘fire- 
proof construction’’ or of ‘‘semi-fireproof 
construction” as defined in the Recom- 
mended Building Code of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. Walls, floors 
and ceilings which effect such separation 
shall be continuous and unpierced by open- 
ings of any kind; provided that door 
openings equipped with self-closing fire 
doors leading to salesrooms or offices that 
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are operated in connection with such 
garages shall not be prohibited; and pro- 
vided also that the use of elevators and 
stairways to other stories accessible only 
by vestibules or balconies constructed and 
arranged as required for fire towers, shall 
not be prohibited; and provided further 
that when such garage is connected with 
a residence-building, no business or industry 
connected directly or indirectly with motor 
vehicles shall be conducted therein. 


1711. Openings in fire walls and fire 
partitions shall be restricted and protected 
in conformance with the Recommended 
Building Code of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, provided, however, that 
these restrictions may be modified when in 
the opinion of the inspection department 
having jurisdiction, the dimensions of the 
vehicles housed necessitate such modifica- 
tion. 


1712. Garage floors of other than earth 
construction shall drain to an oil separator 
or trap discharging to sewer. Where floor 
areas are extensive, a series of such drains 
shall be provided. The contents of oil 
separators or traps shall be collected at 
frequent intervals and removed from the 
premises. An earth floor, or treated wooden 
blocks on a concrete base, ‘may be used 
except in the repair section. 


1713. Basement and sub-basement 
garages shall be continuously ventilated by 
a mechanical ventilating system with posi- 
tive means for both the inlet and exhaust 
of at least one cubic foot of air per minute 
per square foot of floor area. Control of 
either the exhaust or inlet fan shall be 
close to the entrance door. The ventilating 
equipment may be combined with the heat- 
ing system. 


1714. Each basement and sub-basement 
shall be completely protected by an ap- 
proved system of automatic sprinklers. 


1715. No repairs of any kind shall be 
made in any basement or sub-basement 
garage. 


1716. Each basement and sub-basement 
shall be provided with exits in the ratio 
of one for every 2,500 square feet of floor 
area, provided that the number of exits 
shall never be less than two. 


1717. There shall be no facilities for 
gasoline handling or filing operations in 
any basement or sub-basement garage and 
no such filling or handling operations shall 
be permitted therein. 


1718. Systems for the automatic transfer 
of vehicles from one floor to another may 
be installed and used subject to the ap- 
proval of the inspection department having 
jurisdiction. 


1719. Any garage section having a 
capacity of 20 or more passenger automo- 
biles, or used as a bus terminal with a 
capacity exceeding two buses, or used for 
the storage or loading of two or more 


trucks shall be equipped with an approved 


automatic sprinkler system. 
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1720. Any garage section with floor level 
below street grade at entrance doorway 
shall have a ventilating and exhaust system 
so designed as to assure suitable dilution 
and removal of gasoline vapors and motor 
exhaust fumes. In general such a system 
shall assure complete change of air every 
three minutes, shall be continously operated, 
with suitable reserve equipment, and shall 
be provided with a trouble bell, arranged 
to operate continually in case of shut down 
of the system. 


1721. Repair work shall be defined as 
carbon and lead burning, welding or any 
other process involving open flame or spark 
emitting devices, or the use of machine 
tools. 


1722. Any garage in which repair work 
is carried on and which will accommodate 


more than twenty cars on any floor shall 


be equipped with an automatic sprinkler 
system, unless all carbon and lead burning, 
welding and other processes involving direct 
application of flame, are carried on in the 
open air not less than 10 feet from any 
building or in a room or compartment 
enclosed by walls having a fire resistance 
of not less than 2 hours when classified 
in accordance with the standard fire test 
specifications. Every opening in such en- 
closing walls shall be protected by a fire 
door or window approved for this purpose; 
no opening to any upper floor shall be 
permitted. 


1723. The use of any flammable liquid 
for washing parts or removing dirt or 
grease is prohibited in every garage or 
repair shop, except where carried on in a 
special closed machine approved for that 
purpose or in a special cut-off room or 
compartment. 


1724. All gasoline exclusive of that in 
the tanks of vehicles shall be stored in 
undeground tanks, provided however, that 
there may be in each garage one or more 
approved portable wheeled tanks, each of 
a capacity not exceeding sixty gallons, 
to be used for transferring such liquid 
from the storage tank ; the number of these 
wheeled tanks shall be fixed for each garage 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Preven- 
tion. The reservoirs of motor vehicles 
shall be filled directly through hose from 


pumps attached to such portable tanks, or 


by hose coupled to permanent filling sta- 
tions connected with the main. storage 
tanks. No transfer of gasoline in any 
garage shall be made in any open con- 
tainer. Hose for use in connection with 
the filling station or with the portable tank 
shall be of such design and material as to 
prevent leakage. 


1725. In no instance shall gasoline or 
other volatile flammable liquid be allowed 
to run upon the floor or to fall or pass into 
the drainage system of the premises. Self- 
closing metal cans shall be used for all oily 
waste or wasted oils. 


1726. In every public garage two or 
mcre approved chemical fire extinguishers 
and four or more pails of sand shall be 


kept convenient for quick use in case of 


fire. 
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1727. Heat generating apparatus, other 
than direct-fired unit heaters conforming 
to paragraph 1729, shall be placed in a 
separate room used for no other purpose 
and cut off from all other parts of the 
building by construction equivalent to 
8-inch brick walls and 4-inch reinforced con- 
crete floors and ceilings. Openings in the 
above mentioned cut-offs shall be restricted 
to those necessary for heating pipes and 
ducts. Entrance to room containing the 
heating plant shall be from the outside 
only. Heat generating plants should prefer- 
ably be located in a detached building. 


1728. Heating systems employing re- 
circulation of air, other than unit heaters, 
shall also comply with the following: 


1. Positive recirculation of at least 1 
cubie foot of air per minute per square foot 
of floor area within the garage should be 
provided in all garages having an average 
ceiling height of 15 feet or less; in garages 
having greater average ceiling heights the 
volume of air recirculated should be in- 
creased in proportion to the increase in 
height. 


2. Return air openings for down draft 
systems shall be not more than 2 feet above 
the floor, measured to top of opening. 


3. Not less than 5 per cent of the air 
nioved by the fan shall be taken direct 
from outside of the building through a 
duct which shall deliver the outside air to 
a point near the floor on which the fan 
rests; the duct shall be open at all times 
and the air supply which it provides shall 
be without control. This provision does not 
set aside the ventilating requirement of 
Section 1713 for basement and sub-basement 
garages. 


1729. Direct-fired unit heaters shall be 
of a type listed by Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories Inc. for use in garages, airplane 
hongars and/or similar locations and in- 
stalled near the eave level or at least 8 
feet above the floor. A safe distance shall 
be maintained between the heater and 
adjacent combustible material in conform- 
ance with the Standards for the Installa- 
tion, Maintenance and Use of Piping and 
Fittings for City Gas, which specify that 
continued operation of heaters shall not 
raise the temperature of surrounding com- 
Pe material above a maximum of 
160° F. 


1730. Gravity warm air heating systems 
shall not be used. 


1731. Fans used for recirculating air 
within the garage that are not at least 
4 feet above the floor, and fans drawing 
air from within 4 feet of the floor, shall 
be of non-sparking type. 


Part 18. 
FIRE EXITS. 


1801. No person shall at any time place 
an encumbrance of any kind whatsoever 
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before or upon any fire escape, balcony or 
ladder intended as a means of escape from 
fire. It shall be the duty of every member 
of the police and fire departments who 
shall discover any fire escapes encumbered 
in any manner to forthwith report to the 
Bureau of Fire Prevention and the said 
Bureau shall immediately notify the owner 
and the tenant to remove such encumbrance. 


1802. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to place, store or keep, or permit to be 
placed, stored or kept under or at the 
bottom of any stairway, inside or outside, 
elevator or other shaft in any building, any 
combustible or flammable materials, fluids 
or compounds, nor shall any such combus- 
tible or flammable materials be placed or 
stored or kept in any place where ignition 
or burning would obstruct or render haz- 
ardous, agreess from a building. 


1803. No obstruction shall be permitted 
in hallways of tenement houses or apart- 
ment houses. 


1804. All doors, aisles and passageways 
within and leading into or out of theatres, 
churches, and all other places of public 
assemblage shall be kept free from easels, 
signs, standards, campstools, chairs, sofas, 
benches and any other article that might 
obstruct or delay the exit of the audience, 
congregation or assemblage during the en- 
tire time during which any show, perform- 
ance, service, exhibition, lecture, concert, 
ball or other assemblage may be held, and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to sit 
or stand or remain seated or standing, or 
to allow any other person to so remain in 
any ‘such place of public assemblage in 
any aisle under any circumstances, or in 
any exit or passage required for the safe 
exit of the assemblage. Clear passage from 
all exits and on sidewalks must at all 
times be maintained outside of all theatres 
and other places of public assemblage. No 
aisle, passageway or stairway in any store 
shali be obstructed with tables, show cases, 
or other obstruction during hours said store 
is open to the public. It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of the Police Department to 
render assistance in the enforcement of the 
provisions of this part and to direct and 
require police officers to enter all places 
of public assemblage for such purposes. 


Part 19. ' 
FIRE EXTINGUISHING EQUIPMENT. 


1901. All basements, cellars and sub- 
cellars exceeding 2,000 square feet in area 
within enclosing masonry walls, and used 
for the storage, sale, manufacture or han- 
dling of materials indicated in Section 1902, 
shall be equipped with a standard wet pipe 


system of automatic sprinklers and with. 


supply from city water mains or other 
suitable source of supply. Where adequate 
heat is not provided, such systems may be 
omitted if in the opinion of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention, concurred 
in by the Chief of the Fire Department, the 
hazard is not severe, provided that such 
pleces shall be equipped with a _ suitable 
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dry sprinkler system with a fire depart- 
ment connection on the building front, or 
with suitable cellar flooding holes properly 
distributed in the first floor of the building, 
or with an approved standpipe system, with 
fire department connection on the: street 
and control devices so located and arranged 
that streams from nozzles on the standpipe 
ean be controlled from the outside of the 
building, and also that all such places 
shall be provided with an approved auto- 
matic heat-actuated alarm system connected 
to an outside gong or to the central station 
of a supervising company. 


1902. Basements, cellars and sub-cellars 
requiring the above protection are those in 
cornection with: Rag, paper or junk stor- 
age; shipping, receiving or storage of 
furniture, dry goods, toys and other articles 
involving quantities of excelsior, moss, 
paper and like materials; manufacture of 
articles containing or involving highly com- 
bustible materiais; storage of dangerous 
chemicals, acids or flammable liquids. 


1903. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention shall survey each mercantile 
and manufacturing establishment, each 
school, church, theatre, or other place of 
a semi-public character, each hospital or 
place of detention and each apartment 
house or tenement building and shall desig- 
nate suitable fire appliances in or near 
boiler rooms, kitchens of restaurants, clubs 
and like establishments, storage rooms in- 
volving considerable combustible material, 
rooms in which hazardous manufacturing 
processes are involved, garage sections, and 
other places of a generally hazardous 
nature. Such appliances shall consist of 
automatic alarm systems, automatic sprink- 
lers, standpipe and hose, fixed, wheeled or 
portable chemical extinguishers of a type 
suitable for the probable class of fire, or 
suitable asbestos blankets, manual or auto- 
matic covers or the introduction of inert 
gas. In specially hazardous processes or 
excessive storage appliances of more than 
one type may be required or special systems 
installed. 


1904. Failure to install or provide the 
eauipment ordered by the Chief of the 
Kureau of Fire Prevention, and to maintain 
it in operative candition at all times, shall 
be considered a violation punishable as in- 
dicated hereinafter in this ordinance. 
Repeated disregard of such orders shall con- 
stitute sufficient basis for the revoking of 
any permit held. 


Part 20. 
GAS APPLIANCES AND CONNECTIONS. 


2001. Shut-off Valves. An outside valve 
shall be installed on every gas service pipe 
regardless of size that supplies large stores 
or factories, or places of public assembly 
such as churches, theatres, motion picture 
theatres, schools, and hospitals, and on 
every service pipe 2%4 inches or larger in 
diameter. 


2002. Shut off cocks and valves shall be 
placed in suitable stop or valve boxes, man- 
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holes or vaults, the covers of which shall 
bear the legend “GAS” and the valves, if 
necessary, tagged to properly identify their 
purpose. (Note: Covers marked “GAS” 
are standard for such use. If the Com- 
pany’s name, to which it belongs, were 
marked on the cover, the letters would be 
so small that they would hardly be legible.) 


2003. All gas burners shall be placed at 
least 3 feet below any woodwork or ceiling 
attached to wooden beams, unless. the 
same is properly protected by a shield, in 
which case the distance shall be not less 
than 18 inches. 


2004. No gas bracket on any lath and 
plaster partition or woodwork shall be less 
than 6 inches in length measured from the 
burner to the plaster surface or woodwork. 


2005. Gas connections to stoves, heaters 
and other appliances shall be made by 
metal pipe or by approved metal tubing 
securely fastened in place, except that for 
devices which require a movable connection, 
approved, flexible tubing as specified below 
may be used provided there is no shut-off 
on the device. 


2006. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to use, sell, expose or offer for sale, 
or to install or fix, any tubular connection 
of fabric intended for any illuminating gas 
fixtures, stove, heater or lamp, or other 
gas appliances, unless such tube connec- 
tion, hose or similar device shall _ be 
approved by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Fire Prevention in accordance with the 
following specifications: \ 


(a) Gas tubing shall-be made up in suit- 
able lengths with end pieces’ securely 
attached by the manufacturer. 


(b) All gas tubing shall be made of gas 
tight material either armored with metal 
on the outside, or provided with a strong, 
gas tight metal core. All tubing shall bear 
the stamp of approval of the American Gas 
Association Testing Laboratory. 


(c) Each length of tubing shall be 
labelled by the manufacturer with a tag 
attached to the tubing or a marking on the 
end piece, or both. The inscription shall 
state the manufacturer’s name and any 
other information pertinent to the public 
use of this piece of tubing. 


(d) Rubber end pieces must be of good 
quality, must be at least 2 inches long, 
corrugated inside, and have an outside wall 
thickness of at least 5/32 inch at the gas 
appliance end and must be so attached as 
to stand a pull equal to lifting a weight 
of 50 pounds. 


2007. All gas stoves shall be placed on 
iron stands at least 6 inches above com- 
bustible supports unless the burners are 
at least 5 inches above the base with metal 
guard plates below the burners. 


2008. Every enclosed gas water heater 
or heaters whose total consumption is more 
than 8,000 British Thermal Units per hour 
shall be connected by a proper vent pipe 
to an effective flue. 
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2009. Gas burners installed in low pres- 
sure steam boilers or hot water boilers 
or furnaces, used for heating buildings, 
shall be provided with a thermostatic pilot 
light so constructed and adjusted that no 
gas can flow through the main burner 
unless the pilot light is burning, or with 
some other similar type of safety device 
serving this same end. The operation of 
the safety device which shuts off the main 
gas supply, shall not depend on the closing 
of an electric circuit. 


Part 21. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


2101. No person shall kindle or maintain 
any bonfire or shall knowingly furnish the 
materials for any such fire, or authorize 
any such fire to be kindled or maintained 
on or in any street, alley, road, land or 
public grounds or upon any private lot, 
unless a written permit so to do shall first 
have been secured from the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention. 


2102. No person shall deposit ashes, 
smouldering coal or embers, greasy or oily 
substances or other matters liable to create 
spontaneous ignition within ten feet of any 
wooden or plastered wall, partition, fence, 
floor, sidewalk, lumber, hay, shavings, rub- 
. bish or other combustible materials, except 
in metallic or other non-combustible recep- 
tacles. Such receptacles, unless resting on 
2 non-combustible floor or on the ground 
outside the building, must be placed on 
non-combustible stands, and in every case 
must be kept at least two feet away from 
any combustible wall or partition. ; 


2103. No person shall permit to remain 
upon any roof or in any court, yard, vacant 
lot or open space, any accumulation of 
waste paper, hay, grass, straw, weeds, litter 
or combustible or flammable waste or rub- 
bish of any kind. All weeds, grass, vines 
or other growth, when same endangers 
property, or is liable to be fired, shall be 
cut down and removed by the owner or 
occupant of the property it is on. 


2104. No person making, using, storing 
or having charge or control of any shav- 
ings, excelsior, rubbish, sacks, bags, litter, 
hay, straw or combustible trash, waste 
or fragments shall fail, neglect or refuse 
at the close of each day to cause all such 
material which is not compactly baled and 
stacked in an orderly manner to be removed 
from the premises or stored in suitable 
v:.ults or in metal or metal lined covered 
receptacles or bins. The Chief of the 
Rureau of Fire Prevention shall require 
suitable baling presses to be installed in 
stores, apartment buildings, factories and 
similar places where accumulations of 
paper and waste materials are not removed 
at least every second day. 


2105. The storage of empty packing 
cases, boxes, barrels or other similar com- 
bustible containers is forbidden without a 
permit except in the open. Provided, how- 
ever, that no permit shall be required for 
the storage within a manufacturing or 
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other establishment of sufficient packing 
cases, boxes, barrels, or other similar con- 
tainers to properly carry on its operations, 
but such storage shall be orderly and not 
so located as to endanger exit from the 
building. Storage in the open of packing 
cases, boxes, barrels or other similar com- 
bustible containers shall not be more than 
twenty feet in height, and shall be at least 
fifty feet from the nearest building. All 


such. storage shall be in a compact and 


orderly manner. 


2106. Cotton batting, straw, dry vines, 
leaves, trees, celluloid or. other highly flam- 
mable materials shall not be used for 
decoration purposes in show windows or 
stores without a permit, provided, however, 
that nothing in this section shall be held 
to prohibit the display of saleable goods 
permitted and offered for sale in the store. 
None of the above material, nor paper or 
cloth not used as wall paper or surfacing, 
shall be used in dance halls, night clubs, 
auditoriums or places of assembly unless 
suitaby treated to make them flameproof. 
Electric light bulbs in stores or public 
halls shall not be decorated with. paper or 
other combustible materials unless such 
materials shall first have been rendered 
flameproof. 


2107. No person shall take into any 
building, barn, vessel, boat or any other 
place where highly flammable, combustible 
or explosive material is kept, an open flame 
unless such light or flame shall be well 
secured in a glass globe, wire mesh cage 
or similar approved device. 


2108. All chimneys, smokestacks or 
similar devices for conveying smoke or hot 
gases to the outer air and the stoves, fur- 
naces, fire boxes or boilers to which they 
are connected shall be constructed and 
maintained in such a tmanner as not to 
endanger adjacent property, and inaccord- 
ance with the Building Code. 


2109. No heating apparatus with an open 
flame, and no artificial lighting system 
other than incandescent electric lights shal] 
be used in any warehouse for the storage 
of rags, excelsior, hair or other flammable 
or combustible material; nor in any shop 
or factory used for the manufacture, repair 
or renovating of mattresses or bedding ; nor 
in any establishment for the upholstery of 
furniture. 


2110. All trapdoors, except those which 
are automatic in their operation, in any 
factory building or buildings used for 
storage shall be closed at the completion 
of the business of each day. Every out- 
side window in a building used for manu- 
facturing purposes or for storage which 
opens directly on any hoistway or other 
vertical means of communication between 
two or more floors in such building, shall 
be plainly marked with the word “SHAFT- 
WAY” in red letters at least six inches 
high on a white background, such warning 
sign to be so placed as to be easily dis- 
cernible from the outside of the building. 
Every door or window opening on such 
shaftway from the interior of the building, 
unless the construction of the partition sur- 
rounding the shaftway is of such distinctive 
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nature as to make its purpose evident at 
a glance, shall be similarly marked with 
the warning word “SHAFTWAY” so placed 
as to be easily visible to any one approach- 
ing the shaftway from the interior of the 
building. q 


Part 22. 
AUTOMOBILE TIRE REBUILDING 
PLANTS. 


2201. A permit shall be required for any 
tire retreading or rebuilding plant. 


2202. Tire retreading shops shall have all 
floor openings, such as stair and elevator 
shafts, enclosed in a standard manner, and 
with exposed windows protected by wired 
glass in metal sash and frames. 


2203. Buffing machines shall be located 
in a separate room and used for no other 
purpose. Each machine shall be connected 
to an ample blower or dust collecting 
system. 


2204. Each room where rubber cement 
is used or mixed, or flammable solvents 
are applied, shall be equipped with an 
effective system of mechanical or natural 
ventilation. 


2205. Tire retreading shops in buildings 
of wooden construction or in buildings used 
in whole or in part for human habitation 
or in connection with stores shall be suit- 
ably cut off by fire partitions or fire walls 
from other portions of the building, and 
shall be equipped with an _ automatic 
sprinkler system. 


Part 23. 


AUTOMOBILE WRECKING AND 
JUNK YARDS. 


2301. A permit shall be obtained from 
the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
for the establishment and mantenance of 
an automobile wrecking yard or a junk 
yard, and no such yard shall be located as 
to seriously expose adjoining or adjacent 
properties. 


2302. Nothing but automobile dis- 
mantling shall be carried on in any auto- 
mobile wrecking yard, and if repairs are 
made to any automobile or other self- 
propelled vehicle, such repairs shall be 
made in a building meeting all the require- 
ments of a public garage as prescribed in 
Part 17. 


2363. No automobile or any part thereof 
shall be burned for wrecking or salvage 
purposes in or on any premises occupied as 
a wrecking yard. 


2304. At junk yards, where large quanti- 
ties of waste, paper, rags and other com- 
bustible materials are handled and stored, 
the process shall be carried on in a building 
of other than frame construction. Height 
shall be not over one-story, unless building 
is of fireproof construction. 
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One-story buildings shall be provided 
with skylights in the roof as may be re- 
quired by the Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention to provide adequate ventilation 
in case of fire. ; 


Vertical openings shall be properly en- 
closed and window openings shall ‘be pro- 
tected by metal frames and sash glazed 
with wire glass. 


Picking rooms shall be separated from 
storage rooms bya fire partition or wall. 
The entrance to such rooms shall be pro- 
vided with standard, self-closing fire doors. 
All picking rooms shall be provided with 
exhaust systems of sufficient capacity to 
adequately remove dust collections. 


Every storage building shall be completely 
protected by an approved system of auto- 
matic sprinklers. 


‘ 


Part 24. 
PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION. 


2401. Any and all persons who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance or fail to comply therewith, or who 
shall violate or fail to comply with any 
order or regulation made thereunder, or 
who shall build in violation of any detailed 
statement of specifications or plans sub- 
mitted and approved thereunder, or any 
certificate or permit issued thereunder, shall 
severally for each and every such violation 
and noncompliance respectively, forfeit and 
pay a penalty not to exceed the sum of 
twenty-five dollars. The imposition of one 
penalty for any violation of this ordinance 
shall not excuse the violation, or permit it 
to continue; and all such persons shall be 
required to correct or remedy such viola- 
tions or defects within a reasonable time; 
and when not otherwise specified, each ten 
days that prohibited conditions are main- 
tained shall constitute a separate offense. 


The application of the above penalty shall 
not be held to prevent the enforced removal 
of prohibited conditions. 


2402. Conflicting Ordinances Repealed. 
All ordinances and parts of ordinances in- 
consistent herewith are hereby repealed. 


2403. Date of Effect. This ordinance 
shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage, and legal publication.

That it is the opinion of this Council that 
Senate Bill No. 123 which was recently 
passed by the Senate and is to be up for 
final passage by the House of Representa- 
tives tomorrow April 15th, 1941, proposes 
to amend Act No. 125 P.A. of 1925, where- 
by Firemen who are fully paid or partly 
paid would be given an additional twenty- 
four consecutive hours off duty for every 
sixteen day period.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


The Committee on WAYS AND MEANS 
to whom was referred the matter of City 
Budget for the fiscal year 1941-42 reports 
as follows: 


We submit herewith the budget for the 
fiscal year beginning May 1, 1941, and end- 
ing April 30, 1942. Total appropriations 
amount to $2,072,690.62 and from this total 
is deducted $649,009.07 of revenues from 
sources other than the General Property 
tax, leaving a net total from sources to be 
raised by taxation of $1,423,681.55. This is 
an increase in the tax levy over last year 
of $75,494.05. This increase is due mainly 
to the following items: Building Fund 
$50,000; Sewage Disposal Plant Improve- 
ment $41,500; Employees Retirement Plan 
$50,000; Increased Police and Fire Budgets 
$30,000; Park Dept. $40,000; Black Top 
Construction $15,000. 


These increases completely offset the de- 
crease of approximately $59,000 in Debt 
Service Requirements and $44,000 decrease 
in W.P.A. Appropriations and approxi- 
mately $54,000 increase in revenues from 
sources other than the property tax.

born Road, also at the intersection of Ver- 
linden Avenue and Michigan Avenue. 


This request was referred by the council 
to the Traffic Commission for study and 
recommendation. 


We have completed a thorough investiga- 
tion for this request and at a meeting to- 
day between the Traffic Commission and 
the Parking Committee of the Fisher Body 
Corporation the following recommendations 
were agreed upon: 


1. That parking be prohibited on the 
west side of Verlinden Avenue from South 
Genesee Drive to Shiawassee Street. 


2. That the bus zone in front of the em- 
ployment office be removed and placed just 
south of Shiawassee Street on the West side 
of Verlinden Avenue. 


38. That a cross walk be marked across 
Verlinden directly in front of the em- 
ployees’ entrance and slow signs erected on 
both sides of this cross walk. 


4. That parking be prohibited on both 
sides of Stanley Street from Osborn Road 
to Saginaw Street. 


5. That parking be prohibited on the 
north side of Saginaw Street between Du- 
rand Street and Stanley Street. 


6. That a Police Officer be temporarily 
stationed to direct traffic at the intersection 
of Osborn Road and Verlinden Avenue in 
order that observation may be made as to 
flow of traffic under the direction of a 
Police Officer during the afternoon § shift 
changes. 


7. That the City consider the reconstruc- 
tion of Stanley Street from Osborn Road to 
Saginaw Street to permit the use of this 
street by heavy truckers going from and 
to the Fisher Plant. This street at the 
present time is a black top construction and 
heavy trucks are not permitted to use it.

Under the Selective Service Act this 
training period is for one year and I shall 
anticipate resuming my duties as Treasurer 
upon my release from ,Army service.

At a meeting of the City Traffic Com- 
mission the request of the Lansing Laundry 
for a loading space of 66 feet and the 
request of the American Laundry for a 
loading space of 44 feet were taken under 
consideration. At the same time a petition 
that had been referred to the Traffic Com- 
mission asking that a survey of traffic and 
parking conditions in the 100 block of East 
Washtenaw Street be made was taken 
under consideration. It appears that the 
chief difficulty in the 100 block of East 
Washtenaw Street is the fact that trucks 
of the two laundries park at right angles 
to the curb when loading and unloading 
merchandise. Both of the laundry com- 
panies have had the curb set back in front 
of their places of business but even with 
this provision the trucks still extend into 
the street beyond the width of a car parked 
parallel to the curb. In checking the 
length of time for which these trucks were 
parked it was found on several occasions 
that some of them were there in excess of 
one hour. It was the opinion of the Traffic 
Commission that these trucks should be 
made to park parallel to the curb and that 
they be not allowed to stay at this location 
in excess of the one hour time limit which 
is in effect in this block. The Commission 
also felt that some other provision should 
be made for loading and unloading these 
trucks off of the street. In a good many 
instances it was necessary for the laundry 
trucks to double park since other vehicles 
were in the habit of parking directly in 
front of the laundry in the areas at which 
the curb had been set back. The Commis- 
sion feels that the request for a no parking 
zone should be denied at this time and that 
the problem facing business places in the 
downtown area on all loading and unload- 
ing of merchandise be incorporated in the 
traffic survey if and when approved.

The following ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
TRAFFIC AND REGULATING THE USE 
OF PUBLIC STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING; PROVID- 
ING FOR THE INSTALLATION, REGU- 
LATION AND CONTROL OF THE USE 
OF PARKING METERS AND PARKING 
METER ZONES: DEFINING PARKING 
METER ZONES: PROVIDING FOR EN- 
FORCEMENT AND PENALTY FOR 
VIOLATION THEREOF: AND PROVID- 
ING THAT INVALIDITY OF PART 
SHALL NOT AFFECT THE VALIDITY 
OF REMAINDER. i 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF LANSING: 


Section 1. The word ‘‘vehicle’ as used 
herein shall mean any device by which any 
person or property may be transported 
upon a highway, except those operated 
upon rails or tracks. 


Section 2. That the following described 
streets in the City of Lansing are hereby 
designated and _ established as parking 
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meter zones, to-wit: All of those streets 
and parts of streets upon which limited 
parking is now permitted under authority, 
and by virtue of all limited parking or- 
dinances now effective, and the parking 
limits and restrictions therein provided are 
hereby incorporated in this ordinance for 
all uses and purposes applicable to the 
conditions and terms hereof. 


Section 8. The Mayor or Director of 
Public Safety shall provide for installation 
of meters, including curb or street mark- 
ing lines, regulation and operation thereof, 
and shall maintain said meters in good 
workable condition. Meters shall be placed 
upon the curb next to individual parking 
places and meters shall be so constructed 
as to display a signal showing legal park- 
ing upon deposit therein of the proper 
coin, or coins, of the United States as 
indicated by instructions on said meter; 
and for a period of time conforming to 
the parking limits of the City of Lansing, 
said signal to remain in evidence until 
expiration of said parking period so desig- 
nated, at which time a dropping of signal 
or some other mechanical operation shall 
indicate expiration of said parking period. 


Section 4. The City is hereby vested 
with the authority to enter into a contract 
for the purchase and installation of park- 
ing meters and to provide payment there- 
for exclusively from the receipts obtained 
by the City from their operation, and that 
said means of payment shall be in addi- 
tion to any other purchasing powers here- 
tofore granted the City by its Charter, or 
by the laws of the State of Michigan. 


Section 5. When any vehicle shall be 
parked next to a parking meter the owner 
or operator of said vehicle shall park 
within the area designated by the curb or 
street marking lines as _ indicated for 
parallel or diagonal parking and upon en- 
tering said parking space shall immedi- 
ately deposit in said meter a five cent coin 
of the United States for the maximum legal 
parking limit, and/or a one cent coin of 
the United States for one-fifth of the maxi- 
mum legal parking limit. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to fail or neg- 
lect to so deposit the proper coin, or coins, 
or to fail to park within said designated 
area. 


Said parking space may then be used by 
such vehicle during the legal parking limit 
provided by the ordinances of the City, and 
said vehicle shall be considered as unlaw- 
fully parked if it remains in said space 
beyond the legal parking limit and/or when 
said parking meter displays a signal show- 
ing such illegal parking. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
cause or permit any vehicle registered in 
his name to be unlawfully parked as set 
out in this section. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to deposit, or cause to be deposited 
in a parking meter a five cent coin and/or 


a one cent coin for the purpose of extend- | 


ing the parking time beyond the maximum 
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time fixed by the Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 7. It shall be unlawful to de- 
posit or cause to be deposited in any park- 
ing meter, any slug, device or a metallic 


substitute for a coin of the United States.. 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to tamper with, open, wilfully 
break or destroy any parking meter. 


Section 9. It shall be the duty of traffic 
officers so instructed to take the parking 
meter number, and the state vehicle tag 
number, of all persons violating the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and make com- 
plaint therefor in the Municipal or Police 
Court of the City of Lansing. 


Section 10. Any person, firm or corpor- 
ation who shall violate or permit or allow 
anyone to violate section five (5) or sec- 
tion six (6) of this ordinance shall upon 
conviction be fined not more than One 
Dollar ($1.00) and costs. 


Section 11. Any person who shall vio- 
late or assist in violation of section seven 
(7) or section eight (8) of this ordinance 
shall upon conviction be fined not more 


than Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) | 


and costs, or imprisoned in accordance 
with Section 113 P.A. 328, 1981. 


Section 12. The fee required to be de- 
posited in said meters is hereby levied as 
a police regulation and inspection fee to 
cover the cost of providing parking spaces, 
parking meters and installation and main- 
tenance thereof; the cost of regulation and 
inspection, operation, control and use of 
the parking meter spaces and zones created 
herein; for the regulation and control of 
traffic moving in and out of, and parking 
in, said parking spaces and zones’ so 
created, and for the cost of any resultant 
traffic administration expense. 


Section 13. If any section, provision or 
part thereof in this ordinance shall be 
adjudged invalid or unconstitutional by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
adjudication shall not affect the validity of 
the Ordinance as a whole, or any section, 
provision or part thereof not so adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional.

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND 
LICENSE THE SALE OF USED AUTO- 
MOBILES WITHIN THE CITY OF 
LANSING: 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. DEFINITIONS. The follow- 
ing words and phrases shal] have the mean- 
ing herein particularly defined unless other- 
wise clearly appearing in the context of 
this ordinance: 


“PERSON” shall include any individual, 
partnership, firm, association or corpora- 
tion. 


“USED AUTOMOBILE DEALER”’ shall 
mean any person as above defined who 
shall engage in the business of selling used 
automobiles or parts. 


Section 2. LICENSES. No person shall 
engage in business as a used automobile 
dealer within the City of Lansing without 


first having secured from the City Clerk a ° 


license so to do as herein provided. 


Section 8. APPLICATION FOR LI- 
CENSE. Application for license as a used 
automobile dealer shall be made in the 
name under which the proposed business 
is to be conducted and signed by an in- 
dividual owner, or partner, or officer of 
any corporation, upon blanks to be fur- 
nished by the City Clerk, and shall contain: 


(a) The full name, age and residence of 
any individual owner, or the full name 
of any partnership, firm or associa- 
tion, as well as the names of individual 
partners or members of such firm or 
association and, in case of a corpora- 
tion, of the officers thereof. 


(b) A full description of the site or sites 
upon which such business is to be con- 
ducted. 


(c) Continuous length of time prior to 
application within which the applicant 
has engaged in business as a used auto- 
mobile dealer within the City of Lan- 
sing. 


(d) The date and number of license issued 
by the Secretary of State of the State 
of Michigan authorizing the conduct 
of such business, and the sales tax 
permit number issued to the applicant. 


Said application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by the person so subscribing, 
filed with the City Clerk, by whom it shall 
be immediately referred to the Building 
Inspector for the City of Lansing, or such 
other person as the City Council may from 
time to time designate, who shall cause an 
investigation to be made for the purpose 
of determining whether or not the site or 
sites proposed in said application are suit- 
able under any zoning or other regulatory 
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ordinance of the City, or law of the State, 
for the purpose intended. Such officer shall 
with reasonable speed after such reference 
make report to the City Clerk of his find- 
ings and shall not unreasonably withhold 
approval of any such proposed site; and 
if so approved, the Clerk shall thereupon 
issue the license herein provided upon pay- 
ment of the proper fee, which license shall 
be non-transferrable. 


Section 4. LICENSE FEE. The annual 
license fee for any person operating a 
regularly established used automobile busi- 
ness within the City of Lansing shall be 
$50.00 per year, or a fraction thereof, end- 
ing on the 30th day of ‘April in each year 
next following the date of application, pro- 
vided, however, that when an application 
for license to a regularly established busi- 
ness shall be made subsequent to the ist 
day of November in any one year, the fee 
for such license for the balance of that 
year shall be $25.00. 


The license fee to be collected by the 
City Clerk for temporary operation of the 
business of selling used automobiles pro- 
posed to be conducted within the City of 
Lansing shall be as follows: 


For each day less than one week ...$ 5.00 


For each week under one month...... 15.00 
For each month under three ........... 40.00

Every applicant shall be considered as 
a transient merchant temporarily engaging 
in business as a used automobile dealer, 
subject to payment of license fees in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing schedule, un- 
less such dealer shall have been continu- 
ously engaged in such business within the 
City of Lansing for not less than one year 
immediately preceding the filing of his 
application for license under the terms of 
this ordinance; provided, that any person 
who shall pay a license fee as a transient 
merchant and who shall thereafter con- 
tinuously engage in such business within 
the City of Lansing for the period of one 
year or more shall thereupon be deemed 
to have qualified as a regular dealer and 
the excess of payments made by him to 
the City Clerk, over the annual fee applied 
to regular dealers, shall be refunded by the 
City Clerk to such dealer upon demand. 


No provision heretofore made by this 
ordinance shall be considered to apply to 
any person exclusively engaged in the 
business of buying or taking in exchange 
automobiles for the purpose of handling 
as junk and who have a junk dealer’s 
license. 


Section 5. CONDUCT OF BUSINESS. 
The site of any place of business licensed 
under this ordinance shall be kept in 
orderly and sanitary condition ; and in case 
of open lots, automobiles shall be parked 
within, and not closer than one foot to, 
the lot lines.

Every used automobile dealer shall keep 
at the place or places of business named 
in such license a record of the purchase 
and sale of all automobiles handled by him 
from any such place of business, as well 
as any other record required by the laws 
of the State of Michigan, or regulations is- 
sued in pursuance thereof, which records 
shall be kept up to date and legibly written 
in the English language. All such records 
shall be open to the inspection of the 
Chief of Police of the City of Lansing, 
or any member or members of the Lansing 
Police Department lawfully designated for 
that purpose, and the premises upon which 
such business is conducted shall be like- 
wise open to similar inspection. 


Every used automobile dealer licensed 
under the provisions hereof shall be pro- 
vided with dealer’s license plates in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the State of 
Michigan, one set of which shall be used 
upon any automobile not registered in the 
name of said dealer whenever operated 
upon the streets of the City of Lansing. 


Section 6. Every used automobile dealer 
shall provide public liability and property 
damage insurance in minimum amounts 
of $10,000 and $5,000, respectively, upon 
every automobile operated by him, or under 
kis authority, upon the streets of the City 
of Lansing and shall file with the City 
Clerk receipts for the payment of premiums 
for a period co-extensive with that for 
which such license is granted, before such 
license shall be delivered to the dealer. 


Section 7. PENALTY. Any person vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordin- 
ance shall, upon conviction thereof, be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $500.00 and 
cost of prosecution, and, in default of pay- 
ment thereof be imprisoned in the City 
Jail of the City of Lansing not exceeding 
90 days; or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the Court im- 
posing such penalty. In addition thereto, 
any license issued to any person so in 
violation shall be immediately revoked. 


Section 8. Nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to amend, repeal, avoid or re- 
strict an ordinance heretofore adopted by 
the City of Lansing entitled “An Ordinance 
Relative to Licensing Those Who Intend to 
Engage in and Carry on the Business of 
Selling and Exposing for Sale Goods, Wares 
and Merchandise and/or Manufacturing 
Within the City of Lansing.” All other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent or in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 9. Should any of the provisions 
of this ordinance be held invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such hold- 
ing shall not be construed as affecting the 
validity or operation of any remaining pro- 
visions hereof. 


This ordinance shall take effect 
days from the date of its passage.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Snyder introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 4 of an 
Ordinance entitled: ‘‘An Ordinance relative 
to the use of streets, alleys and bridges.’’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 4 of the Ordi- 
nance entitled: ‘‘An Ordinance relative to 
the use of streets, alleys and bridges’’ is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 4. No person shall obstruct or 
encumber any portion of a public street, 
alley, sidewalk, or other public space, with 
any article or thing whatsoever: Provided, 
however, that this Section shall not be 
construed to prohibit merchants and other 
business persons from using that portion of 
the sidewalk next to their places of busi- 
ness for the purpose of moving their goods 
or wares, or the moving across any side- 
walk of any fuel for the use of families 
and others. 


Alderman Bassett introduced the follow- 
ing Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a retirement system for the 
purpose of providing retirement allowances 
and death benefits for the employees of the 
City of Lansing under the provisions of the 
Charter, Subsection 43rd, Section 59, Chap- 
ter 4, and to create a Board of Trustees 
of the retirement system and to define their 
powers and duties. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


ARTICLE I 
Name and Date of Establishment 


A Retirement System for employees - of 
the City of Lansing is hereby established 
for the purpose of providing retirement 
allowances and death benefits for employees 
of the City under the provisions of this 
Ordinance adopted by the City Council of 
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the City of Lansing. The effective date 
of the Retirement System shall be the first 
day of July, 1941. 


ARTICLE II 
Administration 


Section 1. There is hereby created a 
Board of Trustees of the Retirement Sys- 
tem, in whom is vested the general admin- 
istration, management and _ responsibility 
for the proper operation of the Retirement 
System and for making effective the pro- 
visions of this Retirement System. The 
Board of Trustees shall be organized imme- 
diately after three (3) of the Trustees, pro- 
vided in this Article, have qualified and 
taken the oath of office. 


Section 2. The Board of Trustees shall 
consist of seven (7) Trustees, as follows: 


(a) The Mayor of the City, ex-officio. 


(b) Chairman, Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the City Council, ex-officio. 


(c). The City Treasurer, ex-officio. 


(d) Three (3) members of the Retirement 
System to be elected by the membership of 


the Retirement System under such rules. 


and regulations as may be adopted by the 
Board of Trustees to govern such election ; 
except that no City Department shall have 
more than one (1) representative. 


(e) The Mayor shall appoint a citizen of 
the City who is not an employee of the City 
and/or who is not eligible to receive bene- 
fits under the Retirement System. 


(f) Until the first election is held, the 
Mayor shall appoint three (3) City em- 
ployees from the classifications required 
herein to serve as Trustees for a period of 
one (1) year. The Board of Trustees as 
so constituted shall order and arrange for 
an election, by the employees, to be held 
within one (1) year from the effective date 
of this Retirement System. The regular 
term of office for such elective trustees and 
appointive citizen shall be for a period of 
four (4) years. At the first election, the 
citizen, appointed by the. Mayor, shall serve 
one (1) year; the member Trustee with the 
greatest number of votes shall serve four 
(4) years; the member Trustee with the 
next: greatest number of votes shall serve 
three (3) years; the member Trustee with 
the next greatest number of votes shall 
serve two (2) years. 


Section 3. If a vacancy occurs in the 
office of Trustee, through dismissal from 
service or for other reasons, the vacancy 
shall be filled within sixty (60) days after 
the date of the vacancy, for the unexpired 
term in the same manner as the office was 
previously filled. 


Section 4. Each Trustee shall, within 
ten (10) days after his appointment or elec- 
tion, take an oath of office to be admin- 
istered by the City Clerk. 
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Section 5. The Board of Trustees shall 
elect from its members a Chairman and 
a Vice-Chairman. It shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and shall keep a record 
of its proceedings. The Board of Trustees 
shall hold meetings regularly, at least one 
(1) in each month, and shall designate the 
time and place thereof. All meetings of 
the Board shall be public. 


Section 6. Each Trustee shall be entitled 
to one (1) vote in the meetings of the 
Board of Trustees. Four (4) members of 
the Board of Trustees shall constitute a 
quorum, and a majority of concurring votes 
shall be necessary for a decision by the 
Trustees at any meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. 


Section 7. The members of the Board 
of Trustees shall serve without additional 
compensation. The City Comptroller shall 
be ex-officio Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees. The Board of Trustees may em- 
ploy such special actuarial, medical, and 
other employees as shall be required. The 
compensation for such services shall be 
fixed by the Board of Trustees, subject to 
the approval of the City Council. 


Section 8. The Board of Trustees shall 
keep, or cause to be kept, in convenient 
form, such data as shall be necessary for 
the actuarial valuation of the various funds 
of the Retirement System and for checking 
and compiling the experience of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Section 9. The Board of Trustees shall 
render a report to the Mayor and City 
Council on or before the fifteenth day of 
duly, showing the fiscal transactions of 
the Retirement System for the year ending 
on the preceding thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber, the amounts of the accumulated cash 
and securities in the various funds of the 
Retirement System, and the last balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of 
the Retirement System by means of an 
actuarial valuation of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the Retirement System. 


Section 10. The City Attorney shall be 
Legal Advisor to the Board of Trustees. 


Section 11. (a) The Board of Trustees 
shall appoint as Medical Director a physi- 
cian who has not at any time been regu- 
larly or permanently employed by any 
Department, Board, or Commission of the 
City, County, or State and/or who has not 
at any time filled an elective, appointive, 
or salaried office of the City, County, or 
State Governments, and who is not eligible 
to participate in the Retirement System: 
provided, that service as interne in any 
City, County, or State hospital or sani- 
tarium and service in any State or Federal 
military body shall not disqualify a physi- 
cian for appointment as Medical Director. 


(b) The Medical Director. shall arrange 
for and pass upon all medical examinations 
required under the provisions of this Retire- 
ment System; shall investigate all essential 
statements and certificates by or on behalf 
of a member in connection with his appli- 
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eation for disability retirement, and in 
connection with all applications for acci- 
dental death benefits; and shall report in 
writing to the Board of Trustees his con- 
clusions and recommendations on matters 
referred to him. 


(c) The Medical Director is directly re- 
sponsible to and shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the Board of Trustees. 


Section 12. The Board of Trustees shall 
appoint an Actuary who shall be the techni- 
eal advisor to the Board of Trustees on 
matters regarding the operation of the 
funds created by this Retirement System 
and shall perform such other duties as are 
required in connection therewith. 


Section 13. At least once in each five 
(65) year period, the Board of Trustees shall 
cause an actuarial investigation to be made 
into the mortality, service, and compensa- 
tion experience of the members and bene- 
ficiaries of the Retirement System, and 
shall make a valuation of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds of the Retirement 
System, and on the basis of such actuarial 
investigation and valuation, the Board of 
Trustees shall: 


(a) Adopt for the Retirement System 
such mortality, service, and other tables 
as shall be deemed necessary ; 


(b) Certify the rates of contribution pay- 
able by the City on acount of new entrants 
into the Retirement System at various 
ages; 


(ce) Adopt for the Retirement System a 
regular rate of interest. 


" Section 14. On the basis of such tables, 
adopted under the provisions of Section 13 
of this Article, the Board of Trustees shall 
cause to be made an actuarial valuation 
of the assets and liabilities of the funds of 
the Retirement System. 


ARTICLE III 


+ 


Definitions 


‘Fhe following words and phrases as used 
in this Retirement System, unless a differ- 
ent meaning is plainly required by the con- 
text, shall have the following meaning: 


Section 1. ‘‘Retirement System” shall 
mean the Retirement System for employees 
of the City of Lansing as defined in Article 
I of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. (a) ‘“‘Employee” shall mean 
any regular and/or permanent officer, agent, 
servant, or employee of the City, but shall 
not include any employees who average less 
than five hundred dollars ($500.00) per 
annum in a three (3) year period; nor shall 
_ it include elective officials of the City, ex- 
cept as provided in Paragraph (c) of this 
Section; nor shall it include the Medical 
Director of the Retirement System; nor 
shall it include persons employed by the 
Board of Water and Electric Light Com- 
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missioners, and the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners; except as provided in 
Paragraph (b) of this Section. 


(b) The employees of any Board, Com- 
mission or Department of the City may be 
included as employees of the City, for the 
purposes of coming under the provisions of 
this Retirement System, at such time as 
they are eligible and is mutually agreeable 
between the City Council and their govern- 
ing body, Board, or Commission. However, 
if the employees of a Board, Commission, 
or City Department are permited to come 
under the provisions of this Retirement Sys- 
tem, then all employees of the Board, Com- 
mission, or Department, within the mean- 
ing of this Section, shall be included. 


(c) Any elective official, excluded from 
membership in the Retirement System ac- 
cording to the provisions of Paragraph (a) 
of this Section, shall be considered an 
employe within the meaning of this Retire- 
ment System, upon his written application 
filed with the. Board of Trustees. 


(d) In all cases of doubt, the Board of 
Trustees shall decide who is an employee 
within the meaning of this Retirement Sys- 
tem. 


Section 3. ‘‘Member’”’ shall mean any 
person included in the membership of the 
Retirement System as provided in Article 
IV, Section (1) of this Retirement System. 


Section 4. ‘‘City’’ shall mean the City of 
Lansing, State of Michigan. : 


Section 5. ‘The Council’’ shall mean the 
City Council of the City of Lansing. 


Section 6. ‘‘Medical Director” shall mean 
the physician provided for in Article II, 
Section 11 of this Retirement System. 


Section 7. ‘‘Service’’ shall mean service 
rendered as an employee of the City and 
paid for by the City. 


Section 8. “Prior Service’ shall mean. 
service rendered prior to the effective date 
of this Retirement System. In the case of 
employees of the City who may come under 
the provisions of this Retirement System, 
according to the provisions of Section (2), 
Paragraph (b) of this Article, ‘‘Prior Serv- 
ice’ shall mean service rendered prior to 
the date of the agreement as fixed by the 
City Council. 


Section 9. ‘‘Membership Service’ shall 
mean service rendered as an employee since 
last becoming a member. 


Section 10.° ‘‘Regular Interest’’ shall be 
such rate of interest as the Board of Trus- 
tees may determine subject to the approval 
of the City Council. For a period of five 
(5) years from the effective date of the 
Retirement System, ‘Regular  Interest’’ 
shall be interest at three (3) per centum 
per annum, compounded annually. 


Section 11. ‘Accumulated Contributions” 
shall mean the sum of all amounts de- 
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ducted from.the compensation of a member 
and credited to his individual acount in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, together with regu- 
lar interest thereon, as provided in Articles 
VII and VIII of this Retirement System. 


Section 12. ‘Average Final Compensa- 
tion’”’ shall mean the average annual pay, 
salary, or compensation received by a mem- 
ber during his last ten (10) years of serv- 
ice as an employe; or if he has had less 
than ten (10) years of service, then the 
average annual pay, salary, or compensa- 
tion received by him during his total years 
of service. In cases where compensation is 
not all paid in money, the Board of Trus- 
tees shall fix the value of that part of the 
compensation not paid in money. 


Section 13. ‘Final Compensation’’ shall 
mean the annual rate of compensa- 
tion, pay, or salary earned by a member 
at the time of termination of employment. 


Section 14. ‘“‘Annuity’’ shall mean pay- 
ments derived from the accumulated con- 
tributions of a member. 


Section 15. ‘‘Pension’’ shall mean pay- 
ments derived from money provided by the 
City of Lansing. 


Section 16. “Retirement Allowance” 
shall mean the sum of the annuity and the 
pension and shall be paid in equal monthly 
installments. 


Section 17. ‘‘Retirement’’ shall mean 
withdrawal from active service with a re- 
tirement allowance granted under the pro- 
visions of this Retirement System. 


Section 18. ‘“Beneficiary’’ shall mean 
any person in receipt of a pension, an an- 
nuity, a retirement allowance, or other 
benefit - provided by the Retirement System. 


Section 19. The masculine pronoun shall 
include the feminine pronoun. 


ARTICLE IV 
Membership 


Section 1. The membership of the Re- 
tirement System shall consist of the follow- 
ing: 


(a) All persons who are employees of 
the City on the day: preceding the effective 
date of this Retirement System and who 
continue in the employment of the City on 
and after the effective date of this Retire- 
ment System. 


(b) All persons who become employees 
of the City on and after the effective date 
of this Retirement System shall thereupon 
become members of the Retirement System. 


(c) Any elective official of the City who 
shall become an employee of the City, with- 
in the meaning of this Retirement System 
as provided in. Article III, Section 2, Para- 
graph (c) of this Retirement System, shall 
become a member of the Retirement Sys- 
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tem beginning with the terms of office to 
which he may be elected next succeeding 
the effective date of this Retirement Sys- 
tem. 


Section 2. Should any member in any 
period of five (5) consecutive years, after 
last becoming a member, be absent from 
service more than four (4) years, or should 
he become a beneficiary or die, he shall 
thereupon cease to be a member. 


Section 3. The Board of Trustees shall 
place the members in groups recommended 


by the Actuary on the basis of service and 
mortality experience. 


ARTICLE V 


Service Creditable 


Section 1. Under such rules and regula- 
tions as the Board of Trustees shall adopt, 


each member shall file a detailed statement ° 


of all service, rendered by him as an em- 
ployee prior to the effective date of this 
Retirement System, for which he claims 
credit, and shall furnish such other facts 
as the Board of Trustees may require for 
the proper operation of the Retirement Sys- 
tém. 


Section 2. The Board of Trustees shall 


fix and determine by appropriate rules and . 


regulations how much service in any year 
is equivalent to a year of service, but in 
no.case shall less than ten (10) days serv- 
ice in a calendar month constitute a month 
of service; nor shall less than eight (8) 
months service constitute one (1) year, nor 
shall more than one (1) year of service be 
creditable for all service in one (1) calen- 
dar year. The Board of Trustees shall not 
allow credit as service for any period of 
more than one (1) month’s duration dur- 
ing which the employee was absent with- 
out pay. 


Section 3. An employee of the City, who 
while employed by the City is/was called 
or enlists/enlisted into the military, naval, 
marine, or other service of the United 
States Government during time of war, or 
other national emergency recognized by the 
Board of Trustees, and who is/was re- 
employed by the City within one (1) year 
from the date of termination of the em- 
ployee’s required enlistment, then such 
service shall be credited to his City service 
in the same manner as if he served the 
City uninterruptedly. During the period 
of a member’s service in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, his contributions into the An- 
nuity Savings Fund shall be suspended and 
his balance in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
standing to his credit as of the last pay- 
roll date preceding his leave of absence 
from City service, shall be accumulated at 
regular interest. 


Section 4. Subject to the above restric- 
tions and to such other rules and reegula- 
tions as the Board of Trustees may adopt, 
the Board of Trustees shall credit the 
member’s service account with the number 
of years and months of prior service to 
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which he is entitled, and shall notify the 
member, in writing, of the prior service so 
credited. 


ARTICLE VI 
Part A—Service Retirement Allowance 


Section 1. (a) Any member who has 
attained age sixty (60) or over may retire 
upon his written application to the Board 
of Trustees, setting forth at what time, not 
less than thirty (30) days, nor more than 
ninety (90) days subsequent to the execu- 
tion and filing thereof, he desires to be 
retired. 


(b) Any member, other than an elective 
official of the City, who has attained the 
age of sixty-five (65) shall be retired forth- 
with or on the first day of the calendar 
month next succeeding that in which the 
said member shall have attained the age 
. of sixty-five (65). 


(c) The Board of Trustees may permit 
an employee, who was in service of the 
City prior to the effective date of this 
‘Retirement System, and who has attained 
age sixty-five (65), to continue in service 
for periods not to extend beyond four (4) 
years from the effective date of this Retire- 
ment System. In the case of employees 
who come under the provisions of this 
Retirement System, according to the provi- 
sions of Article III, Section 2, Paragraph 
(b) thereof, the Board of Trustees may per- 
mit an employee who was in the service 
of the City prior to the date of the agree- 
ment as fixed by the City Council, and who 
has attained age sixty-five (65), to continue 
in service for periods not to extend beyond 
four (4) years from the date of such agree- 
ment. 


Section 2. Upon retirement from service, 
a member shall receive a service retirement 
allowance which shall consist of: 


(a) An annuity which shall be the ac- 
tuarial equivalent of his accumulated con- 
tributions at the time of his retirement; 
and 


(b) A basic service pension, subject to 
the provisions of Paragraph (e) of this Sec- 
tion, of one hundred Dollars ($100.00) per 
annum; and 


(c) A membership service pension, sub- 
ject to the provisions of Paragraph (e) 
of this Section, which shall be equal to 
one-one hundred thirty fifth (1/135) of his 
average final compensation for each year 
of membership credited to the member’s 
service account, not to exceed thirty (30) 
years; provided that the membership serv- 
ice pension when added to the basic service 
pension, provided for in Paragraph (b) of 
this Section, shall not exceed nine hundred 
dollars ($900.00) per annum; and 


(d) A prior service pension which shall 
be equal to two-one hundred thirty fifths 
(2/135) of his average final compensation 
for each year of prior service credited to

the member’s service account; provided, 
that if the membership service when added 
to the prior service exceeds thirty (30) 
years, then the membership service shall be 
reduced so ‘that the total of membership 
service and prior service is not greater than 
thirty (30) years; provided further, that 
the total pension portions, provided by the 
City in Paragraphs (b), (c), and (d) of 
this Section, shall not exceed eighteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1800.00) per annum. 


(e) To be eligible to receive the pension 
portions provided by the City in Para- 
graphs (b), (c), and (d) of this Section, 
a member with prior service credit must 
have at least two (2) years of City Service 
credited to his service account; a member 
without prior service credit, must have at 
least ten (10) years of membership service 
credited to his service account, unless he or 
his dependents, as defined in this Retire- 
ment System, become eligible for benefits 
provided for herein under parts B and D 
of this Article. 


Part B—Accidental Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


Section 1. Subject to the provisions of 
Part H of this Article, upon application 
of a member, or of the head of his depart- 
ment, a member who becomes totally in- 
capacitated for duty as the natural and 
proximate result of the actual performance 
of duty, without willful negligence on his 
part, shall be retired by the Board of 
Trustees; provided the Medical Director 
after a medical examination of such mem- 
ber, shall certify that such member is 
mentally or physically totally incapacitated 
for the further performance of duty to the 
City and that such member should be 
retired. 


. Section 2. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part B, 
a member who has attained age sixty (60) 
shall receive a service retirement allowance 
as provided in Part A, Section 2 of this 
Article. 


Section 3. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part B, 
a member who has not attained age sixty 
(60), shall receive the following benefits, 
subject to the provisions of Part H of this 
Articles: 


(a) The disabled member shall receive a 
disability retirement pension of sixty-six 
and two-thirds percent (66 2/3%) of his 
average final compensation from the date 
of his application for disability benefits 
to his attainment of age sixty (60), subject 
to the provisions of Part G of this Article. 
The pension provided by the City shall not 
be in excess of eighteen hundred dollars 
($1800.00) per annum. 


(b) Upon attaining age sixty (60), the 
disabled member shall receive a pension 
as provided for in Part A, Section 2, Para- 
graphs (b), (c), and (d) of this Article, 
together with an annuity which shall be 
the equivalent of the annuity he would have 
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received had he continued contributions to 
the Annuity Savings Fund, said contribu- 
tions to be based upon his final compensa- 
tion at the time of his disability. 


(c) During the period a disabled member 
is receiving a disability pension, as pro- 
vided for in Paragraph (a) of this Section, 
his contributions into the Annuity Savings 
Fund shall be suspended and his balance in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, standing to his 
credit as of the date his disability pension 
is to begin, is to remain in the Annuity 
Savings Fund; provided that if the disabled 
member should die before attaining age 
sixty (60), while a disability beneficiary, 
his accumulated contributions standing to 
his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund, as 
of the date his disability pension began, 
shall be paid to such person or persons 
having an insurable interest in his life as 
he shall have nominated by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the 
Board of Trustees. 


Part C—Ordinary Disability Retirement 
Allowance 


_ Section 1. Subject to the provisions of 
Part H of this Article, upon application of 
a member, or of the head of his depart- 
ment, a member who has served the City 
at least fifteen (15) years, becomes totally 
and permanently incapacitated for duty as 
the result of causes occurring not in the 
actual performance of duty to the City, 
may be retired by the Board of Trustees; 
provided the Medical Directors, after a 
medical examination of such member, shall 
certify that such member is mentally or 
physically ineapacitated for the further 
performance of duty, and such incapacity 
is likely to be permanent and that such 
member should be retired. 


Section 2. Upon retirement for disability, 
as provided in Section 1 of this Part C of 
this Article, a member shall receive the 
following benefits: 


(a) Upon retirement any member on or 
after age sixty (60) shall receive a service 
retirement allowance as provided in Part 
A, Section 2 of this Article. 


(b) Upon retirement any member prior 
to age sixty (60) shall receive a disability 
retirement allowance, subject to the pro- 
visions of Part.H of this Article, from the 
date of his application for disability bene- 
fits to the attainment of age sixty (60). 
Upon attaining age sixty (60) he shall 
receive a service retirement allowance,’ as 
provided in Part A, Section 2, of this 
Article. His disability retirement allowance 
shall consist of: 


(1) An annuity, which shall be the 
actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
contributions at the time of his retirement; 
and 


(2) A pension, in addition to the annu- 
ity, equal to one-one hundred thirty fifth 
(1/185) of his average final compensation 
for each year of City service credited to 
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his service account, not to exceed thirty 
(30) years. The pension provided by the 
City under this provision shall not exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per an- 
num. The total disability retirement allow- 
ance consisting of Paragraphs (1) and (2) 
of this Section shall not exceed eighteen 
hundred dollars ($1800.00) per annum or 
one-half (14) of the retiring member's 
average final compensation, whichever is 
the lesser. 


% 


Part D—dAccidental Death Benefits 


Section 1. If a member be killed in the 
performance of his duty or dies as a result 
of illness contracted or injuries received 
while in the performance of his duty to 
the City, and such death, illness, or injuries 
resulting in death, be found by the Board 
of Trustees to have resulted from the per- 
formance of his duty to the City, there 
shall be paid: 


(a) The amount of his accumulated 
contributions in the Annuity Savings Fund 
to such person having an insurable interest 
in his life as he shall have nominated by 
written designation, duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Trustees, or if there 
be no such designated person, then to his 
legal representatives, and 


(b) A pension of one-third (1/3) of the 
final compensation of such member to be 
paid to his widow, if he leave a widow, to 
continue during her widowhood. If a child 
or children, under the age of eighteen (18) 
years also survive the deceased employee, 
each child under age eighteen (18) years 
shall receive a proportionate share of 
one-fourth (4%) of the deceased member’s 
final compensation. If any child dies or 
attains age eighteen (18), there shall be 
a redistribution by the Board of Trustees 
to the surviving children under age eighteen 
(18), but in no event shall any child receive 
more than one-fourth (44) of final com- 
pensation. The total amount to be paid 
under this Paragraph shall not exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per 
annum. 


(c) If there be no widow or if the 
widow dies or remarries before the young- 
est surviving child of such deceased mem- 


ber shall have attained the age of eighteen _ 


(18) years, then his child or children under 
such age, if he leave children, shall each 
receive in lieu of all other benefits, except 
as provided in Paragraph (a) of this Sec- 
tion, an pension equal to one-fourth (44) 
of the deceased member’s final compensa- 
tion, but in no event shall the total so 
paid, in any one year, exceed one-half 
(44) of his final compensation. If there 
be more than two (2) surviving children 
under age eighteen (18), each child shall 
receive a proportionate share of such one- 
half (44) of his final compensation. If 
any child dies or attains the age of eighteen 
(18) years, there shall be a redistribution 
by the Board of Trustees to the surviving 
children under such age, but in no eveent 
shall any child receive more than one- 
fourth (14) of his final compensation in 
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any one (1) year. The total amount to be 
‘paid under this Paragraph shall not ex- 
’ eeed fifteen hundred dollars ($1500.00) per 
‘annum. 


(d) If there be no widow or if there be 
no children under age eighteen (18) sur- 
viving the deceased member, then there 
shall be paid to his dependent father and/or 
dependent mother as the Board of Trustees 
after investigation shall determine to have 
been actually dependent upon such deceased 
member through absence of earning power 
due to physical disability, a pension of one- 
sixth (1/6) of the deceased member’s final 
compensation for each dependent parent; 
provided that in no event shall the amount 
to be paid to either parent exceed six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) per annum, nor 
shall the total amount to be paid to both 
parents exceed nine hundred dollars 
($900.00) per annum. 


(e) If a member dies intestate, without 
having nominated a person or persons as 
beneficiary, as provided in Paragraph (a) 
of this Section, and without heirs, the 
amount of his accumulated contributions 
in the Annuity Savings Fund, not to ex- 
ceed a reasonable sum as determined by 
the Board of Trustees, shall be used to pay 
his burial expenses, provided he leave no 
other estate sufficient for such purpose. 
Any balances credited to such member in 
the Annuity Savings Fund, and not used 
for burial expenses, shall remain a part 
of the funds of the Retirement System and 
shall be transferred to the Pension Accumu- 
lation Fund. 


(f) The benefits provided in this Section 
shall be subject to the provisions of Part 
G of this Article. 


Part E—Return of Accumulated 
Contributions 


Section 1. (a) Should a member cease to 
be an employee before attaining age sixty 
(60), for reasons other than death or 
disability as provided in Parts B, C, and 
D of this Article, he shall be paid all or 
part of the accumulated contributions 
standing to his credit in the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund, with regular interest credited 
to the thirty-first day of December preced- 
ing the date his name last appeared on 
the payroll, as he shall demand, in writing 
on forms furnished by the Board of 
Trustees. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of Parts B, 
C, and D of this Article, should a member 
die before his service retirement becomes 
effective, as provided in Parts A and F of 
this Article, the amount of the accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit in the 
Annuity Savings Fund, at the date of his 
death, shall be paid to such person or 
persons -as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and 
filed with the Board of Trustees, or if there 
be no such designated person or persons, 
then to his legal representatives. 


-{c) The Board of Trustees may, in its 
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discretion, withhold for not more than three 
(3) years after a member has ceased to 
be an employee, all or part of his accumu- 
lated contributions. 


Part F—Optional Retirement Allowances 


No option election shall be effective in 
case a member dies within thirty (30) 
days after retirement; such a member shall 
be considered an active member at the 
time of his death. Until the first payment 
on account of any benefits becomes norm- 
ally due, any member may elect to receive 
his benefit in a retirement allowance pay- 
able throughout life; or he may elect to 
receive the actuarial equivalent, at that 
time, of his retirement allowance in a re- 
duced retirement allowance payable through- 
out life with the provision that; 


Option 1. Cash Refund Annuity 


If he dies before he has received in pay- 
ment of the annuity portion of his retire- 
ment allowance, the present value of the 
annuity portion of his retirement allowance 
as it was at the time of his retirement, the 
balance shall be paid in single sum to 
such person or persons as he shall have 
nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board of 
Trustees, or if there be no such designated 
person or persons, then to his legal repre- 
sentative; or 


Option 2. Joint and Last Survivorship 
Annuity 

Upon his death his reduced retirement 
allowance will be continued throughout the 
life of and paid to such person as he shall 
have nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the Board of 
Trustees at the time of his retirement; or 


Option 3. Modified Joint and Last 
Survivorship Annuity 


Upon his death, one-half (4%) of his 
reduced retirement allowance shall be con- 
tinued throughout the life of and paid to 
such person as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Trustees at the time 
of his retirement. 


Part G—Pensions Offiset by Compensation 
Benefits 


In case the present value of the total 
benefits which may be paid or payable 
under the provisions of any workmen’s 
compensation, or pension, or similar law to 
a member, or to the dependents of a mem- 
ber on account of any disability or death, 
is less than the pension reserve for bene- 
fits otherwise payable from funds of the 
City under this Retirement System then 
the present value of the total benefits which 
may be paid or payable under any work- 
men’s compensation, or pension, or similar 
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law, shall be deducted from the pension re- 
serve for benefits otherwise payable from 
funds provided by the City under this 


Retirement System, and such benefits as 


may be provided by the pension reserve, 
so reduced, shal] be payable under the pro- 
visions of the Retirement System. 


Part H—Re-Examination of Beneficiaries 
Retired on Account of Disability 


Section 1. (a) Once each year during: 


the first five (5) years following retirement 
of a member on a disability retirement 
allowance, and at least once in every three 
(3) year period thereafter, the Board of 
Trustees may, and upon the member’s 
application shall, require any disability 
beneficiary, who has not attained age sixty 
(60) to undergo a medical examination ; 
such examination to be made by or under 
the direction of the Medical Director at 
the place of residence of said beneficiary, 
or other place mutually agreed upon. 
Should any disability beneficiary, who has 
not attained age sixty (60), refuse to sub- 
mit to such medical examination in any 
such period by or under the direction of 
the Medical Director, his disability retire- 
ment allowance may be discontinued until 
his withdrawal of such refusal, and should 
such refusal continue for one (1) year, all 
his rights in and to his pension may be 
revoked by the Board of Trustees. If upon 
such medical examination of a beneficiary, 
the Medical Director reports and his report 
is concurred in by the Board of Trustees, 
that the beneficiary is physically able and 
capable of resuming employment, he shall 
be restored to active service with the City 
and his disability retirement allowance 
shall cease. 


(b) Should the Medical Director report 
and certify to the Board of Trustees that 
such disability beneficiary is engaged in a 
gainful occupation paying more than the 
difference between his disability retirement 
allowance and his final compensation, and 
should the Board of Trustees concur in such 
report, thén the amount of his pension 
shall be reduced to an amount which to- 
gether with his annuity, if he has an 
annuity, and the amount earned by him 
shall equal the amount of his final com- 
pensation. Should his earnings be later 
changed, the amount of his pension may be 
further modified in like manner. 


(c) A disability beneficiary who has been 
or shall be reinstated to active service, as 
provided in this Section, shall from the 
date of such restoration again become a 
member of the Retirement System; and he 
shall contribute to the said System there- 
after in the same manner as prior to his 
disability retirement. 


ARTICLE VII 
Method of Financing 


All of the assets of the Retirement 
System shall be credited to one of four 
funds, according to the purpose for which 
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they are held, namely, the Annuity Savings - 


nd, Annuity Reserve Fund, Pension: 


Accumulation Fund, and Pension cig 


nd. 


Annuity Savings Fund 


Section 1. (a) The Annuity Savings 


‘Fund shall be a fund in which shall be 


accumulated, at regular interest the con-. 
tributions from the compensation of mem-' 
bers to provide for their annuities. The 


contribution of a member to the Annuity ~ 


Savings Fund shall be five per cent (5%) 
of. his annual compensation not in excess of 
thirty-six hundred dollars ($3,600. 00). 


(b) The City Comptroller or officer re- 
sponsible for making up the payroll shall 
cause the contribution to be deducted from 
the pay of each member on each and every 
payroll, for each and every payroll period, 
from-the date of his entrance in the System 
to the date of his retirement. The contribu- 
tion from the pay of a member may be 
omitted for: any period less than a full 
payroll if an employee was not a member 
on the first day of the payroll period. 


(ec) The contribution provided for herein. 


‘shall be made, notwithstanding that the 


minimum compensation provided for by- 
law for any member shall be changed 
thereby. Every member shall be deemed 
to consent and agree to the deduction made 
and provided for herein and shall receipt 
for his full salary or compensation, and 
payment of his salary or compensation less 
said deduction for his contribution shall 
be a full and complete discharge and ae- 
quittance of all claims and demands what- 
soever for the services rendered by such. 
person during the period covered by such 
payment, except as to the benefits provided ‘ 
under this Retirement System. The City 
Comptroller or officer responsible for mak- 
ing up the payroll! shall certify to the Board 
of Trustees, on each and every payroll, 
the amounts of contributions to be deducted 
from the compensation of each member and 
each of said amounts shall be deducted by 
the City Comptroller, and when deducted 
shall be paid into said Annuity Savings 
Fund, and shall be credited to the individual 
account of the member from whose com- 
pensation said deduction was made. 


(d) In addition to the contribution de- 
ducted from the‘compensation of a member 
as hereinbefore provided, any member may 
redeposit in the Annuity Savings Fund by 
a single payment, or by an increased rate 
of contribution, an amount equal to the 
total amount, or any part thereof, which 
he may have previously withdrawn there- 
from as provided in this Retirement 
System. 


(e} Upon the retirement of a member, 
his’ accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity. Savings Fund 
to the Annuity Reserve Fund, described in 
Section (2) of this Article. At the -expira- 
tion of a period of five (5) years follow- 
ing the date a member’s name last appear- 


‘ed on the payroll, any balance of accumu-

lated contributions standing to his credit 
in the Annuity Savings Fund shall be 
transferred to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. ' 


Annuity Reserve Fund 


Section 2. The Annuity Reserve Fund 
shall be the fund from which shall be paid 
all annuities and all benefits in lieu of 
annuities, payable as provided in this Re- 
tirement System. Should a_ beneficiary, 
retired on account of disability, be restored 
to active service with a compensation not 
less than his average final compensation 
at the time of his last retirement, his 
annuity reserve shall be transferred from 
the Annuity Reserve Fund to the Annuity 
Savings Fund and credited to his individual 
account therein. 


Pension Accumulation Fund 


‘Section 3. The Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall be the fund in which shall be 
accumulated reserves for the payment of all 
pensions and other benefits payable from 
contributions made by the City and from 
which shall be paid all pensions and other 
benefits on account of members with prior 
service credit. Contributions to and pay- 
ments from the Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall be made as follows: 


(a) Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables 
as the Board of Trustees shall adopt, upon 
recommendation of the Actuary, the Actu- 
ary shall annually compute the amount of 
contribution, which if paid annually by 
the City during the entire prospective City 
service of members, would be sufficient to 
provide for the pension reserves required, 
at the time of their discontinuance from 
City service, ‘to cover the basic service 
pension, membership service pension, and 
disability pensions to which they might be 
entitled or which might be payable because 
of their City service as members and for 
the amounts of cash benefits and accidental 
death benefits which might be payable on 
their account by the City. The Board of 
Trustees shall have appropriated annually 
the amount ascertained and the City shall 
pay into this fund during the ensuing fiscal 
year the amount so determined. Upon the 
retirement of a member, without prior ser- 
vice credit, or upon his death in the per- 
formance of duty, an amount equal to the 
pension reserve for the pension payable 
by the City, on account of his service as 
a member, shall be transferred from the 
Pension Accumulation Fund to the Pension 
Reserve Fund, described in Section (4) of 
this Article. 


(b) Upon the basis of such mortality 
tables, regular interest and other tables as 
the Board of Trustees shall adopt upon 
recommendation of the Actuary, the Actu- 
ary shall compute annually the reserve 
liabilities, for prior service credit to mem- 
bers. The prior service liabilities, as com- 
puted, shall be amortized, assuming regular 
interest, over a period of years to be de- 
termined by the Board of Trustees, but not 
to exceed thirty (30) years. The Board of 
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Trustees shall have appropriated annually 
and the City shall pay into the Pension 
Accumulation Fund, the amortization pay-. 
ment so determined. 


(c) If the amounts appropriated in 
the budget for any year is insufficient to 
pay in full the amount due in said year to 
all beneficiaries of the Pension Accumula- 
tion Fund directly or the Pension Reserve 
Fund indirectly, the amount of such insuf- 
ficiency shall thereupon be provided by the 
appropriating authorities of the City. 


Pension Reserve Fund 


Section 4. The Pension Reserve Fund 
shall be the fund from which shall be paid 
the pensions of members, without prior 
service credit, and benefits in lieu thereof. 
Should such a beneficiary retired on ac- 
count of disability, be restored to active 
service with a compensation not less than 
his final compensation at the time of his 
last retirement, the pension reserve thereon 
shall be transferred from the Pension Re- 
serve Fund to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. Should the pension of such a dis- 
ability beneficiary be reduced as a result 
of an increase in his earning capacity, the 
amount of the annual reduction in his 
pension shall be paid annually into the 
Pension Accumulation Fund during the 
period of such reduction. 


Expense Fund 


Section 5. The Expense Fund shall be the 
fund to which shall be credited all money 
provided by the City to pay the adminis- 
tration expense of the Retirement System, 
and from which shall be paid all the ex- 
penses necessary in connection with the 
administration and operation of the Retire- 
ment System. 


Appropriations 


Section 6. (a) The Board of Trustees 
shall certify the amount of appropriation 
necessary to pay into the various funds of 
the Retirement System, as enumerated in 
this Retirement System, according to legal 
budget procedure. 


(b) To cover the requirements of the 
Retirement System temporarily, ch 
amounts as shall be necessary to cover the 
needs of the Retirement System shall be 
paid into the Pension Accumulation Fund 
and the Expense Fund by special appro- 
priations or transfers to the Retirement 
System. 


Maintenance of Reserves 


Section 7. The maintenance of the an- 
nuity reserves in the Annuity Reserve 
Fund and the pension reserves in the Pen- 
sion Reserve Fund are hereby made obliga- 
tions of the Pension Accumulation Fund. 
All income, interest, and dividends derived 
from deposits and investments arising from 
the operation of the funds of this Retire- 


ment System, which are not required for. 
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the allowance of interest to the funds of 
the System as provided herein, shall be 
credited to the Pension Accumulation Fund. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Management of Funds 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall 
be the Trustees of the several funds pro- 
vided for in Article VII of this Retirement 
System and shall have full power to invest 
and reinvest such funds subject to all 
terms, conditions, limitations, and restric- 
tions imposed by the law of the State of 
Michigan upon life insurance companies 
in the making and disposing of their in- 
vestments, except that notes, bonds, or obli- 
gations of any county, city, village, or dis- 
trict in the State of Michigan shall not 
be subject to said restrictions or limitations. 
The Board of Trustees shall have the power 
to purchase notes, bonds, or obligations of 
the City of Lansing before or after the 
same are offered to the public and with or 
without advertising for bids. 


Section 2. The Board of Trustees shall 
have full power to hold, purchase, sell, 
assign, transfer and dispose of any of the 
securities and investments in which any 
of the funds created herein shall have been 
invested as well as the proceeds of said in- 
vestments and any moneys belonging to 
said funds. 


Section 3. The Board of Trustees annu- 
ally shall allow regular interest on the 
mean amount of assets in each of the funds 
for the preceding year. The amounts so 
allowed shall be due and payable to said 
funds, and shall be credited thereto an- 
nually by the Board of Trustees from in- 
terest and other earnings on the moneys 
of the Retirement System. Any additional 
amount, required to meet the regular in- 
terest on the funds of the Retirement Sys- 
tem shall be paid by the City and any 
excess of earnings over such amount re- 
quired shall be credited to the Pension 
Accumulation Fund. 


Section 4. The City Treasurer shall be 
custodian of the several funds. All pay- 
ments from said funds shall be made ac- 
cording to Charter provisions only upon 
regular City vouchers signed by two (2) 
persons designated by the Board of Trus- 
tees. A duly attested copy of a resolution 
of the Board of Trustees, designat- 
ing such person and _  ~»bearing upon 
its face specimen signatures of such 
persons, shall be filed with the City Treas- 
urer as his authority for making payments 
upon such vouchers. No voucher shall be 
drawn unless it shall have been previously 
authorized by resolution of the Board of 
Trustees. 


ARTICLE IX 
Assignments Prohibited 


Section 1. The right of a person to a 
pension, an annuity, or a retirement allow- 
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,ance, to return. of contributions, the pen- 
sion, annuity, or retirement allowance 
itself, any optional benefit, any other right 
accrued or accruing to any person under 
the provisions of this Retirement System 
and the moneys in the various funds of 
this Retirement System shall be unassign- 
able and shall not be subject to execution, 
garnishment, attachment, the operation of 
bankruptcy or insolvency law, or any other 
process of law whatsoever and shall be un- 
assignable except as specifically provided in 
this Retirement System. 


Protection Against Fraud 


Section 2. Whoever, with intent to de- 


ceive, shall make any statements and/or. 


reports required under this Retirement 
System which are untrue, or shall falsify 
or permit to be falsified any record or 
records of this Retirement System, or who 
shall otherwise violate with intent to de- 
ceive, any of the terms or provisions of 
this Retirement System, shall be fined not 
to exceed five hundred dollars ($500.00), 
or ninety (90) days imprisonment, or both. 


Errors 


Section 38. Should any change or error in 
the records result in any member or bene- 
ficiary receiving from the Retirement Sys- 
tem more or less than he would have been 
entitled to receive had the records been cor- 
rect, the Board of Trustees shall correct 
such error, and as far as practicable, shall 


‘ adjust the payment in such a manner that 


the actuarial equivalent of the benefit to 
which such member or beneficiary was cor- 
rectly entitled shall be paid. 


Limitation of Other Statutes 


Section 4. Should she employees of the 
City be required, by law now enacted or 
which may be enacted, or any amendments 
or rulings in connection therewith having 
the force of law, to accept coverage under 
any Federal or State annuity, pension, re- 
tirement or old age security system; and 
should the City and/or employees of the 
City be required to make contributions or 
be subject to payroll taxes in support of 
such system; then all benefits of what- 
ever nature, contained in this Retirement 
System, accrued or accruing to members 
or beneficiaries of the Retirement System, 
including the right to refund of a member’s 
accumulated contributions in the Annuity 
Savings Fund, shall be modified in such 
manner as is recommended by the Board 
er Trustees and approved by the City Coun- 
cil. 


Section 5. (a) No other provision of 
law, charter, or ordinance which provides 
wholly or partly at the expense of the City 
for pensions or retirement benefits for 
employees of the City, their widows, or 
other dependents, shall apply to members 
or beneficiaries of the Retirement System, 
their widows or other dependents. 


(b) All provisions of law inconsistent 
with _the provisions of this Ordinance are 
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hereby repealed to the extent of such in- 
consistency. 


(c) If any part, article, chapter, section, 
sub-section, sentence, clause, or phrase of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held to 
be unconstitutional, such decision shall not 
affect the validity of the remaining parts, 
articles, chapters, sections, sub-sections, 
sentences, clauses, and phrases of this 
Ordinance, or the Ordinance as an entirety. 


The Committee on ORDINANCES AND 
PENSIONS, to whom was referred the

lishment or part hereof be reconstructed, 
rebuilt or repaired, the same shall be so 
constructed, built, or repaired to conform 
to the provisions hereof and such improve- 
ments made shall be approved by the Chief 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau.

Papers and like mate- 
rials burning in open fires out of doors 


‘must be placed in a retainer or securely 


fastened or attended to prevent scattering. 
All persons must see that fires completely 
consume such substances and are com- 
pletely extinguished. 


Sec. 2303. To Sec. 2303 add the follow- 
ing sentence: ‘‘except under permit grant- 
ed by the Chief of the Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau.’’ 


Add the following section to the ordi- 
nance: 


Sec. 2404. Should any of the provisions: 


of this ordinance be held invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such hold- 
ing shall not be construed as effecting the 
validity or operation of any remaining pro- 
visions thereof. 


The Committee of The Whole recom- 
mends that the ordinance be passed as 
amended.

Section 4 of said Ordinance provides: 


Section 4. LICENSE FEE. The annual 
license fee for any person operating a 
regularly established used automobile busi- 
ness within the City of Lansing shall be 
$50.00 per year, or a fraction thereof, end- 
ing on the 30th day of April in each year 
next following the date of application, pro- 
vided, however, that when an application 
for license to a regularly established busi- 
ness shall be made subsequent to the lst 
day of November in any one year, the fee 
for such license for the balance of that 
year shall be $25.00. 


The license fee to be collected by the 
City Clerk for temporary operation of the 
business of selling used automobiles pro- 
posed to be conducted within the City of 
Lansing shall be as follows: 


For each day less than one week....$ 5.00 


For each week under one month 15.00 
For each month under three _.____... 40.00 
For three months.......__._._._.____......._ 76,00 
Pot six Won... 4. 100.00 
For one jeer... 1... OT 


Every applicant shall be considered as 


a transient merchant temporarily engaging 
in business as a used automobile dealer, 
subject to payment of license fees in ac- 
cordance with the foregoing schedule, un- 
less such dealer shall have been continu- 
ously engaged in such business within the 
City of Lansing for not less than one year 
immediately preceding the filing of his 
application for license under the terms of 
this ordinance; provided, that any person 
who shall pay a license fee as a transient 
merchant and who shall thereafter con- 
tinuously engage in such business within 
the City of Lansing for the period of one 
year or more shall thereupon be deemed 
to have qualified as a regular dealer and 
the excess of payments made by him to 
the City Clerk, over the annual fee applied 
to regular dealers, shall be refunded by the 
City Clerk to such dealer upon demand. 


No provision heretofore made by this 
ordiance shall be considered to apply to 
any person exclusively engaged in the 
business of buying or taking in exchange 
automobiles for the purpose of handling 
as junk and who have a junk dealer's 
license. 


The right of the City to regulate the 
business herein referred to is not open to 
question. In exercising such power, how- 
ever, arbitrary discriminations may not be 
made. Under the proposed ordinance every 
applicant is considered a TRANSIENT mer- 
chant temporarily engaged in business un- 
less he shall have been continuously 
engaged in such business within the City 
of Lansing for not less than one year im- 
mediately preceding the filing of his appli- 
cation for license, and if he is such a 
transient merchant the fees he pays are 
as above set forth. 
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It is my opinion that the Ordinance is 
unconstitutiona] for two reasons: 


1. Arbitrary discriminations are made 
between one who conducts a business for 
a period shorter than a year and one who 
conducts it for the full year. 


2. The license fee charged is excessive. 
The Supreme Court of the State has pointed 
out repeatedly that the license or charge 
imposed under a_ regulatory statute or 
ordinance must bear reasonable relation to 
the cost of regulation. 


It is my opinion that the proposed license 
fee is out of proportion to the expense 
of regulating the business.

The above men- 
tioned three officials are as follows: The 
Mayor, the Treasurer and the Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee. Said 
ordinance also designates the City Comp- 
troller as ex-officio secretary of the Board 
of Trustees and the City Attorney as Legal 
Advisor. 


The above named officials become mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees by virtue 
of their offices; however.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 


June 16, 1941. 


To the Honorable Mayor. and 
City Council: 


In accordance with resolution adopted 
by your honorable body on June 2nd, 1941, 
I have investigated the matter of installa- 
tion of a Central telephone. switchboard for 
‘all City departments with the exception of 
the Police & Fire Departments. ‘ 


Regarding the addition of other City de- 
partments to the Water and Light De- 
partment switchboard, I discussed this 
matter with Mr. Eckert and I find that 
no saving could be made by this combina- 
tion inasmuch as their operators now have 
all the work which they can handle effi- 
ciently and so it would take one or more 
additional operators and also a larger board 
to handle the additional load. 


Another disadvantage would be in case 
of an interruption of light or water ser- 
vice, their lines would be so heavily loaded 
with incoming calls it would be impossible 
to call the City Hall. 


I find that the cost of a manual switch- 
board set-up for all City departments with 
the exception of Police, Fire and Water 
and Light would cost approximately the 
same as we are now paying. There would, 
however, be additional expense of salary 
for one operator and it would be necessary 
to provide for relief periods. 


Installation charge would be $54.00 and 
installation of a manual board could be 
made within 30 days. A new telephone 
directory goes to press on July 28, 1941. 


A dial type switchboard could be pro- 
vided under a five-year contract for ap- 
proximately $60.00 per month additional 
but installation could not be made in less 
than six to eight months. If, however, a 
manual board is installed and then we 
desire to change toa dial board there would 
be no additional charge for installation. 


Attached herewith are two letters from 
Mr. Ferris, Service Engineer of the Michi- 
gan Bell Telephone Company in which he 
fully explains their proposal.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Coller introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend Section 1 of 
the Ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance rela- 
tive to the manufacture and sale of bread 
and to provide for the weight of loaves.” 


Section 1. Section 1 of the Ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance relative to the 
manufacture and sale of bread and to 
provide for the weight of loaves,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Title 


An Ordinance relative to the manufac- 
ture and sale of bread and to provide for 
the weight of loaves. 


Section 1. All bread sold or offered for 
sale by retail food outlets to the consumers 
shall be standardized 12 ounce, 16 ounce, 
20 ounce, 24 ounce and 32 ounce loaves, 
and shall conform to the following pan 
sizes: 


(a) The following provisions shall apply 
to loaves of bread baked in uncovered pans: 


1. The 12 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 8 inches in 
length at the top and 4 inches in width at 
the top, inside measurements. 


2. The 16 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 10 inches in 
length at the top and 414 inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


8. The 20 ounce loaf shall be baked 
in a pan which shall not exceed 12% 
inches in length at the top and 414 inches 
in width at the top, inside measurements. 


4. The 24 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 15 inches in 
length at the top and 4% inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


-5. The 32 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 16 inches in 
length at the top and 4% inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


Provided. however, that loaves of bread 
may. be baked in pans of differing widths 
from those set forth above if the pan 
contents shall not exceed 6.25 cubic inches 
per ounce of dough used. 


(b) The following provisions shall apply 
to loaves of bread baked in covered pans: 


1. The 16 ounce loaf shall be- baked in a 
pan. which shall not exceed 10 inches in 
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length at the top and 4 inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


2. The 24 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 15 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


8. The 32 ounce loaf shall be baked in 
a pan which shall not exceed 16 inches 
in length at the top and 4 inches in width 
at the top, inside measurements. 


4. The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
apply only to white bread baked in pans. 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall not 
apply to bread sold to restaurants, hotels, 
or other types of eating establishments or 
other places where bread is not offered for 
retail sale. 


Provided, further, that a2 variation or 
tolerance of one ounce in. excess or one 
ounce in deficiency for the weights pro- 
vided for in this act be allowed. The 
weights herein specified shall be construed 
to mean net weight, at any time within 
eight hours after the same shall have been 
sold or offered for sale, and provided fur- 
ther, that when any allowance in the 
weight shall be claimed on account of any 
bread having been sold or offered for sale 
more than eight hours as aforesaid, the 
burden of proof in respect thereto shall 
be upon the person, firm or corporation, 
charged with offending this Ordinance.

ORDINANCES 


Alderman Hungerford introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 





JULY 7, 1941 


“AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING UN- 
NECESSARY NOISE.” 


The City of Lansing Ofdains: 


Section 1. It is found and declared: 
(a) That the making and creation of loud, 
unnecessary or unusual noises within the 
limits of the city is a condition which has 
existed for some time and the extent and 
volume of such noises is increasing; (b) 
that the making, creation or maintenance 
of such loud, unnecessary or unusual noises 
affect and are a detriment to public health, 
comfort, convenience, safety, welfare and 
prosperity; and (c) that the necessity in 
the public interest for the provisions and 
prohibitions hereinafter contained and en- 
acted, is declared as a matter of legisla- 
tive determination and public policy, and 
it is further declared that the provisions 
and prohibitions hereinafter contained and 
enacted are in pursuance of and for the 
purpose of securing and promoting the 
public health, comfort, convenience, safety, 
welfare and prosperity and the peace and 
quiet of the city and its inhabitants. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to make, continue, or cause to be 
made or continued any loud, unnecessary 
or unusual noise or any noise which either 
annoys, disturbs, injures or endangers the 


comfort, repose, health, peace or safety of 


others, within the limits of the city. 


Section 8. Among others, each of the 
following acts is declared unlawful and is 
prohibited, but this enumeration shall not 
be deemed to be exclusive, namely: 


(a) The sounding of any horn or signal 
device on any automobile, motorcycle, bus, 
street car or other vehicle while not in 
motion, except as a danger signal if an- 
other vehicle is approaching apparently 
out of control, or if in motion only as a 
danger signal after or as brakes are being 
applied and deceleration of the vehicle is 
intended; the creation by means of any 
such signal device of any unreasonably loud 
or harsh sound; and the sounding of such 
device for an unnecessary and unreasonable 
period of time. 


(b) The playing of any radio, phono- 
graph.or any musical instrument in such 
@ manner or with such volume, particularly 
during the hours between 11 P. M. and 
7 A. M., or at any time or place so as to- 
annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or 
repose of persons in any office or in any 
dwelling, hotel or other type of residence, 
or of any persons in the vicinity. 


(c) Yelling, shouting, hootizg, whistling, 
or singing on the public streets, particu- 
larly between the hours of 11 P. M. and 
7 A. M., or at any time or place so’ as to 
annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or 
repose of persons in any office, or in any 
dwelling, hotel or other type of residence, 
or of any persons in the vicinity. 


(d) The keeping of any animal or bird

which by causing frequent or long con- 
tinued noise shall disturb the comfort or 
repose of any persons in the vicinity. 


(e) The blowing of any steam whistle 
attached to any stationary boiler except 
to give notice of the time to begin or 
stop work or as a warning of fire or 
danger, or upon request of proper city 
authorities. 


(f) The discharge into the open air of 
the exhaust of any steam engine, station- 
ary internal combustion engine, motor boat, 
or motor vehicle except through a muffler 
or other device which will effectively pre- 
vent loud or explosive noises therefrom. 


(gz) The erection (including excavating), 
demolition, alteration or repair of any 
building, the excavation of streets and 
highways other than.between the hours of 
7 A. M. and 6 P. M. on week days, except 
in case of urgent necessity in the interest 
of public safety, and then only with a 
permit from the City Council, which permit 
may be granted for a period not to exceed 
three (3) days while the emergency con- 
tinues. ‘ 


(h) The creation of any excessive noise 
on any street adjacent to any school, in- 
stitution of learning, church or court while 
the same are in session, or adjacent to 
any hospital, which unreasonably interferes 
with the workings or sessions thereof. 


(i) The creation of a loud and excessive 
noise in connection with loading or unload- 
ing any vehicle or the opening and destruc- 
tion of bales, boxes, crates, and containers. 


(j) The use of any drum, loud speaker 
or other instrument or device for the pur- 
pose of attracting attention by creation 
of noise to any performance, show or sale 
or display of merchandise. 


Section 4. None of the terms or pro-. 


hibitions hereof shall apply to or be en- 
forced against: 


(a) Any vehicle of the City of Lansing 
while engaged upon necessary public busi- 
ness. 


(b) Excavations or repairs of bridges, 
streets or highways by or on behalf of the 
City of Lansing or the State of Michigan, 
during the night season, when the public 
welfare and convenience renders. it im- 
marathie to perform such work during the 

ay. 


(c) The reasonable use of stationary 
amplifiers or loud speakers in the course 
of public addresses which are non-com- 
mercial in character. 


Section 5. No parent, guardian or other 
person having charge of, guardianship of, 
or custody or control of any minor under 
the age of sixteen years shal] knowingly 
permit such minor to violate the provisions 
of subsections a, b, or i, set forth above. 
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Section 6. Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined not more than ten dollars 
ph dae .00), for the first offense, and shall be 
ned not more than one hundred dollars 
($100.00), or imprisoned for not more than 
thirty (30) days, or both, for each succeed- 
ing offense. 


Section 7. This ordinance is deemed im- 
mediately necessary for the preservation of 
the public peace, health and safety and 
shall take immediate effect.

The Traffic Commission, after consider- 
able investigation, is requesting that Shia- 
wassee Street from Verlinden Avenue to 
i agi Avenue be made a STQP 

reet. 
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In other words the traffic should come to 
a stop before entering Shiawassee at all 
intersections, except where the intersec- 
tions are now controlled by stop signs or 
signal lights. 


There is heavy traffic on this street to 
and from the High School and the Fisher 
Body Plant and if the traffic is given the 
right of way on Shiawassee Street it will 
relieve congestion in this section of the 
city. 


There have been some very bad accidents 
at the corner of Shiawassee and Butler 
during the last few weeks and it will take 
this kind of action, at least at this inter- 
section, to avoid these accidents. 


Shiawassee Street is now a controlled 
street at a great many intersections, due 
to traffic lights beginning at Capitol and 
extending to Larch Street and it will only 
mean making stops at a few intersections. 
This Commission also recommends that, if 
Shiawassee is made a STOP Street then a 
stop and ‘go light be placed at the inter- 
section of Shiawassee and Logan as soon 
as it can be accomplished. We believe this 
will be necessary because the traffic on 
Logan Street is almost continuous and it 
is difficult for cars to come on to the inter- 
section and this traffic light will make a 
break in the traffic on both streets at regu- 
lar intervals.

We are requesting permission to separate 
the route now known as Dakin-West Grand 
River. We find that in rendering a thirty 
minute base schedule on both ends of this 
route necessitates driving at an unsafe 
speed in order to keep the schedule. 


Our present time allowance of fifteen 
minutes from Michigan and Washington 
to the end of the West Grand River line 
is too fast. The route follows: Michigan to 
Capitol, to Ottawa, to Walnut, to Grand 
River, to Turner, to Sheridan Road, to De- 
Witt Road, to Grand River at city limits. 
During peak periods a twenty minute 
schedule as well as additional tripper ser- 
vice is rendered at the present time. 


We propose the following: A _ base 
schedule of twenty minutes on the West 
Grand River route starting at Michigan 
and Washington Avenue over the following 
route.

Gentlemen: 


According to all available information 
there are about 7500 bicycles in the City 
of Lansing of which number approximately 
6000 have been licensed by the Police De- 
partment in accordance with the bicycle 
ordinance. The Traffic Commission has re- 
ceived many complaints from people re- 
garding the manner’ in which bicycles are 
parked on the streets in the down-town 
district. There is always the hazard of 
blind people walking into these bicycles as 
they are parked on the walk and thereby 
causing themselves injury. Section 21 of 
the bicycle ordinance states as follows: 


Section 21. Parking. No person shal] 
park a bicycle upon a street other than 
upon the roadway against the curb or upon 


a’ sidewalk in a rack to support the bicycle | 
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or against a building or at the curb in 
such manner as to afford the least obstruc- 
tion to pedestrian traffic. 


Since most of our complaints come from 
in front of the theatres I believe that it 
would be advisable for the local theatres to 
provide racks in which the bicycles can 
be parked. I do not believe that the bicycles 
should be parked against the display win- 
dows of the stores and the Fire Department 
is against the parking of bicycles in front 
of the theatres in the No Parking Zones 
which are established in front of most 
theatres. In this way the bicycles would be 
properly parked and those bicycles which 
were not so parked could be brought to the 
police station where they would have to 
be claimed by the owner.

ORDINANCES 


Ald.’ Russell introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances. 


An Ordinance to amend the title and 
Sections 1 and 2 of the Ordinance entitled: 
“An Ordinance to prevent animals and 
poultry from running at large in the City 
of Lansing, and to prevent animals from 
being herded or pastured in the streets, 
alleys, or public parks of said city.”’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1. The title und Sections 1 and 
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2 of the Ordinance entitled: ‘‘An Ordinance 
to prevent animals and poultry from run- 
ning at large in the City of Lansing, and 
to prevent animals from being herded or 
pastured in the streets, alleys, or public 
parks of said city,’ are hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


TITLE 


An Ordinance to prevent animals from 
running at large in the City of Lansing, 
and to prevent animals from being herded 
in the streets, alleys or public parks of 
said city, and to prevent the keeping of 
poultry, rabbits and goats within the resi- 
dence district of the City of Lansing and 
providing penalties for the violation hereof. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That no cattle, horses, asses, 
mules, sheep, swine or other animals shall 
at any time, run at large upon the premises 
of another, nor be in, on, or be herded 
upon, nor pastured in any street, lane, 
alley, or public ground in the City of 
Lansing. Pasturing within the meaning 
of this ordinance shall include the tying, 
tethering, herding or holding of any animal 
in any of said streets, lanes, alleys, or 
public places for the purpose of pasturing 
the same. 


Section 2. No ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, and rabbits and 
goats shall at any time be permitted to 
run at large, and no person shall keep or 
confine any of said poultry and/or rabbits 
or goats in any pen, coop, barn, rabbitry, 
or poultry park within the cuorporate limits 
of the City of Lansing, either as owners or 
agents, within a distance of 200 feet from 
any dwelling house, hotel, apartment house, 
or rooming house, except such places as are 
now provided for by railroads for shipping, 
provided, however, that poultry may be 
dressed and kept for sale in building located 
in the ‘CC’? Commercial, ‘“‘D’’ Industrial, 
and “E’”’ Unrestricted districts of the City 
of Lansing as determined under the pro- 
-visions of the zoning ordinance in case the 
same buildings are not used for the 
handling of other food, or for human resi- 
dence. The floors and walls of such build- 
ings must be of cement or some other im- 
pervious material, and the buildings must 
be well ventilated and kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition, to be approved by the 
department of health. A _ sanitary toilet 
and an adequate supply of hot and cold 
running water, including washing facilities 
for employes, must be provided. The sani- 
tary inspector and his assistants. shall 
have the right to enter the premises at 
any time for inspection purposes. All 
offal must be kept covered and disposed 
of in a manner approved by the sanitary 
inspector. 


This ordinance is not intended to pro- 
hibit any person from keeping ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
and rabbits and goats, so long as the con- 
sent of all the owners of residences, dwell- 
ing houses, apartment houses, or rooming 
houses within 200 feet of the nearest por- 
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tion of any pen, coop, barn, rabbitry or 
poultry park, or other enclosure where 
such ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or 
other poultry, and rabbits and goats are 
kept, is secured in writing by the person 
desiring to keep ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, and rabbits and 
goats, and filed with the City Clerk. In 
case any person is keeping ducks, turkeys, 
geese, chickens, or other poultry, and rab- 
bits and goats, at the time of the passage 
of this ordinance, consent as above required 
shall be filed within thirty days.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS

To the Honorable Mayor, Members of the 
City Council and Members of the Streets 
Committee of Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: 


At the meeting of the Plan Commission 
held October 16, 1941, the Plan Commission 
asked me to communicate with you men- 
tioning some of the details which were 
brought to our attention by Sidney Anger, 
Traffic Director, and Sergeant Waldorf 
Pletcher, of the Police Department, and 
which were 'taken into consideration by the 
Plan Commission in making its recom- 
mendation for the extension of Beulah 
Street, west to the Nash-Kelvinator prop- 
erty. In discussing this matter with two 
men mentioned above, the Commission was 
advised that these traffic officials had had 
several conferences with officials at the 
Nash-Kelvinator Company and that the 
Nash-Kelvinator Company had agreed to 
furnish watchmen for a full 24 hour period 
for the railroad crossing necessitated by 
the extension of Beulah Street. All parties 
concerned felt that the expense involved 
in making this outlet from the Nash- 
Kelvinator parking area would entail the 
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least expense of any of the suggestions 
made; also, that it seemed imperative to 
have an outlet from this parking area 
to the east to get a more even distribution 
of this traffic congestion. 


It was quite obvious to all parties con- 
cerned that either Linval Street, Bailey 
Street, Lyons Avenue, or all of these 
streets could be used as outlets from this 
parking area. However any of these streets 
would naturally empty onto Baker Street 
which is a rather narrow street and 
which is overcrowded with traffic at the 
present time. The Plan Commission, there- 
fore, agreed with these traffic officials and 
officials of the Nash-Kelvinator Company, 
that it was imperative that an outlet to 
the east from this parking area should be 
made. 


We trust that this information will 
somewhat enlighten your Honorable Body 
as to why the Plan Commission made this 
recommendation.

ORDINANCES

aries and shall operate the same accord- 
ing to the following directions and the 
following routes, provided that no inter- 
urban bus shall accept or discharge pas- 
sengers at or near intersections of Michi- 
gan Avenue and Washington Avenue, and 
any person operating any such motor bus 
shall not accept or discharge passengers in 
the city limits upon any other street or 
streets except those named in said routes, 
towit:

ment of the City of Lansing, under the 
direction of the City Council. 


Section 4. Section 5 of an Ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to license and 
regulate the operation of interurban and 
suburban motor buses within the limits 
of the City of Lansing,’’ is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: 
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Section 5. This ordinance is considered 
to be immediately necessary for the preser- 
vation of the public peace, health and 
safety and shall be given immediate effect.

The Traffic Commission reports as fol- 
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lows on the communication received from 
the Motor Wheel Corporation requesting 
that traffic lights be installed at the inter- 
section of North Larch and North Streets. 


A survey of conditions at this location 
indicates that considerable engineering and 
study are necessary before traffic signals 
could be installed at this location. The 
main line of the P.M.R.R. crosses both 
Larch Street and North Street only a few 
hundred feet each way from this inter- 
section. If a signal were installed here, 
there would be times when traffic un- 
doubtedly would be backed up on either 
one of these streets and across the rail- 
road tracks, which in itself would cause 
a very serious condition. Further, Larch 
Street is a main Trunk Line, being U. S. 
Highway No. 27, and it has been our 
policy at such intersections, at the request 
of the State Highway Department. to in- 
stall traffic-actuated signals which would 
allow continuous movement on the trunk 
line at such times when there was no 
‘traffic on the cross street. At this par- 
ticular location it would require the in- 
stallation of part of the equipment on the 
property of the Motor Wheel Corporation 
in order for the signal to function properly. 


It is the recommendation of the Traffic 
Commission that a copy of this report be 
sent to the Traffic and Survey Division 
of the State Highway Department, also to 
the Motor Wheel Corporation, and that all 
three parties arrange for a meeting for 
the proper solution of the traffic problem

A few weeks ago the Ordinance Com- 
mittee of the City Council presented an 
amendment to Section 18 of the Traffic 
Ordinance which provides that pedestrians 


crossing streets at signalized intersections ~ 


must cross only on the green light. Due 
to the fact that there are several inter- 
sections in the city controlled by traffic- 
actuated mechanism at which locations 
pedestrians could not cross if no vehicles 
actuated the change in light, the Council 
decided to withhold action on this amend- 
meat. 


This particular problem has been given 
considerable study by the Traffic Commis- 
sion and it is our recommendation that the 
Council authorize the Traffic Commission 
to obtain information on the cost of in- 
stalling signals reading “WALK” and 
‘DON’T WALK” at all intersections in 
the downtown area. If such signals were 
installed pedestrians would have visible 
signs indicating when they were permitted 
to cross the street, and at all times when 
the ‘““WALK” signal was on, vehicles would 
be prohibited from making a right turn 
on the green light into the path of the 
pedestrian. 


We wish to state that such an installa- 
tion would no doubt run into considerable 
expense, but based on experiences of other 
cities we feel that it would be a justifiable 
expenditure if we intend to properly con- 
trol the pedestrian traffic in the downtown 
area. In the outlying districts, while such 
pedestrian signals would not be available, 
the ordinance would still be in effect re- 
quiring that pedestrians cross on the green 
light only. The Commission further recom- 
mends that Section 17-C of the Traffic 
Ordinance be removed, since this particular 
section permits pedestrians to cross at 
any point other than within a marked or 
unmarked cross walk simply yielding the 
right of way to vehicles upon the roadway. 
In other words, it permits “Jay-Walking.”

For some time the Traffic Commission 
has been studying some method whereby 
traffic on East Michigan Avenue could be 
made to flow smoother and in proper lanes, 
rather than all vehicles crowding the cen- 
ter line of the street. It is our opinion 
that the angle parking which is permitted 
on this street is one of the main factors 
which cause most of the traffic to drive 
down the center of the street. While traffic 
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on East Michigan Avenue moves at a 


uniform pace of about 25 miles per hour, 
it is practically one lane traffic both going 
and coming. As an experimental measure 
only, we recommend that the Council 
eliminate all angle parking on that por- 
tion of Michigan Avenue between the Mich- 
igan Central and Pere Marquette Railroad 
tracks, East to Clemens Avenue. Even 
though parallel parking is put into effect 
on this section of Michigan Avenue it will 
not seriously interfere with parking in 
front of the business pldces since there 
is always considerable parking available 
both on Michigan Avenue and the adjacent 
side streets.

In view of the fact that the City Plan 


. Commission has not had a meeting since 


the petition for the rezoning from ‘“C” 
Commercial to ‘“D’’ Industrial class, a 
portion of the Banghart property situated 
on the west side of North East Street, south 
of Banghart Street, was referred to the 
Plan Commission, I have contacted the 
members of the Commission and wish to 
advise you that a majority of the members 
feel that this petition should be denied. 


In support of this decision I wish to call 
your attention to the 1938 Bartholomew 
City Plan report which contemplates future 
development of the junior high school to 
occupy part of the site upon which the 
Thomas Street Grade School] building now 
stands. Also, the Plan contemplates the 
development of a neighborhood park about 
due north from where the present Thomas 
Street School is. In view of these items 
in the Plan, the Commission feels that 
this area should be protected from indus- 
trial encroachments. The School Board has 
already invested a considerable amount of 
money in the Thomas Street School and 
apvarently contemplate the building of a 
junior high school which will entail the 
expenditure of considerable more money. 
By permitting industrial uses to go in 
right next to this school would be im- 
pairing the investment which the citizens 
of Lansing are making through their Board 
of Education. I have contacted Mr. J. W.

Section 18. On streets where traffic at 
the intersection is controlled by traffic sig- 
nals, signs, devices, or a police officer, 
pedestrians shall cross with the green or 
“go” signal, or as instructed by such signs, 
signals, devices or police officer. Pedes- 
trians shall not cross a street at any place 
except in a marked or unmarked cross- 
walk. <A pedestrian starting across in any 
such crosswalk or street on a green or “‘go”’ 
signal sign, traffic control device or signal 
of a police officer, shall have the right of 
way over all vehicles, including those mak- 
ing turns, until such pedestrian has reach- 
ed the opposite curb. It shall be unlawful 
for the operator of any vehicle to fail to 
yield the right of way to any pedestrian 
who is crossing a street as herein per- 
mitted.

Whereas, blackouts, when ordered by the 
Army or Navy are essential to the preser- 
vation of life and property in this city, 
and it is imperative that the City of Lan- 
sing aid the Army and Navy by all pos- 
sible cooperation and assistance; and 


Whereas, failure to extinguish lights 
when ordered to do so by duly authorized 
authorities may result in loss of life by 
thousands of the residents of the City of 
Lansing as well as the residents of other 
parts of the Nation when lights are used 
as a guide to other objectives; and 


Whereas, failure to comply with orders, 
rules and regulations governing evacua- 
tions traffic movements, congregation of 
persons in streets and other public places 
will result in confusion and unnecessary 
loss of life both during blackouts and dur- 
ing air raids, now, therefore, 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. In order to protect life and 
property in the City of Lansing from 
enemy action the Mayor and/or the Lan- 
sing Council of Defense, is authorized and 
directed to carry out blackouts and air 
raid protection measures in said city at 
such times and for such periods as are 
ordered by the Army or Navy or civilian 
authorities and to promulgate such orders, 
rules, and regulations as may be necessary 
to insure the success of the blackouts and 
air raid protection measures and to protect 
life and property during said periods. 
Provided that said orders, rules and regu- 
lations shall include traffic movements of 
emergency or other vehicles, evacuation of 
residents, congregation of persons on public 
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streets, sidewalks, in public places or build- 
ings, but this enumeration shall not be 
taken as a limitation on the power to 
promulgate orders, rules, regulations gov- 
erning any other subject, persons or prop- 
erty which must be regulated in order 
to insure the proper carrying out of any 
duly authorized blackout or air raid pro- 
tection measure. 


Section 2. The Mayor may appoint as 
many special police, without pay, from 
among residents of the City of Lansing as 
may be deemed advisable for service in 
connection with any blackout or air raid 
protection measure. Said special police 
shall serve at the pleasure of the Mayor. 
During the term of service of. such special 
police, they shall possess all the powers 
and privileges and perform all the duties 
of privates in the standing police force 
of the City of Lansing. Said special police 
must wear such identifying emblem as may 
be prescribed by the Mayor and it shall be 
unlawful for any said special policeman to 
attempt to carry out any order, rule, or 
regulation promulgated under the authority 
conferred by this ordinance when he is not 
wearing said identifying emblem. 


Section 3. This ordinance is an exercise 
by the city of its governmental functions 
for the protection of the public peace, 
health, and safety and neither the City of 
Lansing or any individual subject to regu- 
lations lawfully included herein or promul- 
gated pursuant to authority herein con- 
ferred shall be liable for any damage sus- 
tained to person or property during, or 
as the result of, an authorized blackout or 
air raid protection measure. 


Section 4. When deemed necessary in 
order to protect life or property during 
a blackout or air raid the police or the 
special police authorized herein, are author- 
ized and directed to enter upon any 
premises within the City of Lansing and 
extinguish lights or take other necessary 
action to make effective any order, rule, 
or regulation promulgated under the author- 
ity conferred by this ordinance. 


Section 5. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance or any order, rule, or regulation 
issued pursuant thereto shall. be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars or imprisonment for not more than 
ninety days, or by both said fine and said 
imprisonment. 


Section 6. It is the intention of the City 
Council that each separate provision of this 
ordinance shall be deemed independent of 
all other provisions herein, and it is further 
the intention of the City Council that if 
any provision of this Act be declared to 
be invalid, all other provisions thereof shall 
remain valid and enforceable. 


Section 7. This ordinance is necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the 
public health, peace, and safety of the resi- 
dents of the City of Lansing, in that it is 
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in the furtherance of the public welfare 
that immediate steps be taken to enforce 
blackout and other regulations, and an 
emergency is therefore declared to exist 
and this ordinance shall be in force and 
effect from and after its passage by the 
Council. 


Mr. F. W. McKenny addressed the Coun- 
cil relative to the so-called ‘‘Trailer Or- 
dinance.”’ 


He wishes the ordinance amended to 
permit the owner of a business to park 
a trailer on the lot for occupancy by the 
owner or an employee of the business, pro- 
viding sanitary facilities are adequate. 


Arthur J. Fornier also spoke on the 
subject.
